— The  new  wire- 
less telegraph  stations  at  Fairbanks 
and  Circle  City,  Alaska,  are  ready  for 
operation,  according  to  advices  just  re- 
ceived by  Brig.

The 
stations  are  140  miles  apart,  and  are 
dteigned  to  have  a  radius  of  about  250 
miles.  Plans  have  been  adopted  and 
the  surveys  made  for  stations  at  va- 
rious points  from  Nome  to  Ca.pe  Flat- 
tery, and  before  a  year  has  elapsed 
the  signal  corps  expects  to  have  In 
operation  wireless  connections  from 
Bej-mg  Stnalt  to  Puget  Sound.  This  Is 
intended  to  supplement  the  Valdez- 
Sitka  cable  and  the  land  telegraph  lines 
which  in  the  severe  season  are  difficult 
to  keep  !n  working  order. 

There  are  wireless  stations  In  opera- 
tion at  Nome  and  St.  Michael,  a  dis- 
tance of  107  miles  across  Norton  Sound. 
The  station  at  Nome  will  be  enlarged 
and  a  new  station  constructed  at  Fort 
Gebbon.  Another  station  has  been  con- 
structed at  Valdez  by  the  navy  depart- 
ment, and  these  will  be  operated  with 
naval  wireless  stations  -at  Sitka  and 
Cape  Flattery.  It  is  likely  that  stations 
will  be  constructed  also  at  Eagle  City 
and  Gulkana  In  order  to  replace  land- 
slides between  those  points  which  trav- 
erse   the    rough€^3t    country    of    Alaska. 

The  wireless  system  between  Nome 
and  St.  Michael  has  been  operated 
without  a  break  during  the  past  year, 
and  has  been  used  for  cornmercial  bus- 
iness. These  stations  have  demonstrat- 
ed the  fact  that  the  wireless  system  for 
Alaska  is  far  more  feasible  for  the 
transaction  of  commercial  business 
than  are  the   land   lines.

EVANS  WAS 

A  PARISIAN 

Pennsylvania  Cannot  Col* 

lect  Taxes  on  His  French 
Property. 

Philadelphia,  Nov.  8.— The  orphan**' 
court  of  this  city  has  decided  that  Dr. 
Thomas  W.  Evaxis,  the  famous  den- 
tist, who  died  in  Paris  several  year* 
Bjgo  and  over  whose  estate  there  has 
been  much  litigation,  was  a  Parisian, 
and  that  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  has 
no  right  to  collect  the  collateral  in- 
eritance  tax  on  the  property  located 
in  France. 

The  proceedings  brought  by  Register 
of  Wills  Irwin  raised  the  question  of 
residence  of  the  dentist,  and  involved 
the  collection  of  the  5  per  cent  state 
tax  on  upward  of  $1,000,000  of  the  $5,- 
000,000  estate.  Dr.  Evans  was  original- 
ly a  resident  of  Phileidelphla  and  Reg- 
ister Irwin  contended  that  he  had 
never  announced  his  intention  of  per- 
manently residing  in  Paris,  and  that, 
therefore,  the  personal  estate  was  liable 
to  taxation.  Extracts  from  the  memoirs 
of  the  dentist  containing  *refcrence  to 
this  country  made  upon  occasions  of 
his  meetings  with  the  French  nobility,, 
were  offered  in  evidence  to  Bubstaa- 
tiate  the  claim.

Town  of  Buyck  is  Build- 
ing an    18-Miie 
Highway. 

Charles  Buyck,  treasurer  of  the  new 
town  of  Buyck.  in  the  northern  part 
of  Lho  county,  was  In  iliu  city  yoster- 
day  on  a  business  trip. 

At  the  present  time  the  town  of 
Buyck  Is  reached  from  Tower  partly 
by  the  Vermilion  lake  route  and  part- 
ly by  the  CraJie  Lake  road  from  A'er- 
milion  dam.  It  la  al>out  thirty-two 
miles  from  Tower  to  Buyck,  sixteen 
toiiles  of  the  distance  belngr  made  by 
boat.  In  the  winter  the  people  rtsidlngr 
at  Buyck  reach  Tower  by  driving  over 
the    ice    on    Vermilion    lake. 

Mr.  Buyck  says  that  the  people  are 
anxious  to  get  a  good  wagon  road  out 
to  the  railroad,  and  the  town,  last  year, 
raised  $20,0<X)  on  bonds  to  build  an 
eighteen-mile  rt>ad  from  Buyck  to  Peli- 
can lake  on  the  line  of  the  Duluth, 
Rainy  Lake  &  Wlnnipt>g  road,  north 
of    Virginia.

This 
woman  has  Just  reached  France  after 
a  long  journey  throtigh  India  and  other 
Asiatic  countries,  and  if  her  other  ad- 
ventures are  on  a  par  with  this  one, 
Nos  Liolsirs  probably  Is  correct  in  de- 
scribing her  as  one  of  the  nwst  remark- 
able heroines  that  exist.  It  is  stated, 
by   the  way,   that  a  previous  reference 

to  the  carnivorous  tree  described  by 
Mile.  Li€)oomte  was  made  recently  by  an 
English  major  In  a  report  to  his  gov- 
ernment. 

Lecomte, 
who  was   traveling   with  her  cousin,   a 
war    corres|)ondent,      was    asleep      one 
night    in    a   tent  on    the    outskirts   of   a 
forest.

I  stifled  her  cries  and  caused  her  to  faint. 
,  When   she  came  ta  herself,   she  found 
herself    in     the    midst    of    a    troup    of 
,  fanatic  Indian*,  -^vho  were   yelling  and 
brandishing  their  j;>.rm8  around  her.  She 
was  stretched  .>ii  ijer  back,   her  limbs, 
bound  with  cords,  -and  she  distinguish- 
ed near  her  an»)ther  white  girl,  similar- 
ly  bound   and   uncon.%ious. 

The  dawn  bfoke.  The  Indians  ranged 
themselves  in  a  group,  seized  the  two 
girls  and  carrl«;d  them,  chanting  the 
while  a  monotonous  sort  of  funeral 
chant,  to  the  foot  of  a  giant  tree  with- 
out leav»s  and  whose  forbidding  aspect 
struck  terror  ttito  the  heart  of  Mile.

to  be  Destined  to 

be  Large. 

Immense  Water  Power 

and  Other  Resources 

to  Make  City. 


International  Kails,  Minn..  Nov.  8.— 
(Special  to  Tho  Herald.)— Although  the 
Village  of  International  Falls  Is  not  en- 
joying any  boom  at  the  present  time,  tho 
visitors  to  this  border  town  cannot  but 
b«  impressed  with  the  wonderful  possi- 
bilities  of   the   place. 

It  takes  but  a  brief  inspection  of  the 
town  and  the  surrounding  country  to  as- 
sure one  that  there  in  close  at  hand  ma- 
terial for  the   upbuilding  of  a  great   city. 

The  completion  of  two  lines  of  railway, 
one  Uading  from  Duluth,  the  other  from 
8i.  I'aul  via  Brainard.  gives  an  outlet  to 
the  principal  business  cent^-rs  of  the 
Stale,  and  also  provides  transportation 
for  thtt  products  of  the  immense  manit- 
facturiiig  plants,  which  it  is  proposed  to 
establish    there. 

Standing  on  the  banks  of  the  llalny 
river  hero  one  cannot  but  be  Impressed 
with  the  great  water  power  which  Is  the 
result  of  the  falls  in  the  river.  Con- 
servative estimates  of  the  size  of  this 
power  place  it  at  SO.OOiJ  horse-puwer  at 
tlie  maximum  stage  of  the  water,  and 
24,1X10  horse-power  at  the  ininimuin  stage. 
That  the  volume  of  water  will  create  u 
power  never  le.ss  than  24.tX)0  horso-power 
Is  a.'isured  fiom  the  large  reservoirs, 
which  feed  tho  liainy  river.  These  res- 
ervoirs from  a  water  shed  containing  30,- 
00")  square  miles  of  water,  which  extends 
150  miles  north  of  International  Falls 
to  the  various  lakes  and  streams. 

Th«  Backus  &  Brooks  conipany  owns 
Immense  amounts  of  pine  and  ha\e  heavy 
Investments  in  land  and  other  interests 
tributary  to  International  Falls,  and  to- 
gether wltli  other  people,  hav^  formed 
tho  Koochiching  company,  which  ha.s  for 
its  purpose  the  development  of  the  Im- 
mense water  power  at  the  falls;  also  for 
Elant,  Including  sawmills,  paper  mills, 
ook   factory,   etc. 

In  order  to  develop  the  power  at  the 
falls,  it  Is  nece.ssary  to  harness  Immense 
volumes  of  water  and  for  that  purpose 
a  huge  dam  was  decided  upon.  The  put- 
ting of  this  dam  Is  a  big  undertaking; 
the  Rainy  river  at  this  point  flows 
through  an  Immense  bed  of  solid  rocks, 
and  it  has  been  necessary  to  evcavato 
to  the  depth  of  fifty  feet  at  some  places 
where  the  falls  were  heaviest. 

George  M.  Huss.  who,  as  civil  engineer, 
has  had  charge'  of  the  construction  of 
the  Big  Falls-International  Falls  exten- 
sion of  the  M.  &  I.  railway,  has  been 
retained  by  the  Backus,  &  Brooks  com- 
pany as  general  manager  of  all  of  that 
company's  lnt>r<'Sts  at  International 
Falls  and  In  that  vicinity.  He  now  has 
control  of  the  railway  running  from  Big 
Falls  to  International  Falls,  aiul  will 
continue  In  charge  until  such  time  as  the 
road  is  turned  over  to  the  M.  &  I.  Rail- 
way company  for  operation  In  conjunc- 
tion with  the  liri'"  to  Brainard  runninj? 
south    to    Big    Falls.

— In   a   decision   tiled   today   tho 
supreme  court   reverses   the  decision  of 
the  probate  court  of  Washington  coun- 
ty in  the  case  of  the  stale  against  Fred 

M.  Tozer  et  al,  of  Stillwater. 

The  ca.st;  originated  In  an  attempt  by 
the  Slate  to  collect  an  Inheritance  tax 
on  the  estate  of  the  late  David  Tozer, 
who   dleil    in   1905. 

In     1903    David     Tozer    and    his    wife 
formed    the    David    Tozer    company,    a 
holding   corporation   for   their  estate  In 
which    tlie   stockholders    were    the   chil- 
jdren  of  the  nlder  Tozers,  and  they  were 
!to   lease   the  pr>>|>»Mty   to   their   parents 
during    their    lite    time. 
!     The  inlieritance    tax    law    of  1903   was 
I  declared    unconstitutional,   and    the   sn- 
ip reme  court   today   holds   that  whether 
1  the  Tozer  company  was  an  attempt   co 
I  evade  that   law  or  not  made  no  differ- 
ence, as  there  was  not  at  that   tlm.^  a 
valid   Inheritance   tax   law   on   the  stai- 
ute  books.    The  company  was  therefore 
perfectly  legal  at  that  time. 

The  v.alldity  of  the  Inheritance  tax 
law  pa.ssed  by  the  legislature  in  1903  is 
not  affectei  by  the  decision  filed  to- 
day.

INFECTED  FROM 
PET  ANIMALS 

Health  Officer  Believes 
They  Carry  Contag- 
ious Disease. 

Dr.  D.  D.  Murray^ is  of  the  opinion 
that  much  of  he  coatagious  diseases  in 
this  city  may  be  traced  to  pet  animals, 
cats  and  dogs  in  particular,  and  believe 
that  parents  should  exercise  unusual 
caution  in  allowing  their  children  to 
fondle  family   pets. 

Diphtheria  cases  have  been  very  per- 
sistent in  Duluth  and  although  the  de- 
partment has  been  able  to  keep  thj 
spread  of  the  disease  checked  several 
cases  where  the  disease  has  spread  have 
been  attributed  to  pet  animals  fondled 
by  little  ones  ill  with  diphtheria,  tho 
germs  being  carried  to  others  in  this 
manner. 

Thus  far  the  health  department  has 
failed  to  locate  a  cat  or  dog  afflicted 
with  the  disease  although  every  effoi-t 
has  been  made  to  discover  any  cases. 

Two  rooms  In  the  Lester  Park  school 
room  will  be  fumigated  today  and  one 
in  the  Washington  school.  Some  cases 
of  diphtheria  have  been  reported  and 
the  department  takes  this  action  OA  a 
precautionary    measure. 

JUST  A  CHANGE 
OF  FOREMAN 

James  Britt  Will  Work 

for  County  Instead 

of  the  City. 

The  family  disturbances  which  have 
marred  the  martial  career  of  James  Britt 
and  better  half,  were  given  a  thorough 
airing  in  police  ct>Urt'this  morning  when 
James  was  arraigned  upon  complaint  of 
his  wife  and  the  court  Imposed  a  fine  of 
$U0  and  costs  with  a  ftfteen-day  jail  sen- 
tence as   the   aliernaUve.

Britt,  and  chased  lier  about  the  house 
with   an   ax   on   divers   occasions,    upset- 


ting the  lamp  and  threatening  to  burn 
up  the  house,  according  to  the  story  she 
told   Assistant  City  Attorney  McKeon. 

On  the  other  hand,  James  told  the  court 
that  his  wile  had  a  biting  tongue  and 
that  he  could  not  live  In  peace  with  her. 
If  he  failed  to  appear  at  supper  time 
promptly  on  time,  he  was  given  a  cold  po- 
tato and  any  amount  of  hot  tongue  lash- 
ing,  according  to   his  story. 

Frequent  complaints  from  Mrs.  Britt 
have  been  received  by  the  police  and  an 
officer  sent  to  the  residence  to  Investi- 
g-ate,  always  found  that  James  had  left 
suddenly  as  soon  as  his  wife  had  tele- 
plioned  for  assistance,  and  It  was  difficult 
to  land  him.

Recently  The  HeraKl  referred  to  the  statement  of 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  Wilson  that  he  thought  the 
tendency  of  the  population  to  leave  the  farms  and  con- 
gest in  the  cities  is  lessening,  and  that  he  believed  that 
an  a  few  years  it  would  be  evident  that  the  movement  is 
the  i>thcr  way. 

And  in  that  connection  it  was  suggested  that  as  noth- 
ing better  could  happen  to  the  city,  the  country  or  the 
nation  than  this  very  change,  there  is  a  splendid  opening 
for  a  useful  philanthropy  in  pronfoting  the  return  of  the 
surplus  city  population  to  the  soil. 


in  the  hands  of  individuals.  A  large  proportion  of  this 
latter  sum  would  be  put  in  postal  savings  banks,  and 
would  be  deposited  by  the  government  in  local  national 
banks,  drawing  2  to  3  per  cent  interest.  This  would 
largely  increase  the  supply  of  currency  available  for  busi- 
ness purposes,  and  would  correspondingly  decrease  the 
amount  of  aioney  that  is  hoarded  by  the  people  and  kept 
out  of  circulation. 

To  bring  this  money  into  circulation  would  be  a  vast 
public  bcnetit.  That  could  easily  be  done  by  Mr.  Meyer's 
plan  of  having  congress  authorize  it  to  be  deposited  in 
the  national  banks  of  the  country;  "not  in  a  few  financial 
centers,"  to  quote  Mr.  Meyer,  "but  in  the  banks  of  the 
district  where  the  money  has  been  deposited."

Broadly,  then,  the  postal  savings  bank  would  benefit 

the  nation  by  encouraging  thrift  and  by  increasing  the 

supply    of   money   available   for   business    and    industrial 

purposes.     It  would  d6*no  harm  to  established  savings 

banks,     because     they     would     get     their     share     of    the 

increased    deposits    of    the    public    through    their    higher 

rates  of  interest  on  savings.

a  selfish  ownership,  and  honestly  seeking  to  use  their 
means  for  the  benefit  of  their  fellow  men,  are  casting 
about  for  legitimate  and  useful  avenues  for  its  expendi- 
ture. One  puts  his  into  libraries,  which  is  well;  another 
gives  his  to  education,  which  is  also  good;  another 
'devotes  his  life  and  money  to  charity,  which  is  good  so 
long  as  his  charity  uplifts  and  helps  the  poor  to  become 
independent  and  does  not  make  them  helplessly  depend- 
ent paupers. 

^  But  nobody  is  using  money  to  help  the  surplus  mil- 
lions of  the  cities  get  back  to  the  soil.  The  Salvation 
Army,  it  is  true,  is  doing  good  work  in  this  direction, 
but  it  is  not  as  extensive  as  it  might  be,  and  the  Salva- 
tion Army  has  to  devote  its  energy  to  many  other  noble 
pur[)ose3. 

But  how  gladly  the  half-fed,  ill-clad,  miserable,  hope- 
less poor  of  the  cities  would  welcome  an  attempt  to  help 
them  back  to  the  soil,  where  they  could  find  health  and 
contentment  and  plentyl  Many  of  them  long  for  the 
change  now;  others  would  hail  it  with  delight  if  it  were 
explained  to  them.  This  is  not  true  of  the  poor  alone, 
but  of  many  laborers  in  the  cities,  who  need  all  their 
means  to  keep  body  and  soul  together,  and  who  have  no 
surplus  savings  to  buy  themselves  land  and  build  them- 
selves homes  and  support  themselves  while  waiting  for 
the  first  crops. 

Such  a  philanthropy  should  not  give  either  land, 
homes  or  working  tools,  but  it  should  lend  them,  expect- 
ing payment  without  interest  from  the  yields  of  the 
farms.  There  are  millions  of  cheap  acres  awaiting  settle- 
ment and  cultivation.  Northern  Minnesota  is  full  of  such 
chances.  The  acres  lie  idle,  their  fertility  wasting,  while 
able-bodied  tliou.sands  are  struggling  for  a  hard  existence 
in  the  cities. 

To  make  use  of  the  idle  acres  is  to  increase  the 
nation's  wealth.  To  remove  the  surplus  labor  from  the 
cities  where  it  is  not  needed  is  to  give  it  new  life  and 
hope.  And  to  reduce  the  surplus  of  labor  in  the  cities 
is  to  make  the  life  of  those  workers  that  remain  easier 
and  softer. 

Surely  no  better  use  of  wealth  could  be  imagined  than 
this. 


A  committee  from  the  American  Newspaper  Pub- 
lishers' association  called  on  the  president  yesterday  and 
placed  before  him  the  facts  that  were  developed  at  a  re- 
cent meeting  of  the  association  concerning  the  paper  in- 
dustry. 

It  was  shown  that  there  is  a  paper  trust,  cither  by 
organization  or  by  one  of  those  stealthy  and  under- 
handed "gentlemen's  agreements"  that  accomplish  the 
same  result.  It  was  shown  that  increases  in  the  price  of 
news  print  paper  have  been  determined  upon  that  will 
impose  an  additional  burden  of  $10,000,000  on  the  news- 
papers of  the  country  this  year  and  of  $19,000,000  next 
year.  It  was  shown  that  the  paper  trust  has  conspired 
to  exhaust  the  surplus  stock  of  paper  and  to  create  a 
paper  famine  for  the  apparent  justification  of  these  ^nd 
further  increases  in  price. 

It  was  shown,  further,  that  the  paper  manufacturers 
are  protected  in  their  exactions  by  an  unnecessary  duty 
on  wood  pulp,  from  which  the  paper  is  made,  and  on  the 
paper  itself.

THE  TELEGRAPHERS*   STRIKE. 

All  lovers  of  fair  play  and  justice  between  employer 
and  employe  will  regret  that  the  strike  of  the  telegraph 
operators  against  the  telegraph  trust  has  ended  in  defeat 
for  the  men. 

Yet  that  ending  has  been  plainly  evident  for  some 
time.  The  men  had  plenty  of  causes  for  striking.  The 
companies  were  arrogant  and  unjust;  they  pay  as  little 
as  they  possibly  can;  they  impose  harsh  and  heart- 
breaking regulations;  they  have  refused  throughout  to 
give  decent  consideration  to  the  cause  of  their  em- 
ployes. 

Vet  the  men  entered  the  strike  without  adequate 
preparations;  they  had  not  enough  money  in  their  treas- 
ury to  finance  a  protracted  struggle  such  as  this  was 
certain  to  be;  they  went  out  in  scattered  bodies  without 
general   and   effective   co-operation. 

The  result  has  been  only  to  impoverish  the  men  and 
to  annoy  the  public.  The  companies  -are  stronger  and 
more  arrogant  than  ever.  They  will  continue  to  exact 
high  prices  from  the  public  and  to  pay  low  wages  to 
their  men  until  the  men  and  the  public  get  together  to 
improve  conditions  by  a  more  effective  and  better- 
planned  attack  than  that  which  has  ended  so  disas- 
trously. 

Tile  men  made  a  brave  but  hopeless  fight  against  real 
evils,  and  they  had  public  sympathy  which  is  stronger 
now  that  they  have  lost  what  most  people  consider  a 
Just  cause. 


NO  INJURY  TO  BANKS. 

In  his  recent  talk  to  the  postmasters  of  New  England 
Postmaster  General  Meyer  made  it  clear  that  his  plan  for 
a  postal  savings  bank  involves  no  threat  to  the  estab- 
lished banking  institutions  of  the  country. 

Indeed,  by  encouraging  the  habit  of  thrift  and  saving, 
it  should  stimulate  the  savings  bank  business.  Recently 
The  Herald  published  some  figures  showing  that  this  has 
been  the  result  in  Europe.  The  United  States  is  about 
the  only  leading  nation  that  has  no  postal  savings  bank, 
and  it  has  the  least  number  of  private  savings  banks  in 
proportion  to  population.  It  has  one  savings  bank  to 
each  65,000  people,  while  European  countries  having 
postal  savings  banks  have  private  savings  banks  to  the 
extent  of  one  for  every  2,000  to  9,000  people. 

But  Mr.  Meyer  showed  further  that  the  competition 
would  not  be  real  because  the  postal  banks  will  only 
pay  2  per  cent  interest,  while  the  private  savings  banks, 
which  are  surrounded  by  legal  safeguards  making  them 
•table  and  secure,  pay  2j^  to  4  per  cent  interest. 

The  benefit  to  the  nation  would  go  far  beyond  the 
mere  stimulation  of  the  savings  bank  business.  In  a 
aystein  where  so  much  business  is  done  upon  credit,  the 
more  money  there  is  gatliered  in  the  banks  the  more 
business  can  be  done.  Mr.  Meyer  showed  that  there  is 
in  the  United  States  about  $3,125,000,000  in  currency;

Judge  Parker  spoke  with  tremendous  sarcasm  about 
the  "heaven-born  financial  genius"  displayed  by  Mr. 
Bryan,  thereby  indicating  his  own  vast  disgust  at  the 
plan  proposed  by  the  gentleman  from  Nebraska. 

But  Judge  Parker's  scorn  is  not  called  for  at  all.  The 
plan  proposed  by  Mr.  Bryan,  while  it  is  one  he  has  held 
a  good  while,  is  probably  not  original  with  him,  and  has 
been  seriously  discussed  with  approval  by  a  great  many 
other  public  men. 

This  is  to  have  the  government  guarantee  the  security 
of  bank  deposits,  in  order  to  protect  business  against 
the  spread  of  fear  that  leads  to  withdrawals  of  deposits 
in  times  of  need,  and  thus  tends  to  precipitate  panic  and 
disaster. 

There  is  nothing  funny  about  the  plan  at  all,  and  it 
may  very  easily  prove  that  it  is  even  a  more  beneficial 
plan  than  that  of  providing  for  the  issuance  of  einergeqcy 
currency  in  tight  times.  If  all  the  money  in  the  country 
remained  in  the  banks  at  all  times,  there  would  be  few 
or  no  panics.  When  business  got  beyond  the  nation's 
resources  in  money  it  would  have  to  slow  up  for  a 
while,  but  there  would  be  no  stop  and  no  "hard  times.*' 
If  the  people  had  implicit  confidence  in  the  banks  under 
all  circumstances,  deposits  would  not  only  stay  in  the 
banks,  but  they  would  be  larger,  because  not  more  than 
half  of  the  country's  money  is  now  in  the  banks  where  it 
all  ought  to  be. 

It  is  not  proposed  that  the  government  shall  stand  the 
loss  if  a  bank  fails,  though  it  will  pay  the  depositors  in 
full.  The  banks  are  to  provide  the  fund  through  a  tax  on 
deposits,  which  would  be  so  very  small  that  it  would  not 
be  felt  by  any  bank.  A  fraction  of  a  mill  on  each  dollar 
of  deposits  would  provide  a  fund  great  enough  to  pro- 
tect all  depositors. 

This  would  not  only  protect  depositors,  but  it  would 
protect  the  banks.  There  would  be  fewer  withdrawals, 
and  more  deposits.  The  available  currency  supply  would 
increase,  and  it  would  never  grow  less  in  times  of  dis- 
tress.

Mr.  Bryan  advocated  such  a  law  when  he  was  in  con- 
gress many  years  ago,  but  could  not  get  it  through.  This 
seems  to  be  a  good  time  for  taking  it  up  again,  for  the 
bankers  who  went  through  the  experience  of  two  weeks 
ago  ought  to  be  in  a  mood  to  appreciate  its  benefits  and 
to  give  it  their  hearty  support.

Under  the  leadership  of  Rev  Arthur  H. 
Wurtele  and  President  Wallace  H.  Wells 
of  the  Northern  Hardware  company, 
both  ardent  hockey  enthusiasts,  those  In- 
terested in  establishing  the  great  Can- 
adian game  in  Lhiluth  are  making  a  last 
determined  effort  to  secure  a  rink  and 
give  the  amateur  teams  of  the  city  an 
opportunity  to  introduce  the  game  during 
the  comiPig  winter  on  a  somewhat  more 
nreter.ttoue  hctii%  Vju»X  tii«r  luiv«  at- 
tempted heretofore. 

Efforts  are  now  being  made  to  secure 
the  Northern  Pacific  warehouse  on  dock 
No.  4  at  the  foot  of  Seventh  avenue 
west,  or  at  least  a  portion  of  it,  tor  the 
coming  winter.  If  successful,  the  people, 
who  are  to  maintain  the  rink,  will  fit  out 
waiting  rooms,  flood  the  floor,  erect  seats 
on  either  end,  and  give  the  hockey  play- 
ers a  chance  to  show  the  people  ot  Du- 
luth that  the  game  Is  wortiiy  of  proper 
support  and  a  rink  adapted  to  its  needs. 

A  prominent  Duluth  man  this  week 
called  upon  Sufit.  B.  C  Blanchard  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  railroad,  and  pe- 
titioned for  the  use  of  the  warehouse. 
Mr.  Blanchard  said  that  the  company  j 
is  planning  to  use  the  building  this  win- 
ter for  the  storage  of  freight.  It  was 
pointed  out  to  him  that  the  people  de- 
siring the  rink  will  only  need  a  portion 
of  the  length  of  the  building  and  the 
remainder  would  undoubtedly  be  ade- 
quate for  the  needs  of  the  railroad  com- 
pany. 

There  is  still  some  hope  of  the  build-  I 
ing  being  secured,  therefore.  The  mem- 
bers  of  the  Northern  Hardware  Hockey 
team  have  enlisted  Mayor  Cullum's  In- 
flunce  in  their  behalf  and  he  will  make  i 
a  personal  appeal  to  Mr.  Blanchard.  The 
Commercial  club  will  also  be  urged  to 
act,  either  officially,  or  unofficially 
through  some  of  its  prominent  members. 
Other  prominent  Duluth  people,  who  are 
anxious  to  give  the  youthful  population 
a  place  for  winter  .sport,  are  also  being 
urged  to  put  in  a  word  and  there  Is  hope 
that  the  railroad  company  will  relent  and 
allow  a  portion  of  the  building  to  be 
used  for  a  rink. 

The  building,  which  extends  along: 
the  pier  at  No.  4  slip.  Is  about  60  feet 
wide  and  something  over  500  feet  long. 
It  is  planned  to  make  a  skattng  sur- 
face about  150x60,  with  seats  on  either 
end  and  one  row  around  the  sides  for 
the  spectators  at  hockey  games.  The 
building  is  unobstructed  by  poles  and 
the  surface  would  be  ideal,  although 
not  as  wide  as  might  be  desired.  The 
seating  capacity  would  not  be  great, 
but   in    both    respects,   the   rink   would 


serve  the  purpose,  which  is  purely  the 
introduction  of  hockey  and  the  revival 
of  skating  on  its  proper  scale. 

If  the  rink  is  secured,  it  is  planned 
to  use  it  for  skating,  except  on  such 
nights  as  hockey  games  are  played. 
Since  the  old  Central  rink  was  torn 
down,  Duluth  young  people  at  large 
have  had  no  place  to  skate.  The  Curl- 
ing club  at  Duluth  and  the  one  at  West 
Duluth  maintain  rinks  for  their 
members  and  families  and  the  North- 
land Country  club  plans  on  a  rlnlc  for 
the  same  purpose  this  year,  but  the 
great  majority  of  the  people  nave  been 
without  a  rink. 

Duluth  is  an  ideal  skating  city.  The 
climate  is  right,  the  cold  weather  lasts 
Just  long  enough  and  the  counter  at- 
tractions are  not  so  numerous  that 
skating  cannot   be  made  to  pay. 

There  is  no  intention  of  seeking  ad- 
mission to  the  International  Hockey 
league  this  year.  It  is  thought  that 
will  come  in  time.  The  local  boys,  who 
are  no  mean  hockey  players,  will  in- 
troduce the  game  and  their  exhibitions 
will  give  people  the  right  idea  of  its 
swift,  fascinating  qualities.  There  is 
no  winter  game  to  compare  with  hockey 
and  realizing  it,  those  who  want  to  in- 
troduce it  into  Duluth  believe  that  it 
will   Jump   Into   immediate   popularity. 

The  rink  has  always  been  the  stick- 
ing point.  It  is  yet,  but  If  the  Northern 
Pacific  will  set  off  a  portion  of  the 
warehouse,  that  question  will  be  set- 
tled for  the  coming  year,  at  least,  and 
future  years  will  undoubtedly  take  care 
of   themselves.

GERMAN  ESTATE 

Former  Lady  Colvlile's 

Legitimacy  is   the 

Mooted  Question. 

Berlin,  Nov.  8. — At  Brunswick  last 
week  the  process  of  the  posterity  of 
Countess  Oivry,  formerly  Lady  ColvlUe, 
against  the  present  holders  of  the  es- 
tate of  Karl  II,  duke  of  Brunswick,  in 


which  a  sum  of  $45,000,000  is  said  to  be 
at  stake,  came  once  more  before  the 
courts.  Karl  II  wa*  a  son  of  the  duke 
who,  at  Waterloo,  "rushed  Into  the 
field,  and,  foremost  fighting,  fell."  and 
was  left,  with  his  brother,  to  the 
guardianship  of  King  George  IV  of 
England. 

Whether  or  not  as  the  result  of  the 
neglect  of  his  flighty  British  sovereign, 
he  developed  into  a  hopelessly  dissolute 
prince,  ajid  made  a  l>ad  mess  of  the 
business  of  governing  across  the  fron- 
tier. He  was  succeeded  by  Ills  broth- 
er Wilhelm,  on  whose  death  the  pres- 
ent duke  of  Cumberland  wouVd  have 
ascended  to  the  throne  but  for  his  re- 
fusal to  renounoe  his  claim  to  Hanover. 
Karl  lived  till  1873,  employing  his  time 
chiefly  in  debannchery  and  the  accumu- 
lation of  precious  stones,  of  which  he 
left  a  uniqu'e  collection.  He  ended  his 
days  at  Gteneva,  to  which  town  he  left 
a  considerable  portion  of  his  Immense 
fortune  on  condition  that  it  should  <Jec- 
crate  itself  with  a  statue  of  its  bone- 
factor,   which   it  duly  proceeled   to  do. 

The  Civry  process  is  based  on  the 
contention  that  the  then  Lady  Colvllle 
was  formerlly  recognized  by  the  duke 
as  his  legitimate  daughter,  but  in  1894 
It  was.  on  appeal,  definitely  decided 
against  the  plaintiffs.  In  the  follow- 
ing year  it  was.  however,  again  taken 
up,  on  the  ground  of  a  new  fact.  This 
was  the  discovery  In  the  British  mus- 
eum of  a  certified  copy  of  the  doou- 
tnent.  in  which  it  was  alleged  Lady 
Colville"^  had  been  legltimlz<-d.  and 
which  it  was  further  stated  had  been 
de-stroyed  when  the  ducal  schloss  was 
burned  down  by  the  insurrectionary 
Brunswickers. 

At  the  hearing  just  held,  plaintiffs" 
counsel  contended  that  the  paper  found 
in  the  British  museum  had  as  high 
le^ral  standing  as  the  or-lglnal.  and  that 
Its  validity  had  been  recogrnized  by  the 
English  courts.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
defense  sought  to  move,  from  a  French 
trochure  of  the  year  1865.  which  dealt 
with  the  bulky  subject  of  the  duke's 
love  affairs,  that  at  the  time  In  ques- 
tion he  did  not  regard  Lady  Colvllle 
as  h-ls  legitimate  daughter.  It  wa^  also 
pointed  out  tiiat  the  British  museum 
document  was  rendered  illegible  and 
Incoherent  by  holes  and  blotches,  pre- 
cisely at  those  passages  whioh  bore  on 
the  question  of  the  inheritance.  Judg- 
ment was  reserved  until  Nov.  25.

THE  FUEL 
PROBLEM 

In  the  Province  of  On- 
tario Has  Been  Par- 
tially Solved. 

> 

Process  Is  Entirely  Dif- 
ferent From  Those  Tried 
Previously. 


Washington,  Nov.  8.-One  of  the  seri- 
ous propositions  for  the  people  of  Can- 
ada to  solve  Is  the  fuel  supply  of  the 
future.  Not  a  pound  of  coal  of  any 
kind  has  ever  been  discovered  In  the 
province  of  Ontario.  In  the  older  part 
of  the  province  the  timber  Is  prac- 
tically exhausted.  The  grotesque-look- 
ing stump  fences,  the  last  remains  of 
the  on^e  gigantic  pine  forests,  are  now 
being  replaced  with  wire  fences,  and 
the  stumps  converted  into  fuel  for  the 
furnace  and  stove.  Hard  coal  is  40  per 
cent  higher  than  it  was  ten  years  ago, 
and  the  supply  of  late  years  is  not  equal 
to  the  demand  during  part  of  the  long 
severe  winter. 

This  condition  Qf  affairs  has  caused 
many  experiments  to  be  made  during 
the  past  decade  to  convert  the  Inex- 
haustible peat  bogs  into  fuel  for  do- 
mestic use.  Hundreds  of  thousands  of 
dollars  have  been  expended  in  perfect- 
ing machinery  to  dry  and  manufacture 
the  crude  bogs  Into  brick  for  fuel.  It 
is  alleged  that  one  firm  in  Montreal 
alone  lost  $380,000  in  trying  to  solve  the 
dirricult  problem  of  manufacturing  peat 
fuel. 

The  peat  deposits-  of  the  province 
cover  thousands  of  acres,  where  the 
crude  material  to  furnish  fuel  for  a 
century  can  be  obtained  at  a  small  cost. 
The  peat  fuel  that  has  been  manufac- 
tured so  far  has  been  a  success  as  a 
fuel,  but  the  expense  has  been  too 
great  in  the  process  to  make  it  a  suc- 
cess financially.  The  Incentive  to  the 
inventor  of  machinery  fuel  Is  great, 
for  It  will  not  only  make  the  one  who 
succeeds  a  fortune,  but  a  public  bene- 
factor  to   mankind. 

Experiments  are  constantly  giving 
on.  notwithstanding  that  great  for- 
tunes have  already  been  sunk  In  the 
past.  The  latest  1»  the  firm  at  Dor- 
chester, near  London,  according  to 
United  States  Consul  .Seyfert  of  CoTling- 
wood.  Tile  process  is  a  new  one,  en- 
tirely different  from  what  has  been 
tried  before,  and  is  .is  follows: 

Over  the  top  of  the  bog  has  been  placed 
a  series  of  railway  tracks  about  JBve  feet 
apart,  and  over  them  run  what  are  called 
collectors.  The  collector  can  be  compared 
to  a  large  electric  car  equipped  with  a 
suction  pan.       From   the  side  of  the  car 

Firotrudes  a  long  pipe,  pefliaps  two  feet 
n  diameter,  at  the  <  nd  of  which  is  a  shod 
with  a  Up,  through  which  tho  dry  peat 
du.'rt  on  the  surface  of  t)ie  bog  Is  drawn 
Into  the  pipe  by  suction  and  deiMsited  iu 
the  car. 

As  the  car  moves  along  the  rail  the 
amount  of  peat  which  is  drawn  up  Is 
scarcely  perceptible  to  the  naked  eye.  and 
yet  one  collector  will  pick  up  fifty  tons  of 
dust  a  day.  The  sun  quickly  dries  tho 
exposed  surface  which  has  been  uncov- 
ered by  the  collector,  and  the  same  pro- 
cess is  th«n  repeated. 

The  dust  is  taken  from  the  collector 
Into  the  factory  and  run  through  a  large 
pipe,  or  covered  trough,  through  which 
runs  a  screw  similar  In  shape  to  an 
augur.  Around  the  outside  of  the  pipe  or 
trough  is  a  steam  jacket  placed  several 
inches  from  the  pipe  to  allow  steam  to 
pass  through  the  space  l>etween.  In  order 
to  dry  out  the  dust  passlns:  through  tho 
inside  of  the  pipe.  The  dust  is  ground 
fine  enough  to  pass  through  100  mesh— or. 
In  other  words,  finer  than  flour. 

The  dried-out  dust  is  then  placed  in  a 
unique  press,  and  at  a  temperature  of  200 
degs.  and  at  a  pres.sure  of  feO  tons,  formed 
Into  bricklcts.  In  two  dayg  after  going 
through  the  press  the  bricks  are  harder 
than  coal  and  nearly  the  same  color. 
Even  more  remarkable,  however,  than  tho 
brlcklets  is  a  process  by  which  the  dust 
Itself  can  be  treated  and  used  as  fuel  In 
larje  furnaces. 

The  dust  after  being  treated  is  blown 
Into  the  furnace  In  the  same  fashion  as 
coal  dust  Is  used  in  brickkilns,  and  one 
advantage  of  the  peat  dust  over  coal  Is 
that  It  explodes  and  makes  gas  within  ten 
feet  after  being  blown  Into  the  surface, 
while  coal  dust  must  go  twenty  feet  be- 
fore forming  into  gas.  The  heat  of  the 
former  fuel  Is  also  said  to  be  much  great- 
er. The  Inventor  of  this  new  process  is 
Dr.  John  McWiUiam  of  London,  Ont.

Norway  is  Said  to  Look 
Askance  Upon  Swed- 
en's Activity. 

Stockholm,  Nov.  8.— The  plan»  for 
the  reorganization  of  the  military  de- 
fenses of  tihe  country  drawn  up  by 
the  general  staffs  of  the  army  and 
navy,  which  were  rc<?ently  submitted 
to  the  government  and  to  a  special 
parUam-entary  committee^  ^ith  a  view 
to  the  Introduction  of  bills  In  the  riks- 
dag next   session,   are  attractlTig   some 


attention  here.  L/lttl«  Is  generally 
known  of  the  details  of  these  plans, 
but  the  principle  of  an  Increase  of 
armaments  Is  freely  discussed,  all  the 
more  «o  a«  Judging  from  echoes  of  the 
press.  The  proposals  *eem  to  be  Inter- 
preted tn  Norway  as  a  sort  of  menace 
or  a  disavowal  of  the  treaty  of  Car:- 
stad,  by  which  a  neuti-al  zone  was 
established  betwet-n  the  two  countries, 
and  a  return  to  the  policy  of  arming 
against    the    neighboring   country. 

Any  such  Idea  is  utterly  foreign  to 
the  matter  as  viewed  here,  and  Is 
deemed  absurd  in  offlciaj  circles  and  In 
the  press  of  all  shades  of  opinion.  It 
Is  admitted,  however,  that  the  events  of 
1905  and  the  rupture  of  the  union  cre- 
ated a  new  situation  In  regard  to  the 
national  defense  of  a  small  nation  In 
the  position  of  a  Scandinavian  king- 
dom, and  that  declarations  of  neutral- 
ity are  futile  unless  backed  by  recog- 
nized preparedness  to  defen-d  neutrality 
and  maintain  inviolability  against  all 
comers  in  the  events  of  war  betw^een 
powerful  neighbors. 

Such  preparations  can  alone  avail  to 


prevent  the  occupation  of  seaports  by 
one  of  the  belligerents  on  the  ploa  of 
obviating  their  possible  seizure  by  the 
other.

STOPS  THEM  FROM  MARRYING 

The  London  Instructors  Must  Sign  a 
Time  Contract. 

London,  Nov.  8.— A  regulation  which 
will  practically  amount  to  an  official 
discouragement  of  marriage  among 
women  teachers  Is  shortly  to  be  Issued 
by    the    board   of   education. 

It  will  Insist  that  every  member  of 
the  teaching  profession  who  enters  a 
tr.'ilning  college  which  receives  state 
grants  shall  sign  an  undertaking  not 
to  withdraw  from  teaching  until  after 
a  term  of  years.  In  the  case  of  men  the 
time  will  be  in  the  nature  of  a  legal 
bond,  and  for  every  twelve  months 
wnlch  a  teaciier  does  not  serve  a  pen- 
alty will  be  enforced.  The  penalty  has 
not  yet  been  finally  settled,  but  will 
probably   be  $100. 

It  Is  felt  that  under  the  existing  ar- 
rangement funds  are  often  wasted  upon 
the  training  of  women  teachers,  many 
of  whom  leave  their  positions  soon 
after  becoming  fully  qualified  in  order 
to    marry. 

"The  new  regulation  may  keep  girls 
uwu.^  Trorr.  the  j;T'^f*>"»«lon  but  I  do  "ot 
Imagine  It  will  have  a  great  effect  in 
this  direction,"  the  head  of  a  training 
center  said  yesterday.

is  Kept  Out 


Pretoria.  Nov.  8.— According  to  soma 
authorities,  all  the  British  colonies  In 
South  Africa  are  on  the  verge  of  bank- 
ruptcy, owing  to  the  scarcity  of  labor 
and  the  deportation  of  the  Chinese,  who 
were  brought  to  the  Transvaal  to  work 
the  mines.  Winston  Churchill  recently 
Justlflcd  the  guarantee  of  the  125.000,000 
Transvaal  loan  on  the  ground  that  other- 
wise the  Kovernment  of  this  colony  would 
have  to  go  cap  in  hand  to  the  mine  mag- 
nates—in other  words,  woild  have  had  to 
consider  the  views  of  those  controlling 
the  one  important  industry  of  the  country 
as  to  the  adequate  supply  of  cheap  labor 
necessary  to  carry  on  and  develop  that 
industry. 

This   very  serious  declaration  means: 

1.  That  the  government  set  up  In  this 
country  by  Sir  Henry  Campbell-Banner- 
man's  ministry  has  not  sutl'icient  credit 
to  raise  even  $:i5,li00,000  on  reasonable 
terms  without  assistance  from  either  the 
home  government  or  the  mine  magnates. 

2.  That  it  cannot  carry  on  the  govern- 
ment without  borrowing  at  least  $25.000,- 
COO. 

3.  That  the  home  government  Is  deter- 
mined to  encourage  the  colonial  gov- 
ernment to  set  at  defiance  those  control- 
linK  the  only  considerable  industry  in  the 
country,  while  borrowing  money  that  can 
only  be  paid  out  of  the  pockets  of  those 
set  at  defiance. 

In  view  of  this  position,  it  Is  Important 
to  consider  whether  the  local  government 
can  in  the  long  run  set  the  mine  mag 
nates  at  defiance.  A  few  weeks  ago  one 
of  the  ablest  men  in  the  colony— one  who 
kr.^w  the  Rand  when  it  was  bare  veldt, 
and  has  had  his  finger  on  the  pulse  of 
the  country  ever  since— declared  that  in 
his  ludKinent  the  Transvaal  will  within 
twelve  months  be  within  a  measurable 
distance  of  bankruptcy.  His  argument 
amounted  to  this:  That  the  development 
of  the  mines  was  not  keeping  pace  with 
extraction,  and  that  not  only  wa.s  the 
solvency  of  the  Transvaal  based  on  its 
one  icreat  asset,  the  mines,  but  that  the 
debts  of  the  other  colonies — Incurred  in 
making  forts  and  building  railways- 
were  also  based  on  the  assumption  that 
tills  great  asset  would  be  developed  and 
made  availal>le  as   rapidly  as  possible. 

This  man  said  that  he  and  others  as- 
sociated with  him  held  300  claims  on  an 
excellent  portion  of  the  main  reef,  in  the 
Immediate  vicinity  of  the  Cason,  the  Cin- 
derella, and  the  Cinderella  deep  and  that 
the  reef  was  there  only  1,800  feet  below 
the  surface,  but  that  they  had  to  leave 
this  most  valuable  property  dormant  be- 
cause the  home  government,  on  grounds 
which  were  untrue,  deprived  them  of  the 
labor  necessary  to  make  this  property 
productive.  "•

laz:^-,  wlio  could  not  be  coerced,  and  who 
only  worked  spasmodically  and  fitfully 
—sometimes  for  three  months  in  the  year, 
sometimes  for  four  months,  but  only  oc- 
casionally for,  Jousrer  nerlnds.  He  farther 
Insisted  that  the  3(^0  claims  of  which  he  is 
part  owner  are  only  a  part  of  thousands 
of  similar  claims  hung  up  in  like  cir- 
cumstances. 

The  country  is  heavily  In  debt,  and  85 
per  cent  of  the  taxes  of  the  country  are 
paid  by  the  witwatfersrand.  The  losses 
from  shrinkage  in  market  value  of  land, 
houses,  busines.ses,  shares,  railways  and 
property  of  evtry  description  is  already 
appalling,  while  the  anguish  of  con- 
cealed poverty— proud  men  watching 
their  children  eat  food  that  kaffids  decline 
—is  such  that  "any  stony  heart  would  rue 
thereat." 

It  can  scarcely  be  said  any  longer  that 
trade  is  bad— trade  has  almost  ceased  to 
exist.  Every     pawnbroker's    shop    has 

trays  full  of  medals  won  by  the  men  who 
fought  the  Boers  for  England,  and  whom 
Eni^land  is  now  abandoning  in  their  ut- 
most   need. 

I'nless  England  Is  prepared  to  go  on 
guaranteeing  more  loans  for  the  Trans- 
vaal. Us  government,  when  it  has  spent 
the  $25,000,000  now  being  borrowed,  will 
bo  compelled  either  to  come  to  terms  with 
the  only  industry  strong  enough  to  stand 
serious  taxation  or  to  default  on  its  pub- 
lic debt.

London,  Nov.  8.— The  great  seal  of  the 


Boer  government  will  be  put  up  for  auc- 
tion here  in  a  fWw  days.  This  his- 
torical relic  was  captured  with  Pre- 
toria In  June,  1899,  but  it  did  not  fall 
into  the  hands  of  the  British  authori- 
ties. 

At  the  time  of  the  British  entrance 
Into  Pretoria  it  was  secured  by  a  Boer, 
who  at  once  went  to  bury  it  on  the 
outskirts  of  the  city.  In  this  secret  oc- 
cupation he  was  discovered  by  a  Brit- 
ish engineer,  who  was  servmg  as  quar- 
termaster during  the  war.  It  is  sufficient 
to  say  that  tlie  engineer  soon  became 
owner  of  the  great  Boer  seal,  and  he  it  is 
who  is  now  offering  it  for  sale  through 
the  auctioneers. 

The  seal  is  formed  of  a  circular  steel 
matrix,  engraved  In  the  center  with  the 
arms  and   motto  of  the  republic. 


NAVAL  ESTIMATES  REDDCED. 

Russia  More  Concerned  Over  Internal 
Development  Than  Defense. 

St.    Petersburg,    Nov.    8.— One    hears 
every  other  day  of  the  placing  of  orders 


In  Russiaji  works  for  hug-e  battlesh,ips, 
but  reliable  information  does  not  bear 
out  these  statements.  The  navy  esti- 
mates for  1908  have  been  greately  re- 
duced by  the  minister  of  finance,  who 
is  more  anxious  for  the  development 
of  the  Internal  resources  of  the  coun- 
try and  a  firm  opponent  of  the  scheme 
of  the  committee  of  national  defense. 
Their  proposal  was  to  involve  an  ex- 
penditure of  $200,000,000,  which  was  re- 
garded as  a  minimum  for  the  placing 
of  the  fleet  in  a  position  to  defend  the 
nation's  interests. 

After  prolonged  negotiations  and  con- 
sideration, the  minister  of  finance  has 
reduced  the  annual  credit  to  less  than 
$30,000,000.  In  view  of  the  recent  weak- 
ening of  the  navy,  this  does  not  seem 
an  extravagant  sum.  The  main  fea- 
ture of  the  new  or  modified  programmto 
will  be  four  battleships  of  21,000  tons 
displacement,  fitted  with  turbine  ma- 
chinery and  to  cost  each  about  $10,- 
000,000.     The  design,   however,   has   not 


been  arranged,  so  that  none  of  the  V4 
sels  has  been  commenced. 

The  remainder  of  the  credit  will  b« 
devoted  to,  the  building  of  torpedo  and 
submarine  craft.  The  smaliness  of  th« 
credit  is  the  more  remarkable  when  ont 
notes  the  comparative  increase  of  th« 
navy  estimates  of  the  various  powera. 
The  minister  of  finance  is  now  in  Paris 
negotiating  for  a  government  loan  of 
$50,000,000. 

The  Russian  ministry  of  war  Is  at  th« 
present  »noment  building  an  aeroplane 
Invented  by  M.  Svertchikoff,  a  secretary 
in  tW5  minis-try  of  the  Interior.  Modeli 
have  proved  very  satisfactory.  Th» 
sli  %  turo  is  moved  by  two  sets  of  pro- 
pellers, and  utilizes  the  principles  un- 
derlying bird  flight.  TriaJs  with  lh« 
complete*?  aeroplane  will  conunenoe  this 
month.

Prisoners   Arc    Usually 

Furnished  With  What 

They  Desire. 


St.  Petersburg.  Nov.  8.— "Prisons  in 
Russia  are  m«re  Inns,"  says  the  bureau- 
crats who  are  held  responsible  for  such 
law  and  order  as  exist  In  Czardom, 
"Inns  In  which  the  guests  eat  and 
drink,  more  or  less,  according  to  their 
tastes,  meet  gamble.  and  even 
conspire.  When  they  wish  to  leave  they 
either  bribe  a  Jailer  or  blow  bis  brains 
out." 

This  descHptlon  peems  exaggerated, 
but  It  Is  not  altogether  untrue.  Pris- 
oners possess  revolver*,  Jhnmles, 
bombs  and  daggers  and  often  use  them 
with  dire  results.  The  utmost  that  the 
Nationalist  Novoe  Vremya  can  say  on 
the  subject  Is  "thank  heaven  that  the 
bombs  and  other  weapons  are  not  dls- 
tuibed   at   the  cost  of  the  crown." 

For  years  upon  years  Russian  pris- 
ons were  Egyptian  rooms  of  mystery, 
in  whlta  ndraeles  were  daily  per- 
formed. Prisoners  managed  to  receive 
and  stow  away  in  their  cells  vast  quan- 
tlllcs  of  forlddden  things.  Bedposts 
were  drilled  and  hollowed,  whole  win- 
dow sills  removed,  boards  of  floors 
carefully  taken  up,  brhks  scooped  out. 
One  might  fancy  that  the  great  Ma- 
hatma  himself  had  elhere.allzed  the 
artiiles   and   diffused    them   In   the   air. 

Uctt'tlon  could  only  be  the  result 
of  eiiance  or  treachery.  Thus  in  the 
Sterlitamak  prison,  some  years  ago.  a 
convlot  named  Sookatsheft  hid  a  live 
horse,  which  he  had  unyoked  a  short 
time  previously  from  the  cart  on  which 
the  Hour  had  been  conveyed  to  the 
prison.  All  attempts  to  Hnd  it  were 
fruitless.  At  last,  at  the  request  of  the 
Inspector.  Sookatsheff  himself  under- 
took to  "Search"  for  lt«  He  succeeded 
In  "finding'  It.  Us  feet  tied  together. 
In  the  loft  of  a  two-story  house,  the 
door  of  v  hlch  was  locked  wltii  the  In- 
si)ector's  own  key. 

The  jailers,  warders  and  governors 
of  Russian  prisons  are  an  lndulK«*nt 
race  of  men  who  humor  the  convicts 
whenever  they  can,  .and  sometimes 
wht-n  they  cannot,  without  Injuring 
tiiems«Ives.  Hence  clubs,  card  parties 
and  other  means  of  killing  time  are 
In  vogue  In  all  Russian  places  of  de- 
tention. Most  numerous  escapes  have 
also,  during  tht;  past  few  years,  been 
effected  with  the  active  co-operation  or 
the  benevolent  connivance  of  the 
Jailers. 

Frequently  warders  receive  very 
harsh  usagt?  from  those  prisoners  who. 
failing  In  attempts  at  briber-y,  manage 
by  tiie  lulp  of  smuggled  arms  to  effect 
a  stormy  departur<'.  For  Instance,  a 
few  weeks  ago,  at  Kharkoff  a  chief  In- 
spector was  kllle-l.  ttve  of  his  assist- 
ants mutilated,  and  the  prison  flr«d  by 
half  a  dozen  ■politicals"  In  a  hurry 
to   leave   the   "inn." 

Recently  several  revolutionists  were 
condemned  to  death  on  a  ch.irge  of 
plotting  against  the  life  of  the  czar. 
The  time  of  the  excoutlon  was  draw- 
ing near.  One  of  the  doomed  men, 
.^InvHVsky,  the  most  determined  revo- 
lutionls'.  of  them  all  was  the  father  of 
an  Illegitimate  child,  the  mother  of 
wiilch  applied  to  the  advocate  Sokoloff, 
begging  that  he  would  get  permission 
for  her  to  marry  the  condemned  man. 
M.  .Sokoloff  presented  a  petition  with- 
out delay,  but  failed  to  move  the  met- 
ropi>lUan  ar<hblshop  of  St.  Petersburg. 
It  WHS  against  the  canonical  law.  this 
church  dignitary  remarked,  that  a  per- 
son condemned  to  die  should  enter  the 
state  of  matrimony.  "The  church,"  he 
added,  "joins  two  persons  for  life,  not 
for  death." 

rnbafrled,  the  advocat"  approached  the 
hidy  synod.  Time,  he  said,  pressed,  and 
the  matter  could  not  wait.  At  a  special 
meeting  held  the  same  evening  the  most 
h4dy  svnod  granted  the  permission  and 
dispen.sed  the  liride  and  bridegroom  from 
coniessing  their  sins  or  puriakmg  of 
holy  conununlon.  Therefore.  Slnyavsky 
was  legally  joined  !n  bonds  of  holy  ma- 
trimony with  the  mother  of  his  child. 
The  pi-le.st.  In  his  discourse  at  the  cere- 
mony, wished  the  bridegroom  life  and  a 
commutation  of  sentence.  But  the  rite 
was  for  death,  not  for  life.  The  wardens 
who  were  witnesses  of  the  ceremony  wer- 
n\»(}  spectators  of  the  execution.  Tn  the 
nr.iv  of  the  followinvf  morning  the  bride- 
groom was  in  a  world  where  they  neither 
marry  nor  are  given  in  marriage. 

Kvt-n  the  moi?t  experlene. d  j.Uler  must 
have  been  surprised  at  the  daring,  and  so 
far  successful,  escape  of  the  doctor  of 
philosophy,  anarchist,  communist  and 
convict.  -Meinlkoff,  from  a  large  St.  Pet- 
ersburg prison,  in  the  very  heart  of  thi* 
I  city,  under  the  eyes  of  the  gendarmes, 
the  jalK  rs,  the  judges  and  the  lawyers. 
He  had  already  been  condemned  to  eight 
years'  hard  labor  a  few  weeks  before,  and 
might  therefore  have  been  stowed  away 
In  some  provincial  prison,  and  kept  out 
of    harm's    way    for   a   time. 

The  authorities  would  not  let  well 
enough  alone.  They  were  al>out  to  have 
him  tried  for  a  second  offense.  After  a 
wearisi>me  cross-examination,  the  pris- 
oner complained  of  sudden  lllne.ss  and 
askeil  to  be  allowed  to  retire,  and  the 
authorities  signttiod  their  assent.  He  was 
accordingly  led  away  by  two  gendarmes 
Into  the  large  hall,  in  a  corner  of  whloh 
three  public  lavatories  were  situated.

"Kveryone  has  probably  observed  triat 
a  bald  violinist  Is  as  rare  as  a  bald  horn- 
player  Is  common,"  the  journal  says. 
■Wood  instruments,  such  as  the  flute, 
.seem  to  have  no  pronounced  influence 
either  way." 

Experts  are  agroed  that,  v.hile  the  ma- 
Jiirity  of  eminent  violinists,  'cellists  and 
pianists  have  magnificent  heads  of  hair, 
llie  plavers  of  !>rass  nstruments  and  the 
conductors  of  brass  bands  who  them- 
selves have  been  instrumentalists  show 
a  lamentable  patchiness,  or  tendency  to 
complete  baldness.  Experts  think  that 
the  immense  volume  of  .sound  produced 
by  a  massed  band  of  brass  instruments 
probably  exercises  a  heating  effect  on 
the  blood  and  the  brain. 

"As  the  state  of  the  hair  largely  de- 
pends on  the  state  of  the  bmin  and  of 
the  blood,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose 
that  a  soothing  instrument  Is  more  con- 
ducive to  a  healthy  growth  of  hair  than 
a  loud  Instrument,"  the  article  con- 
tinues A  retired  bandmaster  was  in- 
clined to  be  ruffled  at  the  suggestion 
that  players  of  brass  instruments,  were 
balder  than  their  colleagues  of  "the 
strlftgs."  "It  is  true  that  Sousa  and  sev- 
eral other  conductors  of  brass  bands  are 
a  little  'thin  on  the  top.'  "  he  said,  "but 
in  the  case  of  military  bands  the  cap 
which  presses  on  tho  scalp  is  responsible 
for  the   hair  comine  out." 

Jacques  Le- 
ferricr  found  life  rather  hard  In  the 
I^tln  quarter  without  any  money  in  his 
pocket,  the  more  so  as  he  had  a  rich 
uncle  who,  from  time  to  time,  had  sup- 
pPed  him  with  funds,  but  thinking  he 
was  too  extravagant,  had  decided  to  cut 
off  the  supply.

Hel- 
ens are,  a,s  a  rule,  like  Helfn  of  Troy, 
pretty,  but  fickle;  Susans  are  not  much 
more  to   oe  relied  upon;   Juliets  are  con- 


stant In  love  or  hatred;  while  Liouisas  are 
nice  girls,  but  without  force  of  char- 
acter and  "want  lookiry?  after;"  Kllza- 
beihs  are  dreamy  and  of  quiet  natures, 
and  are  often  unhappy;  Marthas  are  good 
hearted,  but  pugnacious  as  foes,  and  as 
for  Alices,  beware  of  them,  for  thev  are 
d.".nserously  passionate  and  "have  a 
reprehensible  lovo  of  independence." 
They  are  also  subject  to  fits  of  depres- 
sion—pr-rhap.-!  when  not  allowed  to  have 
their  own   way.

Aftor  Jan.  1.  1908,  new  laws  will  go 
Into  effect  governing  smallpox  cases, 
end  houses  where  smallpox  is  known  to 
exist  will  not  be  placed  under  quaran- 
tine. 

A  sign,  to  serve  as  a  warning  will  be 
placed  upon  the  house,  but  not  as  in- 
dioative  of  a  quarantine.  This  sign  is 
placed  upon  the  house  by  the  local 
hi'allh  officer,  and  a  smallpox  caso 
must  be  reported  to  the  health  depart- 
ment by  the  physician  in  attendance  as 
sooti  as  it  is  discovered.

Syllabus:     First— The    e\idence     waj 
suflficient    to   go    to    the   jury    upon   the 
question  whether  or  not  appellant  was 
guilty    of    negligence    in    assigning    re- 
spondent, an  inexperienced,  common  la- 
borer, to  the  work  of  loading  ore  care 
I  and    manipulating    the    same    upon    a 
Igiavity  track,  without  giving-  him  proi>- 
I  er    warning    and    instruction. 

The  evidence  supports  the  conclusion 
I  O'f  tihe  Jury  that  decedent  was  not 
guilty  of  contributory  n^lgence,  did

Greater  Dispatch. 


T.  E.  Blanche,  general  agent  of  tho 
Northern  Pacific,  is  again  sending  out 
letters  to  local  shippers  and  receivers 
of  freight  reminding  them  that  the  usual 
fall  rush  of  business  necessitates  a 
prompt  handling  of  all  cars  and  urgently 
requesting  that  unloading  t>e  done  with 
the  smallest  posslible  delay. 

Something  more  than  al  month  ago 
somewhat  similar  oommunlcatione  were 
mailed  to  everybody  who  displayed  a 
tendency  to  use  the  cars  for  storage 
purposes,  instead  of  unloading  them  at 
once  and  allowing  them  to  be  put  back 
Into  service,  but  in  spite  of  this  there 
are  still  several  houses  in  Duluth  ajii 
Sui)erior  that  are  taking  their  time  in 
transferring  freight  to  their  warehouses, 
and  who  are  paying  demurrage  rather 
than  exert   themselves   in   this  direction. 

Yesterday  there  were  883  cars  in  Duluth 
and  Superior  awaiting  to  be  unloaded,  or 
213  more  than  on  the  same  day  last  year. 
Demurrage  charges  yesterday  amounted 
to  *$S0.  The  railroads  are  not  after  the 
demurrage;  what  they  want  are  the  cars. 
H4y.  flour  and  miscellaneous  shipments 
are  giving  the  most  trouble.  With  de- 
lays of  this  kind  all  along  the  line,  it  can 
readily  be  seen  that  in  the  aggregate 
the  cars  held  up  in  this  fashion  are  suf- 
ficient ill  number  to  make  it  exceedingly 
difficult  for  the  roads  to  meet  all  de- 
mands made  upon  them  for  equipment. 
Whenever  there  Is  a  car  shortage  sucli 
delays  as  these,  which  are  not  at  all  the 
fault  of  the  roads  themselves,  do  much 
to  cause  them. 

They  make  it  very  unpleasant  for  the 
roads  all  around.  For  one  thing,  the  de- 
murrage charges  antagonize  the  shipper?, 
and  provoke  their  ill  will  against  tho 
operating  companies.  And  on  the  other 
hand,  the  man  who  canivot  get  cars  the 
minute  he  wants  them,  because  of  their 
being  unnecessarily  held  up  by  the  con- 
signees, enters  vigorous  objections  in  the 
rallroa<i  offices,  blaming  the  officials  for 
the  delays,  when  the  latter  are  doing  all 
they  can  to  relieve  the  situation,  and  to 
keep  the  cars  moving.  It  is  to  the  inter- 
ests of  the  roads  that  the  cars  are  kept 
moving.  Tho  demurrage  charges  are 
merely  a  slight  protection  against  delay, 
and  the  fewer  charges  collected  tlie  bet- 
ter satisfied  are  the  officials,  for  few 
charges  mean  few  delays.

Local  railroad  passenger  agents  say  the 
travel  of  hunters  into  Northern  Minne- 
sota, especially  into  the  Duluth  district, 
will  this  fall  break  all  previous  records. 
Every  Incoming  train  from  tlie  Twin 
Cities,  and  even  from  Wisconsin  points, 
brings  from  twenty  to  100  sportsmen  who 
are  out  after  deer  and  moose.  This  travel 
has  l>een  going  on  for  the  last  week  or 
two.  but  yesterday  and  today  It  has 
been  the  heaviest  of  the  season,  antl  It  Is 
expected  the  two  remaining  days  before 
the  open  season  for  big  game  arrives  will 
see   even   a   heavier   business. 

DISSOLVEJNJUNCTION. 

Chicago,  Nov.  8.— A  motion  to  dissolve 
the  injunction  restraining  the  directors  of 
the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  company 
from  allowing  5,500  shares  of  stock  held 

by  the  Mutual  Life  Insurance  company  to 
be  voted  at  the  annual  meeting  was  filed 
in  the  Cook  county  superior  court  yester- 
day. Today  the  attorneys  representing 
the  insurance  company  will  ask  that  an 
early  date  be  set  tor  the  hearing  of  argu- 
ments on  the  motion. 

In  the  support  of  the  move  to  have  the 
Injunction  set  aside,  an  affidavit  sworn 
to  by  president  A.  Peabody,  J.  W.  Achin- 
close  and  Cornelius  Vanderbilt,  trustees 
of  the  Insurance  company  was  filed.  Mr. 
Peabody  is  president  of  the  company. 
Tlie  three  men  wiio  made  the  affidavit 
are  likewise  directors  of  the  Illinois  Cen- 
tral railroad.  In  the  affidavit  It  was  de- 
clared that  St uyvesant  Fish  was  a  director 
of  the  insurance  company  at  the  time  the 
stock  was  purchased,  and  that  he  voted 
it  at  several  annual  meetins's.  It  is  also 
declared  that  the  stock  was  purchased 
as  a  legitimate  investment  and  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  stockholders  of  the  Mutual 
Life  Insurance  company,  and  not  for  the 
purpose  of  furthering  any  plan  by  which 
the  Union  Pacific  railroad  might  obtain 
control  of   the   Illinois   Central.

hile  the  Duluth.  Rainy  Lake  & 
nnipeg  road  is  built  through  a  wild 
stretch  of  country  that  is  sparsely  set- 
tled. T  "believe  the  freight  and  passen- 
ger business  will  be  a  paying  busi- 
ness from  the  start,"  said  R.  Creelman. 
traveling  passenger  agent  of  the  Cana- 
dian Northern  railway,  who  Is  In  the 
city  today.  "The  Rainy  Lake  line,  you 
know,  will  connect  with  our  road  at  the 
Canadian  boundary,  and  through  trains 
will  be  run  from  Winnipeg  to  Chicago 
via  Duluth. 

"It  is  hardly  possible  that  connec- 
tions can  be  made  with  the  Canadian 
Northern  before  next  spring,  for  the 
bridge  across  the  Rainy  river  at  the 
point  of  connection  will  not  be  com- 
pleted before  that  time.  As  soon  as  tho 
structure  is  finished,  and  rails  laid 
across  it.  through  trains  can  begin 
running,  for  everything  else  will  be 
In  readiness.  The  business  from  Canada 
to  and  through  Duluth.  both  passen- 
ger and  freight,  will  be  much  more  ex- 
tensive than   most  people  Imagine. 

"There  are  some  good  towns  along  the 
border  that  will  be  directly  tributary 
to  Duluth.  and  the  country  between 
here  and  there  will  soon  be  settled  up. 
Both  International  Falls  and  Fort 
Francis,  the  one  in  the  United  States 
and  the  other  in  Canada.  Just  across 
the  river,  are  forging  ahead  at  a  rapid 
rate  and  the  same  may  be  said  of  num- 
erous other  towns  along  the  Rainy. 

"Heretofore  one  has  had  to  take  a 
very  roundabout  route  to  get  to  Du- 
luth from  that  territory.  and  even 
from  Winnipeg,  but  under  the  new  or- 
der of  things  the  direct  railroad  con- 
nections will  make  It  a  very  simple 
matter  to  get  to  the  Head  of  the  Lakes. 
Most  of  the  Canadian  Northern  pas- 
senger business  to  points  in  the  East- 
ern, part  of  the  United  .States,  will  be 
routed  via  Duluth.  This  travel  will 
be  quite  heavy.  Travel  the  other  way. 
from  the  East  to  Winnipeg  and  the 
Canadian  Northwest.  also  will  Le 
through  Duluth,  for  the  distance  from 
Chicago  to  Winnipeg  via  Duluth  Is 
shorter  than  via  any  other  route,  and 
this  fact  will  naturally  result  in  the 
business  coming  this  way." 

For  some  time  past  it  lias  been  rumor- 
ed In  Duluth  that  a  traffic  agreement 
will  be  arrived  at  between  the  Rainy 
Lake,  Canadian  Northern  and  WLscon- 
sln  Central  roads,-  whereby  business 
from  the  north,  both  passenger  and 
freight,  will  be  routed  over  these  lines 
via  Duluth.

Fire,  which  originated  in  the  Great 
Northern  elevator  A  in  Superior,  about 
7  o'clock  last  evening,  swept  along  the 
bay  front  for  a  distance  of  half  a  mile 
or  more,  and  destroyed  property  valued 
at  between  $2,500,000  ancht3, 000,000. 
It  was  the  most  disastrous  fire  In 
point  of  property  loss,  and  probably  the 
most  spectacular  blaze  ever  seen  at  the 
Head  of  the  Lakes. 

The  reflection  of  the  flames  In  the 
clouds  could  be  seen  for  a  distance  of 
twenty-five  or  thirty  miles  from  Du- 
IttWi.  From  all  points  on  the  hlltel/lij 
the  fire  was  plainly  vlsiWe,  and  thous- 
ands of  people  flocked  to  the  harbor 
front  to  watch   the  flames. 

Diilutli  Sends  Aid. 
The  Duluth  fire  department  respond- 
ed   to   a   call    for   assistance,    and    two 
^  companies,  under  Chief  Black,  went  to 
'  the  scene  of  the  conflagration.     The  fire 
j  was    extinguished    at    about    3    o'clock 
this    morning,    leaving    in    its    pathway 
great     heaps     of     smouldering     ruins, 
where   once   large   elevators   and    mills 
stood. 

It  is  also  believed  by  some  persons 
that  the  blaze  started  from  the  ma- 
chinery   in    the    basement    of   the    ele- 


vator. An  alarm  v,ks  soon  spread,  but 
there  was  sonve  delay  in  getting  ap- 
paratus down  to  the  scene  on  account 
of  poor  facilities. 

The  steamers  had  to  be  loaded  on  flat 
cars  and  hurried  to  the  scene  as  rap- 
idly as  possible,  but  the  fire  had  made 
good  headway  by  this  time,  and  th& 
elevator  was  a  mass  of  flames. 

Firebrands  were  carried  by  the  win4 
over  the  G-lobe  elevators  and  across 
the  ToVer  bay  slip  to  the  Republic  and 
Freeman  mills,  and  the  plant  of  the 
I  Great  Lakes  Dredge  &  Dock  company. 
From  there  5t  spread  to  the  office  build- 
ings of  the  shipbuilding'  plant,  and 
then  across   to  Cdmaor'c  Point. 

One  of  the  most  distressing  features 
of  the  fire  Is  the  loss  to  people  on 
Connor's  Point,  where  humble  dwellings 
with  furniture  and  w9od  supply  for 
the  winter  were  wiped  out  by  the 
hungry  flames,  leaving  many  home» 
desolate  and  their  former  occupants 
heartbroken    and    despairing. 

The  blaze  was  carried  to  these- 
dwellings  by  sparks  and  the  people 
had  little  time  in  which  to  remove 
their   belongings   to   a   place   of   safety.

According  to  information  received  In 
Duluth  this  morning,  a  new  schedule  of 
rates  for  the  transportation  of  theatrical 
people  and  their  baggage  will  be  put  Into 
effect  on  Western  lines  Dec.  1.  putting 
the  smaller  companies  especially  up 
against  a  hard  proposition.  The  larger 
companies  will  not  be  affected  to  so  great 
an   extent. 

Condition*  are  such  that  the  railroad 
offlciaAs  have  felt  compelled  to  increase 
the  charges.  The  handling  of  a  baggage 
car  Involves  considerable  trouble,  delays 
trains,  and  the  revenue  Is  exceed mgly 
small  for  the  service  rendered.  This  is 
particularly  true  with  barnstorming  com- 
panies, which  take  daily  jumps  of  ten  to 
twenty  miles.  The  big  touring  com- 
panies, on  the  other  hand,  take  long 
jumps  not  oftemr  than  twice  a  week, 
and  the  only  trouble  in  the  handling  of 
special  cars  in  their  case  is  at  the  ter- 
minals. The  big  companies  will  only  be 
slightly  affected  by  the  new  rates  be- 
cause the  traveling  expenses  tliey  incur 
closely  approximate  the  minimum 
charges,  in  most  cases  being  more. 

I'nder  the  new  tariff  the  minimum 
charge  for  baggage  car  and  private 
traveling  car  will  be  $40.  as  compared 
with  $25  at  present.  This  increase  counts 
up  considerably'  in  a  sea.son  for  a  small 
company  whicn  does  a  one-night  stand 
business.  The  present  rate  per  mile  for 
the  movement  of  a  baggage  car  for  the- 
atrical effects  Is  15  cents,  with  a  minimum 
charge  of  $10.  This  is  Irrespective  of  the 
fact  of  whether  two  or  ten  tickets  are 
purcha.sed.  In  case  that  twenty-five  full 
first-class  fares  are  paid,  however,  a  bag- 
gage car  is  furnished  free,  provided  the 
total  revenue  be  not  less  than  $25. 

Under  the  new  arrangement,  the  bag- 
gage cars  will  be  carried  for  25  cents  a 
mile,  with  a  minimum  charge  of  $15,  pro- 
vided that  ten  or  more  full  fares  are 
paid.  Ttie  provision  regarding  the  free 
transportation  of  the  car,  with  $2o  mini- 
mum charge,   remains   the  same. 

For  the  movement  of  extra  coaches, 
parlor  cars,  sleeping  cars,  etc..  on  regu- 
lar trains  for  the  exclusive  use  of  parties 
desiring  or  owning  the  same,  the  rail- 
roads at  present  charge  not  less  than 
eighteen  full  first-class  fare.s,  with  a 
minimum  charge  of  $15.  Berths  etc.  are 
extra  After  Dec.  1  eighteen  full  first- 
class  fares  will  be  required,  but  the 
minimum  charge  will  be  $25  Instead  of 
$15.

PRAIRIE  FIRE  IS

Crookston,  Minn..  Nov.  9.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  worst  prairie  fire 
that  has  ragred  in  this  section  for  fifteen 
ytars  1.?  sweeping  over  the  terrltorj' 
from  north  of  Angus  to  a  point  a  few 
miles  north  of  this  city.  The  entire 
heavens,  to  the  north  of  this  city  were 
lighted  up  all  last  night,  the  fire  ex- 
tending over  a  distance  of  twenty 
miles  north  and  south,  and  was  fanned 
by  a  fierce  northwlnd.

To  The   Editor   of   The   Herald: 

Ab  a  member  of  the  Upper  Mlssissipl- 
pl  River  Improeraent  association  cind  as 
a    delegate    from    the    Commercial    club 

to  the  annual  convention  of  tlie  as.so- 
clatlon,  held  at  Moline,  111.,  last  week, 
I  submitted  an  article  upon  my  return 
here  whiclx  appeared  In  your  issue  of 
Nov.  -,  giving  niy  views  upon  tin-  pro- 
posed impro\ement  of  our  inland  water- 
■ways  and  showing  the  practicability  of 
connecting  the  Great  Lakes  with  the 
Kuif  via  the  Missi.s.sippi  river  and  tribu- 
taries, claiming  tliat  Dulutli  wad  not 
only  directly  Interested  in.  but  would 
be   greatly   benefited    thereby. 

In  an  article  i>y  one  of  your  regular 
subscribers,  appearing  in  Tlie  Kvt-ning 
Herald  of  Nov.  4,  some  apprelien.slt>n 
was  expressed  as  to  the  possible  effect 
of  the  diversion  of  sufficient  water 
from  the  Great  Lakes  for  the  main- 
tenance of  tiie  ."several  jiroposed  canals 
connecting  the  lakes  witli  Alississippi 
river  and  tril>utarles.  Tiie  opinion  was 
expressed  that  the  present  facilities 
for  navigation  between  L>ulutli  and  the 
East  might,  in  a  measure,  bo  Interfered 
with  by  sucli  diversion  and  asking  mo 
to   expLiln    my   position    more    In    detail. 

That  I  am  a  strong  a<lvocate  to  the 
cause  of  the  improvement  of  our  in- 
land waterways  is  fully  set  forth  In 
my  article  of  Nov.  2.  I  have  given  the 
matter  much  tlmuglit  and  am  thorough- 
ly convineed  of  the  prarti<^iblllty  of 
deep  W7»ter  navigation  between  Duluth 
and  the  gulf  by  one  of  more*of  the 
various  propo.Hed  routes.  I  am  furt.ier 
convinced  that  none  of  these  canals  will 
cause  the  diversb^n  of  suftielent  water 
to  perceptibly  affect  tlie  lt?vol  of  tho 
Great  Lakes  or  to  Interfere  In  ariy 
way  with  our  present  deep  water  trans- 
portation from  East  to  West.  Most  of 
the.se  canals  will  require  slack  water 
only,  and  will  take  an  Insignificant 
amount  from  tlie  bikes  for  their  suc- 
cessful operation,  tl)<i  only  exception 
being  the  proposed  use  of  tlie  Ciilcago 
drainage  canal  and  the  deepening  of 
the  Illinois  river,  where  a  swift  cur- 
rent is  de8lre<l  for  sanitary  purposes 
and    where    the    development    of    water 

flower    Is    also    contemplated.     The    en- 
argement    of   this   particular   waterway 


and  its  operation,  however,  will  be 
directiy  under  the  supervision  of  the 
United  States  goveraiment  engineers, 
and  the  people  of  Duluth  and  others  in- 
terested in  transportation  from  Kast 
to  West  via  the  Great  Lakes  may  rest 
assured  that  tiio  war  department  will 
not  permit  sufficient  water  to  be  di- 
verted from  the  Great  Lakes  to  Inter- 
fero  wltli  deep  water  transportation  as 
already  established. 

The  state  of  Illinois  has  expended  160,- 
Or»i).<)t>o  on  the  Chicago  drainage  canal. 
whi>  li  is  now  completed  a  distance  of 
forty  miles  from  Chicago  to  Jollet, 
where  It  connects  with  the  Illinois 
rivt-r.  a  tributary  of  the  Mississippi. 
The  minimum  depth  of  this  canal  as 
now  constructed  is  22  feet  and  the 
width  at  the  top  vaiies  from  102  feet  to 
2a0  feet.  That  tills  deep  water  chan- 
nel will  be  utilized  and  something 
approximating  the  s.ame  depth  will  be 
eontinued  down  the  Illinois  into  the 
Mississii>pl  river  and  from  there  to  the 
gulf  in  the  m  ar  future  seems  beyond 
reasonable    doubt. 

As  to  the  diversion  of  water  from  the 
Great  Lakes  In  case  of  a  direct  water- 
way being  constructed  between  Lake 
Superior  and  the  Mississippi  via  the  St. 
Croix  or  other  natural  water  courses  no 
diversion  of  water  would  be  possible, 
because  of  the  natural  divide  some  420 
feet  in  height  between  Lake  .Superior 
and  tiie  Mississippi.  This  divide  must 
be  crossed  by  a  series  of  locks  or 
hydraulic  lifts  and  sufficient  water  for 
their  operation  must  he  located  upon 
the  summit  of  the  divide.  As  the  eleva- 
tion crossed  by  the  Krie  canal  between 
Buffalo  and  Albany  is  5S8  feet,  or  25  per 
cent  greater  than  the  elevation  between 
Lake  Superior  and  the  Mississippi  via 
th»>  St.  Croix,  the  construction  of  a  di- 
rect route  between  tlie  head  of  L^ike 
Superior  and  the  Mississippi  via  Allouez 
Bay,  the  Brule  and  the  St.  Croix  rivers 
Is  not  so  Impracticable  as  might  at  first 
appear,  the  location  of  sufficient  water 
at  the  crest  for  the  maintenance  and 
oper.ation  of  the  canal  .i cross  the  divide 
being  an  important  factor. 

If  In  the  articled  already  submitted  I 
have  not  made  myself  quite  clear,  I 
shall  be  glad  to  have  your  correspond- 
ent or  others  interested  call  upon  mo 
personally  f«)r  further  facts  that  have 
Influenced  me  favorably  toward  these 
contemplated  improvements  and  that 
they  will  be  of  special  advantage  to 
Duluth  by  the  opening  up  of  new  and 
Important  avenues  of  commerce.  Very 
respectfully.

Congressman  Joseph  Q.  Cannon, 
speaker  of  the  house  of  representa. 
tlves.  has  reached  the  end  of  his  po- 
litical rope  with  the  labor  vote  of  the 
country,  if  the  influence  of  Samuel 
Qompers,  president  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor,  backed  by  the 
federation,  counts  for  anything. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  fed- 
erated trades  assembly  last  evening  at 
Kalamazoo  hall,  a  communicatioii 
was  read  from  the  national  body,  set- 
ting forth  many  reasons  why  Mr.  Can- 
non should  no  longer  receive  the  sup- 
port of  labor,  and  urging  that  or- 
ganized labor  all  over  the  country  de- 
mand of  their  congressmen  that  Can- 
non be  not  re-elected  to  his  present 
position,  because  of  his  hostility  to 
labor  on  numerous  occasions.  The 
trades  assembly  acted  upon  this  com- 
munication, and  authorized  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  committee  of  three  to 
draw  up  a  resolution  of  protest  and 
prf.sent  it  to  tJongressman  J.  Adam 
Bede,  an  coming  from  organized  labor 
in  the  Duluth  district.  Those  named 
as  committee  members  by  Henry  Pe- 
rault,  who  occupied  the  chair,  were  E. 
Blackwood,  E.  P.  Peters  and  G.  Mil- 
ler. 

The  communication  cited  the  con- 
gressional record  several  times  as  evi- 
dence of  Mr.  Cannon's  antagonistic  at- 
titude towards  labor,  and  explained 
that  the  position  of  speaker  gave  him 
great  power  for  harm  so  far  as  or- 
ganized labor  of  the  counti-y  was  con- 
cerned. It  was  claimed  that  several 
important  measures  that  would  have 
been  of  particular  benefit  to  labor 
failed  being  made  into  laws  through 
the  efforts  of  Speaker  Cannon.

The  meeting  last  night  was  largely 
attended.

TEACHERS  END 
CONVENTION 

Three  Interesting  Papers 
on  Program  of  Clos- 
ing Session. 

Milwaukee,  Wis.,  Nov.  9.— Three  in- 
teresting papers  made  up  the  program 
of  the  closing  session  of  the  Wisconsin 
State  Teachers'  association  conven- 
tion today. 

"The  Training  of  Rural  School  Teach- 
ers" was  discussed  by  H.  S.  Youker, 
sui>erintendent  of  the  Grand  Rapids 
schools.  "Increased  salaries,  increase 
of  terms  and  longer  tenure  in  rural 
school  positions,  must  come  before 
weU  educated  teachers  can  be  furnished 
these  schools,"  was  the  contention  of 
the  speaker. 

"The  County  School  Problem"  was 
the  subject  of  an  address  by  Con- 
rad E.  Patzer,  supervisor  of  practice 
In  the  Milwaukee  normal  school.  He 
said  there  was  a  growing  opinion 
among  the  school  men  of  the  state 
that  the  best  solution  of  the  problem 
lies  in  having  the  county  superintend- 
ent appointed  by  a  county  board  of 
education,  elected  by  the  people.  By 
means  of  this  plan  the  county  superin- 
tendent would  be  placed  on  a  level  with 
the  city  superintendent  of  schools. 

Fassett  Cotton,  state  superintendent 
of  public  instruction  in  Indiana,  spoke 
on  "Indiana  Features  of  the  Rural 
School  Problem."  Every  child  must 
be  taught  to  work,  the  speaker  said, 
and  in  the  degree  in  which  the  home 
neglects  this  part  of  education  the 
school  must  take  it  up.  The  course  of 
study  of  the  future  will  provide  a  com- 
plete system  of  manual  training 
through  the  grades  and  high  school,  in- 
cluding agriculture  in  the  country 
ochoole.

According  to  the  population  of  the 
vlties  where  free  bureaus  are  located, 
Duluth  is  in  the  lead  in  amount  of  bus- 
iness done.

The  common  labor  situation  In  Du- 
luth Just  now  Is  peculiar.  It  is  easy 
enough  to  see  that  men  are  somewh.at 
more  numerous  than  Jobs,  but  condi- 
tions are  more  unsettled  in  the  labor 
market  throughout  the  Northwest  Just 
now  than  they' ever  have  been  befor3, 
and  nobody  Is  In  a  position  to  make  a 
reliable  predictl.-)n  concerning  what  the 
immediate  future  is  likely  to  bring 
forth. 

The  change  in  conditions  was 
brought  about  with  a  suddenness  that 
was  startling.  For  months  past  con- 
tractors doing  work  on  an  extensive 
scale  have  had  standing  orders  on  the 
books  of  local  employment  agents  for 
men  at  top-notch  wages.  More  recent- 
ly the  demand  for  men  for  the  woods 
began,  and  to  start  with,  good  wages 
were  offered.  Then  came  the  unsettled 
condition  of  the  money  market.  With- 
in a  week  everything  was  "  changed. 
Orders  for  men  were  cancelled  right 
and  left,  wages  were  cut  by  many  con- 
tractors, and  work  on  numerous  Joos 
was  stopped  altogether,  although  in 
some  casesv-  Uiey  were  almost  complet- 
ed. 

The  new  order  of  things  was  brought 
about  so  quickly  that  the  laborers  were 
dazed.  When  their  wages  were  cut 
they  quit  worlf,  under  the  impression 
that  they  could  readily  secure  employ- 
ment elsewhere  at  the  old  scale.  On 
seeking  labor  centers  such  as  Duluth, 
however,  they  found  that  not  only  was 
work  not  so  plentiful  as  it  had  l>een 
the  week  before,  but  that  large  crews 
had  been  discharged,  and  the  men  bad 
come  to  town  In  search  of  work.  At 
a  season  when  the  big  movement  for 
the  woods  usually  is  on,  the  logging 
camps  are  cutting  wages,  and  lumber 
companies  are  announcing  that  the 
lumber  cut  will  be  greatly  curtailed 
this  winter,  with  a  smaller  number  of 
camps  In  operation  thaa  was  orlginaUy 
planned. 

In  October, and  November  a  great 
many  men  always  quit  their  work  on 
the  railroads  and  in  other  fields  in 
favor  of  the  woods.  Those  who  have 
followed  out  their  annual  custom  this 
year,  and  who  have  come  to  Duluth 
in  search  of  woods'  work,  have  in  many 
cases  found  tluit  nu-n  a'*e  also  coming 
in  from  the  woods  looking  for  work  in 
other  lines.        ^'^ 

Just  how  long  this  condition  of  af- 
fairs will  continue  to  exist  is  a  ques- 
tion. Everything  may  be  straightened 
out  to  the  battofaction  of  the  laboring 
men  within  the  next  few  weeks,  and 
again  hlngs  mpy  run  along  most  of  tiie 
winter  Just  as  they  are.  The  labor 
market  is  pot  tNt  what  might  be  called 
flooded  In  the  Dfluth  district,  but  there 
certainly  aijp  mfjre  men  than  Jobs,  and 
conditions  are  letting  worse  every  day. 
Probably  there  ^-ere  more  idle  men  in 
the  city  tWs  *^ek  than  at  any  time 
before  within.  Ithe  past  two  years. 
Woods'  wagesTlave  been  cut  from  J40 
and  $45  a  month  to  $26  and  J30.  Some 
of   the    compahlfes    have    announced   no 

cut   as   yetr  hut  it   is  expected.

STOVEBLACKER  IS  HEIR 
TO  ESTATE  OF  $100,000. 

Sioux  City,  Iowa,  Nov.  9. — Coming 
here  less  than  a  month  ago,  without 
employment  and  only  $5  in  his  pocket, 
Joseph  Norrls  Cox,  employed  by  a 
hardware  company  as  a  stoveblacker, 
has  been  notified  .  that  he  is  heir  to  an 
estate  in  Pittsburg  worth  more  than 
$100,000.  As  a  guarantee  of  that  fact, 
the  Pittsburg  solicitors  sent  Cox  $2,000 
and  notified  him  to  appear  at  a  hear- 
ing to  be  held  by  the  administrator  in 
March.  A  young  woman  who  claims  to 
be  a  daughter  by  adoption  of  Cox*3 
uncle,  Joseph  Norrls,  deceased,  has 
filed  a  claim  for  a  division  of  the  es- 
tate. 

Cox  was  named  after  his  uncle,  who 
was  a  bachelor.

there  on  their  Trans-Siberian  Journey 
on  Nov.  19.  All  of  the  i>arty  were  la 
the  best  of  health. 

In  an  inlervitw  with  a  representative 
of  the  Associated  Press  before  his  de- 
parture,  Mr.  Taft  said: 

"I  feel  deeply  grateful  for  the  re- 
ception and  entertainment  given  -m« 
by  tlio  people  of  the  Philippines.  It  far 
exceeds  in  Its  worth  and  spontaniety 
anything  I  expected,  and  I  cannot  suf- 
ficiently express  my  gratitude  and  sat- 
isfaction. 

"The  condition  of  affairs  of  the  Phil- 
ippine government  is  most  satisfactory, 
and  taken  throughout,  the  progress 
made  during  tlie  past  two  years  is  re- 
markable. 

"From  the  first  I  had  full  confidence 
in  the  legislative  assembly,  a  confi- 
dence wliich  has  been  Justified  by  its 
actions.  So  far  it  has  taken  a  con»er- 
\ative  form,  and  I  have  no  doubt  It 
will  continue  its  useful,  patriotic  and 
diligent  course.  I  have  yet  to  see  or 
hear  a  single  member  who  does  not  ap- 
parently feel  a  ftill  sense  of  the  respon- 
sibility of  liis  duties  towards  his  con- 
stituents and  country,  and  I  am  sure 
that  conservativism.  rather  than  radi- 
calism will  continue  to  mark  the  offL- 
cial  conduct  of  this  body. 

•'I  leave  the  Philiiipines  with  re- 
newed confidence  in  the  future  of  the 
Islands.  WTiat  I  ha\'e  seen  and  heard 
on  this  trip  has  confirmed  my  opinions 
on  the  subject  which  I  had  previously 
formed  and  have  frequently  ex- 
pressed." 

Three  commissioners  of  the  Chinese 
government,  who  are  investigating  the 
economic  conditions  of  the  Chinese  res- 
dents  in  the  Philippines,  arrived  here 
this  morning  and  vlslte^l  Mr.  Taft  on 
board  the  Rainlww,  a  few  minutes  be- 
fore she  sailed,  under  escort  of  two 
other  cruisesr.  The  Chines,^  commis- 
sioners will  oontinue  their  tour  of  the 
Orient  and  report  their  investigations 
to  the  government  at  Pkein.  They  will 
remain  in  Manila  a  week  or  ten  days.

The  hoist  and 
boilers  are  housed  in  one  huge  steel 
building,  divided  into  two  departments 
by  a  brick  wall.

During  the  past  few  weeks  the  work- 
ings on  the  300,  400  and  600-foot  levels 
have  been  cleaned  out  and  retlmbered, 
and  It  will  only  be  a  short  time  before 
ore  will  be  taken  out  In  paying  quan- 
tities. The  ore  bodies  on  the  300-foot 
level  are  very  large,  and  on  the  600- 
foot  level  drifting  Is  being  done  with 
encouraging   results. 

On  the  Niagara  claim,  at  the  foot  of 
the  hill  below  the  Black  Rock  shaft, 
owned  by  the  Butte  &  Superior,  but 
being  worked  by  leasers,  a  very  rich  ore 
deposit  was  opened  up  during  the  week 
at  a  depth  of  about  150  feet.  The  ore 
assays  more  than  ^00  ounces  of  silver  to 
the  ton,  and  as  the  drift  extends  along 
the  vein,  the  width  of  the  ore  body  in- 
creases and  the  values  Increase.

When  Harrison  Grey  Flske  read  Will- 
iam Winter's  criticism  on  Percy  Mac- 
kaye's  "Sapho  and  I'haon"  in  the  Tri- 
bune the  "morning  after,"  in  whkh  the 
dean  of  our  profession  referred  to  this 
modern  cla.ssic  as  little  better  than  a 
drama  of  adultery,  and  left  the  maligned 
Sappho  not  a  scrap  of  character,  he  liter- 
ally threw  up  his  hands  and  concluded  to 
withdraw  the  drama  at  the  end  of  the 
week. 

But  In  this  week's  Mirror  he  goes  after 
the  dean  of  critics  with  a  long  stick,  to 
which  Mr.  Winter  replies  to  the  extent 
of  two  columns  in  the  Tribune,  although 
a  fair  referee  would  undoubtedly  decide 
that  Flske  has  got  the  better  of  his'  ad- 
versary. 

He  shows  that  Sappho  was  terribly 
misrepresented  down  to  1S16  when  a 
German  professor  startled  the  world  by 
proving  conclu.sively  that  Sappho  was 
one  of  the  most  luminous  of  the  early 
examples  of  individuals  making  an  asser- 
tion of  philosophic  Independence,  and,  in- 
deed, was  so  good  a  woman  that  the  best 
Greek  families  sent  their  daughters  to  her 
for  culture  and  refinement.  Mr.  Fiske 
is  a  sarcastic  man,  and  asks  If  it  can  be 
that  Mr.  Winter  has  not  yet  caught 
with  the  year  1S16. 

Of  cour.se.  If  you  destroy  Sappho's 
character  you  destroy  the  premise  of 
Mr.  Mackayes  play.  Well,  the  critics 
couldn't  see  that  the  play  was  the  ser- 
ious product  Of  an  American  poet,  who 
could  challenge  comparison  with  D'An- 
nunzlo  and  Rostand  and  Phillips,  and 
ail  they  saw  was  the  imagined  story  of 
Sapiiho's  illicit  love  for  a  slave— a  ."lave 
who  lived  with  a  woman  who  had  borne 
him  children— and  so  they  raised  their 
hands  In  liorror.  shook  their  beards  and 
exclaimed.    "Woo   unto   usi" 

The  management  discovered  that  it  had 
planted  a  delicate  exotic  In  an  alien  sod. 
and  as  It  was  not  a  medium  of  perfect 
joy  for  Madame  Kalich,  anvhow,  they 
concluded  to  withdraw  this  dramatic 
poem  and  begin  rehearsals  of  a  modern 
play  for   her  Immediately. 

This  circumstance  made  it  pos.slble  for 
"Pochahontas"  to  slip  in  on  rubbers,  as 
it  were,  and  take  people  bv  surprise  '  It 
is  always  v.ell  In  this  city  of  theaters  to 
take  reople  by  surprise,  unless  one  has 
a  guaranteed  fool-proof  sucees.<«,  con- 
cerning which  failure  is  out  of  the  ques- 
tion. Had  "Pocahontas"  or  "The  Top  o" 
the  World"  com.'nanded  enough  atten- 
tion to  draw  a  regular  first-night  audi- 
ence, neither  probably  would  have  lasted 
a  month.

Not  since  the  conviction  and  Imprison- 
ment of  Oscar  Wilde  has  a  case  attracted 
the  attention  in  the  theater  world  that 
the  Indictment  and  flight  of  Itaymond 
Hitchcock,  the  comedlaii,  has  aroused. 
The  climax  was  reached  when  the  com- 
edian suddenly  disappeared  a  few  hours 
before  the  grand  jury  In  New  York 
brouglit  in  a  series  of  Indictments  against 
the  player  as  the  result  of  investigations 
into  charges  that  have  been  whispered 
about  for  more  than  a  year,  and  which 
culminated  In  Hitchcock  having  a  man 
named  Voeck  arrested  a  few  days  prior 
to  his  disappearance.  He  claimed  then 
that  he  had  been  persistently  blackmailed, 
and  that  he  could  not  stand  it  any  fur- 
ther. This  action  brought  matters  to  a 
crisis,  and  ended  In  the  light  being  turned 
upon  the  comedian.  It  is  said  that  in  go- 
ing into  the  niatter  the  grand  J'Jry  found 
enough  to  warreni  the  arrest  of  the  com- 
edian. His  flight  forestalled  that  possi- 
bility. 

Friends  of  the  clever  player  insist  that 
the  whole  thing  is  a  matter  of  personal 
charges  which  hav©  been  growing  for 
some  montiis,  and  that  Hitchcock  had 
been  bled  by  an  organized  gang  of  black- 
mailers until  he  could  stand  It  no  further. 
The  men  who  stood  by  him  in  his  trou- 
bles are  considerably  chagrined,  for  his 
sudden  disaifpearance  puts  them  in  a  bad 
light,  and  Incidentally  has  done  more  to 
make  people  believe  tliat  there  is  some 
foundation  in  the  charges  against  Hitch- 
cock than  anything  tiiai  has  as  yet  been 
tfiven   to  the  public. 

Hitchcock  Is  u  product  of  the  Savage 
forces.  He  began  his  career  most  hum- 
bly, and  was  known  in  a  very  few  circles 
until  the  time  that  "King  Dodo"  was  pro- 
duced by  Col.  Savage.  He  played  that 
tole  and  made  an  instantaneous  hit.  Sinco 
then  Col.  Savage  had  had  little  difficulty 
in  flttin^r  him  with  suitable  pieces,  and 
his  droll  and  peculiar  methods  of  (|uiet 
humor  have  made  him  a  favorite  with  all 
patrons  of  mu."Jcar  comedy.  This  season 
lie  was  at  tho  head  of  a  big  company, 
and  in  "The  Yankee  Tourist"  was  enjoy- 
ing  a  wonderfully  successful  run  at  the 
Aster  theater  In  New  York  city,  when  the 
excitement  due  to  his  unfortunate  case 
bobbed  to  the  surface.  The  night  that  he 
opened  in  New  York  last  August  there 
were  stories  up  and  down  Broadway  that 
Hitchcock  was  to  be  arrested,  but  it  was 
later  said  that  powerful  friends,  who  had 
been  involved  with  the  comedian  In  some 
of  the  alleged  escapades  with  Juvenile  i 
delinquents,  had  been  able  to  hush  the 
affair  up.  The  conudians  flight  and  in- 
ability to  defend  himself  will  mean  the  \ 
ruin  of  his  career  on  the  American  stage. 
In  the  event  that  he  can  maintain  his  in- 
nocence later  on  and  show  that  he  has 
been  the  victim  of  some  enemies,  as  has 
been  claimed  all  along,  then  there  will 
be  another  verdict.  This,  however,  will 
depend   upon    the   comedian   himself. 

An  understudy  has  been  promoted  to 
Hitchcock's  place,  and  "The  Yankee  Tour- 
ist"  win  go  on   without   him,  it  is  said.

Tltt>  action  means  that  the  millstone 
on  tlie  nock  of  poor,  down-trodd«»n 
Michigan  has  beon  removed.  Nc)  more 
baneful  faculty  regulations.  No  more 
Ineligildlity  rules  savoring  of  Insanity. 
No  more  hard  and  fast  ohecklng  of 
overy  action  of  Mii^higan's  athletic 
body.  A  free  rein,  directed  by  sound 
judgment  without  ultra-consfrvatlsm, 
will    govern    Michigan    athletics    In    the 


future  and  Maize  and  Blue  supremacy 
is  confldentally  expected  to  be  the 
result. 

The  Michigan  Athletic  association  had 
long  been  trying  to  get  Trainer  Flt«- 
patrlck  on  the  board  as  a  regular  mem- 
ber. The  faculty  proposed  to  give  him 
honorary  membership  witliout  vote, 
when  the  regents  stepped  In  and 
abolished  the  faculty  board  entirely,  the 
ruling   to   go   Into  effect   Dec.   1. 

Michigan  will  now  have  teams  In 
all  branches  of  sport.  As  a  starter, 
basketball,  heretofore  foreign  entirely 
to  Michigan's  athletic  curriculum,  will 
be  introduced,  and  other  sports  will 
follow.  It  is  said  tlie  Western  confer- 
ence rules  will  be  entirely  Ignored,  a 
course  which  the  faculty  board  sought 
valiantly  to  prevent.  The  training 
table  will  be  re-established,  football 
practice  will  begin  before  the  opening 
of  school,  and  a  long  schedule  arranged. 
No  more  half  way  measures  In  Michi- 
gan athletics. 

Time  only  will  tell  whether  the  new 
arrangement  will  work  out  satisfac- 
torily. The  presence  of  level  heads  on 
the  board  will  undoubtedly  prevent 
tho  overstepping  of  bounds.  Tho  mem- 
bers of  the  mlxcjd  board  will  be  too 
wise  to  accept  the  new  liberties  like  i\. 
child  a  new  toy.  Thoy  will  n<»t  smash 
every  existing  rule  and  adopt  new 
ones  to  tlielr  old  liking.  Tho  probabili- 
ty Is  that  on  the  .start  the  rules  of  the 
eld  board  will  stand,  except  In  a  few 
minor  details. 

But  the  ihanges  will  come  In  time. 
Michigan  will  broaden  out.  Where 
there  Is  college  C(»mpetitlon.  thero  will 
be  Michigan,  unless  ruled  out.  Whether 
the  course  will  ad.l  to  Michigan's  pres- 
tige and  make  for  better  athletic  stand- 
ing  is   a   question. 

But  the  other  colleges  may  well  take 
up  the  danger  cry.  Michigan,  under  tho 
millstone  has  been  a  terror.  But  Michi- 
gan, divested  of  the  millstone  will  be 
soiutUhlng  to  be  fearod  and  respected, 
unles  all  calculations  go  wrong,  and 
the  new   plan   Is  a  failure. 

Sevoii-Iiintiig  Games. 

Harry  Pulliam's  decision  to  cut  out 
the  seven-inning  games,  which  finish 
double  headers,  or  are  pulled  of;f 
singly  in  order  that  one  of  the  teams 
may  catch  a  train,  is  a  wise  provis- 
ion. 

A  basc^ball  game  consists  of  nine 
Innings.  I'nless  rain  or  some  of  the 
oth'.ir  forces,  over  which  man  ha.s  no 
control,  steps  in  to  spoil  the  .show, 
every  game  should  go  nine  innings 
before  a  count  can  be  made  and 
baseball  fans  In  the  big  league  cities 
will  be  well  satisfied  that  they  will 
go    that   distance   in    tho   future. 

There  are  exceptional  cases,  of 
course,  when  games  must  be  cut  to 
five     or     seven     Innings.  But     as     a 

rule,    double-headers    may    be    started 
so    early    that    there    will    be    plenty 
of    time    for    two    baseball    games.      In 
case,    the    first    game    goes    a    tie    for 
several     Innings    and     Is    not    decided 
I  until    too    late    for    nine    innings,     but 
j  even    tlien    it    might    be    postponed.

Harmony  With  Canada. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  the  A. 
A.  U.  and  the  Canadian  Amateur  union 
have  no  athletic  Hague  congress  to  set- 
tle their  differences  and  allow  the 
athletic  relations  of  the  two  countries  to 
Increase  in  cordiality,  says  the  Chicago 
Tribune.

spent  mo«ths  in  preparation.  He  bacl 
anticipated  meeting  tne  best  runners  of 
Canada  and  consequently  his  liability  to 
make  the  trip  after  his  hard  work  is  any- 
thing but  encouraging  to  local  di.stance 
men  who  are  anxious  to  take  a  fall  out 
of  the  unbeaten  Indian.  l>ongboat.  Gen- 
erally there  are  two  sides  to  a  quarrel 
but  in  this  instance  the  trouble  must  be 
attributed  solely  to  the  C.  A.  A.  U.  ihai 
organization  has  come  i«t.o  a  certain 
anTount  of  prominence  during  the  last 
year  through  the  racing  prowess  oi  the 
famous  l>mgboat,  an  Indian  runner  who 
until  exactly  a  year  ago  never  had  been 
in  a  race.

This 
is  the  whole  trouble  between  the  two 
unions,  and  it  wlU  be  unfortunate  if  the 
Canadian  sporting  public  leaves  in  p<:tw- 
er  a  .set  of  men  who  are  willing  to  sacri- 
fice the  be.-?t  intere.'-ts  of  sport  to  reluc- 
tancy  to  admit  of  error.

Tomorrow  the  deer  hunting  season 
opens  In  Minnesota,  to  continue  until 
Dec.  1,  and  the  woods  of  the  northern 
part  of  the  state  will  be  overrun  with 
enthusiastic  hunters.  All  during  the  past 
week  the  trains  on  the  Mesaba  range 
roads  have  been  carrying  loads  of  hunt- 
ers, rigged  out  for  two  weeks  or  so  of 
tramping    in    the   woods. 

Reports  from  the  northern  counties  are 

that  deer  are  more  plentiful  than  for 
several  years  past.  Last  year  the  usual 
slaughter  was  curtailed  somewhat  by  the 
absence  of  snow  and  the  consequent  un- 
favorable hunting  conditions.  This  year 
there  Is.  little  to  indicate  whether  the 
weather  will  favor  the  hunters,  but  all 
are  willing  to  take  a  chance,  and  get  on 
the  ground  early.  In  order  that  they  may 
be  ready  to  shoot  at  the  first  deer  which 
puts  In  an  appearance. 

The  laws  remain  the  same  this  year. 
One  male  antlered  moose  may  be  taken, 
not  to  be  shipped  out  of  the  state,  and 
two  deer  by  resident  hunters,  one  by  non- 
resident hunters.

BASEBALL 
IN  OLD  DAYS 

Ted  Sullivan's  Visit  Re- 
calls Memories  of  North- 
western League. 

Outlook  is   Bright  for 

Revival  of  Northern 

League. 


The  visit  of  Ted  Sullivan  to  Duluth 
during  the  past  week  recalled  to  sev- 
eral of  the  old-timers  of  Duiluth  the 
baseball  days  of  '86,  when  the  old 
Northwestern  league  was  organized, 
and  Ted  was  owner  and  manager  of 
the  Milwaukee  club.  The  league  was 
made  up  of  a  circuit  of  six  cities,  St. 
Paul,  Minneapolis,  E^au  Claire,  Mil- 
waukee, Oshkoeh  and  Duluth.  Jay 
Anderson,  still  a  resident  of  Duluth, 
was  owner  of  the  Duluth  cliiib. 

The  season  brought  out  some  whirl- 
wind baseball  on  theoldlot  at  Fifteenth 
avenue  cast.  Duluth  had  a  great  team, 
and  won  the  pennant  handily.  The  old 
league  gave  to  the  baseball  world 
some  players  of  national  fame,  not  the 
least  famou*  \\-as  Mark  BSildwin.  who 
made  his  mark  In  the  National  lea^xte, 
and  is  now  a  prominent  physician  in  a 
Pennsylvania  town.  Ted  saw  a  num- 
ber of  his  friends  of  the  old  North- 
western league  days  when  he  was  in 
Duluth  this  week,  and  they  take  kindly 
to  the  probability  of  his  returning  to 
Duluth  to  take  an  Interest  in  the  team. 

Sullivan  left  here  for  MinneapMjlia  and 
St.  Paul,  where  he  was  to  see  Mike 
Cantillion  and  George  Lennon.  The 
outlcKik  for  the  proposed  new  league 
couldn't  be  better.  Lennon  has  always 
been  strt>ng  for  a  new  Northern  league, 
with  the  Twin  Cities  In  the  circuit. 
Cantillion,  also,  looks  favorably  upon 
the  scheme,  and  if  their  influence 
counts  for  anything  the  plan  will  go 
through. 

It  will  be  neecsaary  for  the  organiz- 
ers of  the  new  league  to  secure  tho 
permission  of  the  other  members  of 
the  American  association  before  tho 
Northern  league  would  break  Into  the 
Twin  Cities  and  remain  in  the  na- 
tional association.  It  is  understood 
that  Messrs.  Lennon  and  Cantillion  are 
working  to  secure  the  necessary  per- 
mission, and  It  will  probably  be  grant- 
ed, as  the  leegue  would  not  cut  in  on 
tho  ojBSOciatlon,  playing  only  when  the 
aj«sociatlon  teams  are  away  from 
home. 

It  Is  very  probable  that  a  meeting 
will  »oon  be  called  of  those  interested 
In  the  organization  of  the  new  league, 
and  something  de-flnlte  decided  upon. 
Fargo  and  Grand  Forks  are  nothing 
more  than  probabilities.  Winnipeg  Is 
undoubtedly    willing,    and    the    revival 


consequent  deptructlon  of  deer,  which

There  are  three  methods  practiced  by 
American  hunters  in  killing  deer,  desig- 
nated In  general  terms  as  flre-huntlng, 
stlll-huntlng  and  driving,  ilre- hunting  Ta 
considered  the  least  legitimate,  and  Is 
seldom  resorted  to  bv  the  conscientious 
sportsman,  except  wnen  game  is  very 
scarce,  and  consequently,  from  being 
much  hunted,  rendered  too  shy  to  ap- 
proach In  daylight.  Two  persons  are 
necessary  for  successful  flre-huntlng,  one 
to  carry  and  attend  to  the  torch  and  one 
to  bear  the  gun.  The  hunters  are  gen- 
erally accompanied  by  a  cur  dog,  one 
that  is  well  trained  and  will  not  "open" 
on  the  trail.  If  the  weather  is  favorable, 
it  must  be  a  still,  misty,  dark  night  after 
a  rain,  which  renders  the  fallen  leaves  so 
moist  that  they  will  make  no  noise  under 
the  feet  of  the  hunter.  A  person  of  much" 
experience  can  generally  distinguish  be- 
tween the  eyes  of  a  deer  and  those  of 
other  animals  when  "shined"  by  a  torch; 
first,  by  their  brilliancy;  secondly,  by 
their  unusual  size,  and  thirdly,  by  their 
great  distance  apart  when  compared  with 
other  animals.  A  colt's  eyes  approach 
nearest  In  apponranoe,  but  they  are  dim. 
The  deer  also  gazes  at  the  light  with 
great  steadiness  and  Intensity,  while  the 
Bear  and  wolf  are  constantly  moving 
theirs  alwut,  being  of  a  more  fretful  and 
fiery  disposition.  The  deer,  fa.scinated  as 
it  is  by  the  illumination,  remain  motion- 
less, giving  the  hunter  ample  opportunity 
to  approach  within  gunshot.  If  a  hunter 
once  loses  the  "eyes"  after  they  have 
been  "shined,"  he  Is  satisfied  that  the 
creature  Is  alarmed  and  is  moving  off, 
and  he  embraces  the  first  favorable  op- 
portunity to  fire.     As  a  general  thing,   if

the  shot  Is  at  all  successful,  the  victim 
falls,  and  is  at  once  secured;  but  If  mor- 
tally wounded,  and  yet  possessed  of 
strength  enough  to  make  an  effort  to  es- 
cape, the  "track  dog"  is  unloosed  from 
the  cord  that  has  fastened  him  to  his 
master,  and  he  follows  In  pursuit.  If 
no  dog  Is  employed  and  the  deer  runs  off, 
the  spot  is  carefully  marked,  and  tho 
hunter  returns  home  and  waits  until  day- 
break to  secure  the' reward  of  his  mid- 
night labor. 

It  la  related  that  Daniel  Boone,  while 
fire-hunting,  "shined"  a  pair  of  mild  blue 
eyes  which  struck  him  as  not  belonging 
to  the  game  he  was  seeking  to  destroy. 
He  lowered  his  rllle,  and  made  farther 
examination,  when,  to  his  surprise,  he 
discovered  a  young  girl,  who  was  equally 
surprised  at  the  adventure.  Boone  ex- 
pressed the  most  eloquent  gratitude  that 
he  had  not  fired  the  weapon,  and  walte<t 
upon  the  woodland  nymph  to  her  home 
hardby;  In  time  the  damsel  became  the 
wife  of  this  most  famous  of  backwoods- 
men. 

A    similar    case    occurred  near    Duluth 

not   many  years  ago   when  a  young   boy 

was  killed  by  a  "shiner."  He  was  shot 
tquarely  between  the  eyes  and  since  then 

few  have   had   the  temerity  to  Indulge  In 
the    nefarious   practice. 
•      •      • 

"Still-hunting"  resembles  the  English 
practice  of  "stalking,"  and  with  many 
gentlemen  sportsmen  is  preferred  to  any 
other  method.  To  an  Indlvidaul  who  Is 
fond  of  nature,  and  can  tlnd  arauseiyent 
In  communing  with  tfie  solitudes  of  the 
forest,  still-hunting  ,t)o.sse8.ses  manifold 
charms.  A  good  stall-hunter  must  be 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  habits 
of  the  deer,  know  where  he  ranges,  be 
able  to  tell  his  tracks  from  other  cloven- 


footed  beasts,  and  the  time  that  has 
elapsed  since  they  were  first  Indented  In 
the  soil.  He  must  know  which  way  the 
game  In  the  locality  walk  when  feeding, 
and  the  direction  they  take  at  nightfall- 
things  which  seem  to  be  strangely  de- 
pendent upon  the  moon.  The  abundanca 
of  acorns  or  mast  Is  also  to  be  considered. 
At  this  particular  season  of  the  year  th^ 
still-hunter  Is  In  his  glory.  The  woods 
seem  to  be  alive,  the  deer  are  so  active. 
It  was  a  still-hunt  in  which  old  "Chalk 
Horns"  was  killed.  This  buck  had  been 
the  king  of  deer  on  South  mountain  for 
years,  and  sportsmen  had  used  every 
'means  possible  to  kill  him.  It  would  be 
a  safe  estimate  to  say  that  "Chalk 
Horns"  had  been  shot  at  a  hundred 
times,  but  he  seemed  to  have  a  charmed 
life,  and  It  was  not  until  a  party  of 
still-hunters  from  Romney  and  Silver 
Springs  determined  that  they  would  take 
Chalk  Horns'  scalp  that  he  was  cap- 
tured. The  hunt  was  near  Hangrlng 
Rock,  and  the  first  shot  brought  Chalk 
Horns  to  his  knees,  and  the  second  fixed 
his  career  on  South  mountain. 
•      •      • 

Killing  deer  by  "driving"  furnishes 
more  excitement  and  true  sport  than 
either  of  the  methods  already  referred 
to.  In  "driving,"  the  cheerful  clamor  of 
the  horn,  the  thriUing  cry  of  the  hounds 
and  the  Inspiring  sympathy  of  the  well- 
trained  steed,  make  the  pleasure  at  times 
as  perfect  as  it  Is  possible  for  the  hunter 
to  enjoy.  To  be  successful  In  the  "drive" 
the  hunter  must  be  acquainted  with  the 
character  of  the  surroundings,  must  be 
perfectly  familiar  with  where  the  game 
haunts,  and  must  know  at  what  place  to 
enter  the  drive;  for  deer  are  fond  of  re- 
tracing the  tracks  which  they  have  for- 
merly pursued,  and  will  continue  to  do 
so  even  after  they  have  been  bunted  "on

Hence  it  Is  that 
the  hunter  takes  his  "stand"  In  the  low- 
est gaps  between  the  hills;  and  by  so 
doing  he  is  sure  to  occupy  the  path  the 
deer  will  take  when  driven  from  the 
vicinity.

The  morning  is  always  selicted  for 
the  "drive,"  and  at  daybreak  the  party 
is  In  the  woods.  The  hounds  are  kept 
compactly  together,  and  as  they  become 
Interested  in  the  progress  of  things, 
witness  the  cheerful  prancing  of  the 
horses  and  hear  the  encouraging  voices 
of  the  riders.  They  become  constantly 
more  enthusiastic,  and  in  spite  of  all 
discipline,  will  occasionally  yelp  forth 
their  Impatience.  The  noble  steed  also 
sympathizes  with  the  work  In  which  he 
is  engaged,  and  as  he  steps  upon  dead 
twigs  that  crush  and  break  beneath 
his  feet,  he  affects  to  start  as  If  he 
had  already  seen  the  game.  The  hunt- 
ers finally  reach  the  "drive."  A  con- 
sultation Is  held  and  each  quietly  moves 
to  the  point  assigned  him.  Meantime 
the  "driver,"  accompanied  by  the  pack 
of  hounds,  scours  through  the  outside 
of  the  range,  circling  round  until  the 
dogs  come  upon  the  trail  of  a  deer. 
This  done  they  Instantly  "open,"  as, 
no  longer  able  to  restrain  tbelr  Impa- 
tience, they  make  the  surroundlnff 
heights  and  wooded  Isles  musical  wltn 
their  cries. 

The  hunter  at  his  "stand"  is  often 
taxed  to  the  utmost  In  maintaining 
patience.  Suddenly  he  hears  the  distant 
breathing  of  a  sweet  Intoned  horn.  In 
a  moment  lassitude  is  gone,  and  In  a 
moment  he  springs  to  his  feet  Inspired 
with  life.  The  distant  echoes  play 
upon  the  air,  as  will  the  sweet  sounds 
of  the  aeoUan  harp.  Under  those  notes 
are  the  breathings  of  the  maddened 
hounds,  who  are  now  sweeping  on  In 
the  path  of  destruction.  Nearer  and 
nearer  the  exciting  sounds  approach; 
the  hunter  is  now  on  the  alert.  An- 
other moment  and  a  lordly  buck  comes 
plunging  Into  the  open  space;  his  head 
Is  erect,  his  eyes  filled  with  alarm;  he 
has  scented  an  enemy  In  front,  and 
those  fearful  demons  are  ringing  what 
may  soon  be  his  death  knell  In  the 
rear.  Undecided  he  gazes,  turns  to  fly 
back  to  his  haunts,  and  then,  wheeling 
round,  rushes  on  with  headlong  speed. 
The  rifle  Is  raised  to  the  eye 'and  the 
echoes  which  follow  tell  of  the  messen- 
ger of  death. 


SIX  AMENDMENTS 

Made  to  Constitution  of  International 
Typographical  Union  by  Referendum  Vote 

Indi<iiiupi.>lls,  Nov.  D.— iSix  ajiiendments 
have  been  made  to  the  constitution  of 
the  International  Typographical  union  by 
a  referendum  vote  of  that  organization. 
The  returns  from  the  vote  have  just  been 
canvassed    at    the    national    headquarters. 

The  first  amendment  provides  for  re- 
linquishing jurisdiction  over  newspaper 
writers;  the  second  to  include  the  bond 
of  the  secretary  treasurer  from  J20.000 
to  $60,000;  the  third,  to  increase  the  salary 
of  the  international  president  from  1,800 
to  *2.000;  the  fourth,  to  Increase  the 
salary  of  the  international  secretary 
treasurer   from  $1,!«0  to  J2.000. 

Fifth,  to  increase  the  burial  benefits 
from  $70  to  $75,  and  the  sixth  to  provide 
for  a  pension  of  $4  a  week  to  aged 
superannuated  members.  All  of  these 
proposed  amendments  were  discussed  at 
the  annual  meeting  at  Hot  Springs  in 
August  and  referred  to  the  local  unions 
for  a  vote.

OCCURRED_AT  UNALASKA. 

San  Francisco.  Nov.  9.— Oapt.  TUton  of 
the  whaler  Sherman,  which  arrived  In 
port  yesterday  from  the  Arctic,  reports 
that  a  terrific  earthquake  occurred  at 
Unalaska  about  a  month  ago.  and  that 
McCulloch  Park,  which  was  created  by 
an  earthquake  nearly  a  year  ago  and 
extended  over  3,400  feet  above  the  sea 
has  sunk  again  as  a  result  of  the  dis- 
turbances. The  earthquake  shock  whk-h 
Is  believed  to  have  caused  Its  sudden 
disappearance  was  felt  for  miles  around 
Bogoskive  Island  and  Unalaska.  and  at 
one  place  a  wall  of  wa/ter  was  thrown  up 
out  of  the  sea.

This  year 
there  is.  little  to  indicate  whether  tho 
weather  will  favor  the  hunters,  but  all 
are  willing  to  take  a  chance,  and  get  on 
the  ground  early.  In  order  that  they  may 


consequent  deptructlon  of  deer,  which 
have  made  the  timber  wolves  the  moat 
hated   of   all   animals   by   sportsmen.  * 

There  are  three  methods  practiced  by 
American  hunters  in  killing  deer,  desig- 
nated In  general  terms  as  flre-huntlng, 
stlll-huntlng  and  driving.  lire-hunting  Is 
considered  the  least  legitimate,  and  Is 
seldom  resorted  to  by  the  conscientious 
sportsman,  except  wnen  game  is  very 
scarce,  and  consequently,  from  being 
much  hunted,  rendered  too  shy  to  ap- 
proach in  daylight.  Two  persons  are 
necessary  for  successful  flre-huntlng,  one 
to  carry  and  attend  to  the  torch  and  one 
to  bear  the  gun.  The  hunters  are  gen- 
erally accompanied  by  a  cur  dog,  one 
that  Is  well  trained  and  will  not  "open" 
on  the  trail.  If  the  weather  is  favorable, 
it  must  be  a  still,  misty,  dark  night  after 
a  rain,  which  renders  the  fallen  leaves  so 
moist  that  they  will  make  no  noise  under

The  stringent  game  laws  of  the  state 
are  doing  much  to  preser\'e  the  deer.  The 
practice  of  "shining"  deer  has  been  en- 
tirely stopped.  The  work  of  the  game 
wardens  has  done  much  to  prevent  tho 
operations  of  the  pot  hunters.  The  limit- 
ing Of  the  hunters  share  each  season  to 
two  deer  has  held  the  human  wolves  In 
check,  and  the  bounties  placed  oi.  the 
four-footed  animals  have  done  a  great 
deal    to   decrease    their   numbers   and    the 


other  animals.  A  colt's  eyes  approach 
nearest  In  appearance,  but  they  are  dim. 
The  deer  also  gazes  at  the  light  with 
great  steadiness  and  intensity,  while  the 
Dear  and  wolf  are  constantly  moving 
theirs  about,  being  of  a  more  fretful  and 
fiery  disposition.  The  deer,  fascinated  as 
it  is  by  the  illumination,  remain  motion- 
less, giving  the  hunter  ample  opportunity 
to  approach  within  gunshot.  If  a  hunter 
once  loses  the  "eyes"  after  they  have 
been  "shined,"  he  Is  satisfied  that  the 
creature  Is  alarmed  and  Is  moving  off, 
and  he  embraces  the  first  favorable  op- 
I>ortunity  to  fire.     As  a  general  thing.   If 


the  shot  Is  at  all  successful,  the  victim 
falls,  and  is  at  once  secured;  but  if  mor- 
tally wounded,  and  yet  possessed  of 
strength  enough  to  make  an  effort  to  es- 
cape, the  "track  doe"  Is  unloosed  from 
the  cord  that  has  fastened  him  to  his 
master,  and  he  follows  In  pursuit.  If 
no  dog  Is  employed  and  the  deer  runs  off, 
Ihe  spot  Is  carefully  marked,  and  the 
hunter  returns  home  and  waits  until  day- 
break to  secure  the'  reward  of  his  mid- 
night labor. 

It  is  related  that  Daniel  Boone,  while 
fire-hunting,  "shined"  a  pair  of  mild  blue 
eyes  which  struck  him  as  not  belonging 
to  the  game  he  was  seeking  to  destroy. 
Ke  lowered  his  rifle,  .  and  made  farther 
examination,  when,  to  bis  surprise,  he 
discovered  a  young  girl,  who"  was  equally 
surprised  at  the  adventure.  Boone  ex- 
pressed the  most  eloquent  gratitude  that 
he  had  not  fired  the  weapon,  and  walteti 
upon  the  woodland  nymph  to  her  home 
hardby;  in  time  the  damsel  became  the 
wife  of  thii  most  famous  of  backwoods- 
men. 

A  similar  case  occurred  near  Duluth 
not  many  years  ago  when  a  young  boy 
was  killed  by  a  "shiner."  He  was  shot 
squarely  between  the  eyes  and  since  then 
few  have  had  the  temerity  to  indulge  in 
the  nefarious  practice. 
•      •      • 

"Stlll-huntlng"  resembles  the  English 
practice  of  "stalking,"  and  with  many 
gentlemen  sportsmen  is  preferred  to  any 
other  method.  To  an  IndivUlaul  who  Is 
fond  of  nature,  and  can  4tnd  amusement 
In  communing  with  tt>e  solitudes  of  the 
forest,  stlll-huntlng  ^o.s«es3e8  manifold 
charms.  A  good  stsfil-hunter  must  be 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  habits 
of  the  deer,  know  where  he  ranges,  be 
able  to  tell  his  tracks  from  other  cloven- 


footed  beasts,  and  the  time  that  has 
elapsed  since  they  were  first  indented  in 
the  soil.  He  must  know  which  way  the 
game  in  the  locality  walk  when  feeding, 
and  the  direction  they  take  at  nightfall- 
things  which  seem  to  be  strangely  de- 
pendent upon  the  moon.  The  abundanca 
of  acorns  or  mast  Is  also  to  be  considered. 
At  this  particular  season  of  the  year  th<i 
still-hunter  is  In  his  glory.  The  woods 
seem  to  be  alive,  the  deer  are  so  active. 
It  was  a  still-hunt  in  which  old  "Chalk 
Horns"  was  killed.  This  buck  had  been 
the  king  of  deer  on  South  mountain  for 
.years,  and  sportsmen  had  used  every 
means  possible  to  kill  him.  It  would  be 
a  safe  estimate  to  say  that  "Chalk 
Horns"  had  been  shot  at  a  hundred 
times,  but  he  seemed  to  have  a  charmed 
life,  and  It  was  not  until  a  i>arty  of 
still-hunters  from  Romney  and  Sliver 
Springs  determined  that  they  would  take 
Chalk  Horns'  scalp  that  he  was  cap- 
tured. The  hunt  was  near  Hanging 
Rock,  and  the  first  shot  brought  Chalk 
Horns  to  his  knees,  and  the  second  fixed 
his  career  on  South  mountain. 
*      •      • 

Killing  deer  by  "driving"  furnishes 
more  excitement  and  true  sport  than 
either  of  the  methods  already  referred 
to.  In  "driving,"  the  cheerful  clamor  of 
tho  horn,  the  thrilling  cry  of  the  hounds 
and  the  inspiring  sympathy  of  the  well- 
trained  steed,  make  the  pleasure  at  times 
as  perfect  as  it  is  possible  for  the  hunter 
to  enjoy.  To  be  successful  In  the  "drive" 
the  hunter  must  be  acquainted  with  the 
character  of  the  surroundings,  must  be 
perfectly  familiar  with  where  the  game 
haunts,  and  must  know  at  what  place  to 
enter  the  drive;  for  deer  are  fond  of  re- 
tracing the  tracks  which  they  have  for- 
merly pursued,  and  will  continue  to  do 
so  even  after  they  have  been  bunted  "on 


the  trace."  It  is  a  well  known  habit  of 
the  deer  to  skirt  in  the  shade  of  thick 
woods.  In  ascending  the  mountains  they 
never  take  a  direct  route,  br.t  w^ind  about 
after  the  fashion  of  a  turnpike  road; 
and  In  descending  to  the  plains  they  ob- 
serve the  same  rules.  Hence  it  is  that 
the  hunter  takes  his  "stand"  in  the  low- 
est gaps  between  the  hills;  and  by  so 
doing  he  is  sure  to  occupy  the  path  the 
deer  will  take  when  driven  from  the 
vicinity. 

•      •      • 

The  morning  Is  always  seKcted  for 
the  "drive,"  and  at  daybreak  the  party 
is  In  the  woods.  The  hounds  are  kept 
compactly  together,  and  as  they  become 
Interested  in  the  progress  of  things, 
witness  the  cheerful  prancing  of  the 
horses  and  hear  the  encouraging  voices 
of  the  riders.  They  become  constantly 
more  enthusiastic,  and  in  spite  of  all 
discipline,  will  occasionally  yelp  forth 
their  Impatience.  The  noble  steed"also 
sympathizes  with  the  work  In  which  he 
Is  engaged,  and  as  he  steps  upon  dead 
twigs  that  crush  and  break  beneath 
his  feet,  he  affects  to  start  as  if  he 
had  already  seen  the  game.  The  hunt- 
ers finally  reach  the  "drive."  A  con- 
sultation Is  held  and  each  auletly  moves 
to  the  point  assigned  him.  Meantime 
the  "driver,"  accompanied  by  the  pack 
of  hounds,  scours  through  the  outside 
of  the  range,  circling  round  until  the 
dogs  come  upon  the  trail  of  a  deer. 
This  done  they  Instantly  "open,"  as, 
no  longer  able  to  restrain  tbelr  impa- 
tience, they  make  the  surrounding 
heights  and  wooded  isles  musical  with 
their  cries. 

The  hunter  at  his  "stand"  is  often 
taxed  to  the  utmost  In  maintaining 
patience.  Suddenly  he  hears  the  distant 
breathing  of  a  sweet  intoned  horn.  In 
a  moment  lassitude  is  gone,  and  In  a 
moment  he  springs  to  his  feet  inspired 
with  life.  The  distant  echoes  play 
upon  the  air.  as  will  the  sweet  sounds 
of  the  aeolian  harp.  Under  those  notes 
are  the  breathings  of  the  maddened 
hounds,  who  are  now  sweeping  on  in 
the  path  of  destruction.  Nearer  and 
nearer  the  exciting  sounds  approach; 
the  hunter  is  now  on  the  alert.  An- 
other moment  and  a  lordly  buck  comes 
plunging  Into  the  open  space;  his  head 
is  erect,  his  eyes  filled  with  alarm;  he 
has  scented  an  enemy  in  front,  and 
those  fearful  demons  are  ringing  what 
may  soon  be  his  death  knell  In  the 
rear.  Undecided  he  gazes,  turns  to  fly 
back  to  his  haunts,  and  then,  wheeling 
round,  rushes  on  with  headlong  speed. 
The  rifle  is  raised  to  the  eye 'and  the 
echoes  which  follow  tell  of  the  messen- 
ger oX  death.

SIX  AMENDMENTS 

Made  to  Constitution  of  International 
Typographical  Union  by  Referendum  Vote 

Indianapolis,    Nov.    9.— Six    amendments 

have    been    made    to    the    constitution    of 

the  International  Typographical  union  by 

a  referendum  vote  of  that  organization. 
The  returns  from  the  vote  have  just  been 
canvassed    at    the    national    headquarters. 

The  first  amendment  provides  for  re- 
linquishing Jurisdiction  over  newspaper 
writers;  the  second  to  include  the  bond 
of  the  secretary  treasurer  from  |20,000 
to  J5O,CiO0;  the  third,  to  increase  the  salary 
of  the  International  president  from  l.SOO 
to  $2,000;  the  fourth,  to  Increase  the 
salary  of  the  international  secretary 
treasurer   from  |1,)»0  to  |:.',0U0. 

Fifth,  to  increase  the  burial  benefits 
from  $70  to  $75,  and  the  sixth  to  provide 
for  a  pension  of  $4  a  week  to  aged 
superannuated  members.  All  of  these 
proposed  amendments  were  discussed  at 
the  annual  meeting  at  Hot  Springs  in 
August  and  referred  to  the  local  unions 
for  a  vote.

OCCURREDAT  UNAUUKA. 

San  Ftanclsco,  Nov.  9.-<?apt.  Tilton  of 
the  whaler  Sherman,  which  arrived  in 
port  yesterday  from  the  Arctic,  reports 
that  a  terrific  earthquake  occurred  at 
Unalaska  about  a  month  ago,  and  that 
McCulloch  Park,  which  was  created  by 
an  earthquake  nearly  a  year  ago  and 
extended  over  3,400  feet  above  the  sea 
has  sunk  again  as  a  result  of  the  dis- 
turbances.

quickly  saw  that  the  underlying  conditions  were 
too  solid  to  permit  the  effects  to  go  very  deeply  or 
to  last  very  long. 

A  New  York  banking  house  put  out  some  fig- 
ures the  other  day  that  were  significant  in  this 
connection,  comparing  conditions  of  today  with 
those  of  1884  and  1893,  the  last  "panic  years." 

In  1884  the  money  in  the  country  amounted  to 
$1,487,245,838;  in  1893  it  was  $2,179,005,361;  in  1907 
it  is  $3,134,688,449  or  more  than  twice  the  amount 
of  1884. 

Though  the  population  of  the  country  has  in- 
creased from  54,900,000  in  1884  to  86,400,000,  the 
per  capita  amount  of  money  has  increased  remark- 
ably. It  was  $27  in  1884,  $32.24  in  1893,  and  »*  " 
I36.27  in  1907. 

This  country  had  $10  per  capita  in  gold  in  1884; 
in  1893  it  had  $9-45  Pcr  capita;  and  in  1907  it  has 
$17.13  per  capita.  Furthermore,  today  gold  is  the 
unquestioned  money  basis,  while  in  1893  the  situa- 
tion was  aggravated  by  a  grave  doubt  as  to  what 
was  the  actual  basis  and  what  it  was  going  to  be. 

In  1907  the  exports  of  American  products  were 
largely  in  excess  of  the  importations,  and  were 
nearly  seven  and  a  half  times  the  exports  of  1884. 

As  to  production,  the  figures  are  even  more 
startling.  Of  iron  we  produced  in  1884  about 
8- tooths  of  a  ton  per  capita;  in  1893  about 
li-iooths;  and  in  1907  29-iooths,  nearly  four  times 
as  much  per  capita  as  in  1884.  Production  of  cot- 
ton increased  from  4-iooths  of  a  bale  per  capita  in 
J884  to  i2-iooths  of  a  bale  in  1893  and  15-iooths  of 
a  bale  in  1907.  Corn  production  in  1884  was  3^ 
bushels  to  the  head,  in  1893  24  bushels  ajid  in  1907 
29  bushels.  Wheat  production  in  1884  was  9  bush- 
els per  capita,  in  1893  65-6  bushels,  and  in  1907 
7Ji  bushels. 

In  1884  railroad  earnings  were  $770,684,908  or 
$14  per  capita;  in  1893  they  were  $1,208,641,498,  or 
$18  per  capita;  and  in  1907  they  were  $2,846,640,296, 
or  $27  per  capita.  This  is  a  particularly  strong  indi- 
cation of  the  relative  prosperity  of  the  years  men- 
tioned, for  the  activity  of  business,  farming  and 
manufacturing  industry  is  accurately  measured  by 
railroad  earnings. 

These  figures  are  upon  a  per  capita  basis,  and 
they  show  tremendous  gains  and  immense  re- 
sources in  the  present  year.  The  relative  figures 
would  show  still  larger  increases,  because  the  popu- 
lation has  increased  also,  but  the  per  capita  shows 
more  accurately  the  condition  of  the  country. 

The  trouble  is  not  with  the  foundation,  there- 
fore. It  is  with  the  superstructure  of  speculation 
and  exploitation  that  the  broad  foundation  has  per- 
mitted to  grow  up,  and  there  isn't  half  so  much 
trouble  even  with  that  as  many  people  imagined  a 
couple  of  weeks  ago. 

THE  DIFFERENCE. 

Travelers  in  Europe  marvel  at  the  difference 
between  the  liquor  problem  on  that  continent  and 
in  this  country. 

There,  though  apparently  nearly  everybody 
drinks,  there  is  no  drunkenness  and  practically  no 
liquor  problem.  Here,  though  fewer  people  drink, 
there  are  more  drunkards  and  more  debasement 
from  the  use  of  liquor. 

The  difference  is  due  to  the  fact  that  in  Amer- 
ica certain  habits  of  drinking  lead  to  drunkenness 
and  debauchery,  while  in  Europe  these  habits  do 
not  exist.  Chief  among  the  practices  that  make 
the  liquor  problem  a  vital  one  in  this  country  is 
that  of  treating. 

There  is  no  treating  in  Europe,  and  practically 
no  saloons,  such  as  we  have.  Every  eating  place 
sells  liquor,  wine  and  beer,  and  nearly  everybody 
that  visits  them  drinks  one  or  the  other,  usually 
wine  or  beer.  A  returned  traveler  recently  reported 
his  amazement  at  finding  no  bars  in  Germany,  and 
at  seeing  almost  no  drunkenness.  Yet  there  were 
restaurants  and  beer  gardens  where  hundreds  of 
men,  women  and  children  were  drinking  beer.  All 
of  these  places  were  eminently  respectable,  and 
indecencies  were  neither  seen  nor  heard  anywhere. 

At  one  place  in  Munich  he  saw  3,000  people 
drinking  beer.  Women  were  as  numerous  as  men 
It  took  the  crowd  on  an  average  of  fifteen  to  twenty 
minutes  to  drink  one  glass  of  beer,  where  in  this 
country  it  would  be  gulped  down  instantly  and  the 
waiter  asked  to  hurry  up  with  more. 

The  traveler  asked  a  man  in  Munich  why  there 
was  no  drunkenness,  with  so  much  drinking.  The 
reply  was  that  the  Germans  do  not  drink  to  get 
drunk,  that  they  drink  small  quantities  and  drink 
it  slowly,  and  that  there  is  no  treating. 

On  the  other  hand,  drinking  Americans  in 
Europe  are  the  laughing  stock  of  the  continent. 
They  call  for  cocktails  and  gin  and  champagne  and 
whisky,  gulp  it  all  down  and  clamor  for  more,  and 
presently  become  spectacles  that  the  Europeans 
find  it  hard  to  understand. 

In  this  country  it  is  different.  If  six  men  meet 
in  a  barroom,  the  chances  are  that  four  at  least  will 
g«t  drunk.  One  comes  in  to  buy  a  drink,  and  he 
treats  the  crowd.  That  puts  it  up  to  the  others  to 
treat  back,  and  even  though  some  of  them  have 
aense  enough  to  "take  a  cigar  this  time"  occasion- 


dends  they  are  able  to  cam  on  their  actual  values. 
That  does  not  necessarily  mean  money  dividends. 
The  ability  to  make  money  is  by  no  means  conclu- 
sive proof  of  any  man's  worth. 

The  dividend  you  should  look'  for  is  success  of 
all  kinds,  in  whatever  the  bragger  endeavors  to  do. 
If  he  tells  you  he  is  a  great  and  honest  statesman, 
loving  the  people  earnestly  and  seeking  only  their 
good,  not  his  own,  you  should  look  to  his  attitude 
on  public  questions  and  to  his  official  acts  for  con- 
firmation of  his  claims.  Some  of  the  statesmen 
who  have  devoted  the  most  time  to  telling  about 
how  worthy  they  are  of  public  confidence  have 
been  the  most  self-seeking  and  corrupt. 

And  in  capitalizing  yourself,  you  should  exer- 
cise care  and  judgment.  You  shouldn't  grossly 
over-capitalize  yourself,  because  you  might  find  it 
humiliating  when  you  are  unable  to  pay  divi- 
dends of  success  on  your  own  estimate. 

But  on  the  other  hand,  you  might  better  over- 
capitalize yourself  than  under-capitalize  yourself. 
The  people  take  a  man  largely  at  his  own  estimate, 
providing  that  estimate  is  not  based  on  absurd  and 
inflated  vanity.  If  you  undcr-capitalize  yourself, 
people  are  certain  to  accept  your  estimate,  and  set 
you  down  for  being  as  small  as  you  say  you  are  or 
show  yourself  to  be  by  your  actions.  They  will 
stand,  too,  for  a  little  over-capitalization,  providing 
it  is  not  too  great.  It  should  be  about  what  you 
believe  you  can  expand  into,  and  no  more  or  no 

less.  • 

Many  a  man  has  gained  temporary  success  by 
absurd  over-capitalization.  People  took  him  at  his 
own  estimate  at  first,  but  when  the  bubble  was 
pricked,  and  he  was  shown  for  what  he  really  Was, 
his  collapse  has  been  ridiculous  and  humiliating. 
And  on  the  other  hand,  many  a  too  modest  man 
has  failed  because  he  under-capitalized  himself,  and 
because  the  people,  taking  him  at  his  own  small 
estimate,  have  refused  to  trust  him  with  the  chance 
to  show  what  he  really  could  do. 

You  know  your  own  capacity,  your  own  energy, 
and  your  own  ability  to  rise.  Don't  capitalize 
yourself  according  to  your  present  abilities,  but 
according  to 'what  you  are  going  to  make  them  by 
hard  work  and  diligence.  Don't  be  too  modest, 
but  don't  capitalize  yourself  upon  a  scale  so  great 
that  you  can  never  make  good.

Today,  thank.s  to  the  Import- 
ation of  bulls  of  the  best  shorthorn  and 
herfora  strain,  and  to  a  Judicious  weeding 
out  of  the  poorer  animals,  you  will  find 
some  very  ttne  herds  in  tiie  state  and  a 
eeneral  raising  of  the  standard  of  all  the 
cattle.  The  state  officials  have  recog- 
nized the  great  importance  in  the  raising 
of  better  cattle  ajtd  have  encouraged  the 
recent  tendency  to  improve  breeding.  The 
officials  of  the  state  fair  have  also  contri- 
buted to  this  cause.  The  State  Agricul- 
tural college  must  also  oome  in  for  a 
share  of  the  credit,  for  to  the  teachings 
of  this  institution  and  to  the  lessons 
learned  by  many  of  the  young  farmers 
sent  out  from  it,  may  be  attributed  much 
of  the  success  of  the  improvement  In 
both  the  general  farming  and  the  Im- 
proved stock  raising.  It  has  l>een  an  eye 
opener  to  me,  this  wonderful  Improve- 
ment in  all  branches  of  farming,  and  I

Around  the  Corner  in  New  York,  in  v.hich  many 
hasty  marriages  have  been  performed,  has  an- 
nounced that  hereafter  he  will  call  the  banns  on  all 
marriages  performed  in  his  church. 

This  church  has  been  for  years  tlie  open  door  to 
sudden  marriages  of  strongly  romantic  hue,  and 
much  of  its  fame  comes  from  that  fact.  It  is  sig- 
nificant that  the  pastor  of  this  church,  therefore, 
has  seen  that  there  is  much  danger  in  such  hasty 
marriages,  and  that  he  has  decided  not  to  be  a  fac- 
tor in  bringing  about  any.  more  of  them. 

Married  in  haste  to  repent  at  leisure  has  been 
the  story  of  a  large  proportion  of  these  sudden 
marriages.  The  step  is  so  grave  and  its  conse- 
quences so  lasting  and  so  vital  to  the  happiness  of 
the  parties,  that  every  restriction  thrown  about  the 
marriage  ceremony  that  compels  thought  and  due 
consideration  is  wholesome. 

There  will  be  those  who  protest  that  a  marriage 
is  "nobody's  business"  except  that  of  just  two 
people.  That  is  a  thoughtless  and  very  mistaken 
conclusion.  It  is  the  state's  business,  and  society's 
business,  just  as  much  as  it  is  the  business  of  the 
two  young  people  who  are  venturing  upon  the 
hazardous  experiment.  The  state's  interest  lies  in 
having  marriages  permanent,  happy  and  fruitful. 
Society  wants  its  members  mated  happily  so  that 
its  moral  security  shall  not  be  endangered  by  loose 
regard  of  marriage  ties,  and  its  peace  shattered  by 
frequent  dissolutions  of  such  ties  with  their  accom- 
panying scandal  and  disgrace. 

This  is  recognized  more  or  less  in  most  states. 
The  requirement  of  a  marriage  license  is  an  indi- 
cation of  the  state's  interest.  The  additional  re- 
quirement that  the  license  shall  precede  the  cere- 
mony by  a  certain  period,  such  as  the  Wisconsin 
law  now  prescribes,  is  equivalent  to  a  legal  calling 
of  the  banns.  Such  requirements  are  designed  to 
prevent  ill-considered  marriages,  and  they  are 
proofs  of  the  state's  interest  in  matrimony.  The 
only  trouble  with  them  is  there  are  not  enough  of 
them  and  they  are  not  strong  enough.  Ultimately 
they  vi'ill  be  more  rigid  everywhere

THE  HOMICIDE  SEASON. 

The  deer  season  is  about  to  open  and  sensitive 
people  are  preparing  themselves  for  the  usual  list 
of  casualties.  Men  will  be  killed  by  fools  who 
think  every  rustle  in  the  woods  betrays  the  ap- 
proach of  a  deer,  and  others  will  be  wounded. 
When  the  season  is  over  statisticians  will  sit  down 
and  figure  up  the  relative  proportions  of  deer  and 
men  that  have  fallen. 

It  is  strange  that  hunters  do  not  learn  caution. 
Of  course  a  large  percentage  of  them  are  cautious. 
They  not  only  think  to  look  out  for  their  own 
safety,  but  they  have  an  eye  to  the  safety  of  others 
when  they  shoot. 

But  there  will  be  this  season,  as  there  are  in  all 
seasons,  men  who  will  go  into  the  woods  attired  in 
garments  of  a  hue  that  is  enough  like  the  deer's 
coat  to  tempt  reckless  hunters  to  shoot  at  them. 

There  will  be  hunters  who  will  blaze  aw»y 
madly  in  the  direction  of  every  stir  in  the  woods, 
without  first  looking  to  see  whether  the  movement 
is  made  by  a  man,  a  deer  or  a  cow. 

There  will  be  hunters — and  many  of  them — 
who  will  carry  rifles  guaranteed  to  "kill  at  a  mile," 
when  they  never  expect  to  shoot  at  anything  more 
than  a  few  hundred  feet  away. 

There  will  be  men  who  look  upon  a  hunting 
expedition  as  an  excuse  for  a  prolonged  drunk, 
and  who  will,  under  the  mischievous  influence  of 
liquor,  do  careless  things  with  guns,  dangerous  to 
themselves  and  their  companions,  that  they  would 
not  do  if  they  were  sober. 

In  a  few  days,  therefore,  the  country  will  be 
hearing  the  usual  tragic  tales  of  the  fool  and  his 
gun.  The  annual  toll  of  human  lives  will  be  paid 
for  a  few  days'  sport  in  the  woods.  There  will  be 
the  usual  sad  list  of  widowed  wives  and  orphaned 
children.  And  every  tragedy,  every  bereavement, 
every  so-called  "accident,"  will  be  due  to  some 
man's  gross  negligence. 

It  was  a  wise  legislature  that  passed  a  law  sev- 
eral years  ago  making  it  a  felony  to  "accidentally" 
kill  a  man  by  mistaking  him  for  a  deer  or  other 
animal.  The  crime  was  made  manslaughter  in  the 
first  degree,  an  offense  which  is  punishable  by  im- 
prisonment in  the  penitentiary  for  five  to  twenty 

years. 

Nobody  has  yet  been  convicted  under  that  law, 
but  it  stands,  and  it  is  a  wise  and  salutary  statute, 
deserving  recognition  and  enforcement. 

Don't  go  hunting  with  a  fool.  If  you  find  one 
in  your  party,  take  his  gun  away  from  him  and 
keep  him  in  camp.  Look  before  you  shoot,  and  see 
that  yottr  companions  do.  Wear  bright  red  coats, 
if  necessary,  in  order  that  nobody  may  mistake  you 
for  a  deer.  You  had  better  look  like  a  fool  than 
be  killed  by  one.

A  RIDICULOUS  NUISANCE. 

A  vast  number  of  plain  people  in  this  country 
will  vigorously  applaud  a  recent  action  of  the 
young  king  of  Spain. 

He  has  given  effective  expression  to  his  resent- 
ment of  the  nuisance  of  French  menus  by  issuing 
an  order  that  hereafter  all  menu  cards  at  the  royal 
table  shall  be  printed  in  plain  Spanish. 

There  is  nothing  more  absurd  and  unreasonable 
than  the  silly  fashion  the  hotels  and  cafes  of  this 
country  have  of  printing  their  bills  of  fare  in 
French.  Except  that  the  French  pay  a  good  deal 
of  attention  to  cookery,  and  that  some  people  be- 
lieve French  cooks  to  be  the  best  on  earth,  there  is 
no  more  reason  for  printing  bills  of  fare  in  French 
than  there  is  for  printing  them  in  Choctaw. 

Few  people  in  this  country  speak  French,  or 
understand  it.  Nine  men  out  of  ten,  unless  they 
are  gourmands  who  have  made  a  special  study  of 
bills  of  fare,  are  stumped  when  the  waiter  places 
before  them  a  menu  printed  in  French.  They  may 
make  a  try  at  it  and  order  a  few  of  the  dishes, 
only  to  find  that  they  have  bought  something  that 
they  do  not  want.  "Give  me  some  of  this  and  this 
and  this  and  that,"  illustrated  by  pointing,  is  the 
expedient  of  the  man  who  knows  what  the  dishes 
are  but  dares  not  try  to  pronounce  them. 

In  the  beginning,  very  likely,  the  object  of  the 
French  bill  of  fare  was  to  make  patrons  believe 
they  were  eating  the  product  of  a  French  chef.  It 
was  reasoned  that  if  the  patrons  saw  a  bill  of  fare 
printed  in  French,  they  would  believe  that  the 
dishts  were  made  by  a  Frenchman.  But  the  prac- 
tice has  spread  until  most  eating  places  follow  it  as 
far  as  they  can.  The  result,  where  menus  are  pre- 
pared by  stewards  with  faulty  understanding  of 
French,  is  often  absurd.  It  is  always  annoying  to 
patrons,  and  it  never  deceives  anybody  about  the 
nationality  of  the  cook.  Indeed,  the  average  man, 
who  believes  that  his  mother  could  have  given 
cards  and  spades  to  the  most  royally  paid  French 
chef  that  ever  lived,  doesn't  give  a  hang  whether 
the  cook  is  French  or  Irish  or  Indian,  so  long  as 
he  can  cook. 

The  custom  will  be  changed  when  patrons  de- 
mand it  There  is  nothing  to  be  ashamed  of  in 
the  fact  that  a  restaurant  patron  does  not  know 
how  to  read  or  pronounce  French.  Being  an  Amer- 
ican and  speaking  English,  he  has  no  cause  for 
shame  if  the  French  language  is  not  at  his  tongue's 
end,  any  more  than  he  would  for  not  being  able  to 
speak  Polish  or  Russian  or  German.  Therefore 
there  is  no  reason  why  he  should  not  resent  it  when 
a  French  bill  of  fare  is  placed  before  him  in  an 
American  eating  place.  He  woald  resent  it  very 
quickly  if  the  railroads  began  to  publish  their  time- 
Ubles  in  Greek  or  if  the  street  names  on  the  corner 
lamp  posts  were  printed  in  Hebrew.  And  there  is 
no  more  reason  why  bills  of  fare  should  be  printed 
in  French  than  there  is  why  the  railroads  should 
use  Greek  or  the  city  authorities  should  seek  to 
direct  the  public  in  Hebrew  or  Egyptian  hier- 
oglyphs. 

With  a  royal  example  before  us,  maybe  we  can 
organize  a  little  revolution  that  will  pound  a  little 
sense  into  restaurant  keepers  and  hotel  men.

Pike  lake,  near 
Duluth,  has  t>een  partially  restocked,  but 
Mr.  Pullerton  has  further  plans  regard- 
ing this  lake.  It  Is  the  ambition  of  the 
superintendent  to  bring  the  fish  hatchery 
that  will  be  established  at  Deerwood  up 
to  the  same  plane  of  efficiency  as  the 
ones  at  St.  Paul  and  Olenwood.  With  an 
inevfused  appropriation  from  the  next 
leKisJature,  Mr.  Fullerton  l>elleves  that 
be  can  place  the  hatchery  In  the  northern 
part  of  the  staM  on  a  good  working  basis. 
The  breeding  of  bass,  a  fish  which  is 
exceedingly  scarce  in  all  parts  of  the 
state,  will  be  taken  up  and  Mr.  Fullerton 
believes  that  within  a  few  years  the 
ninirods)  will  have  some  of  the  finest 
fishing  to  be  found  in  any  part  of  the 
country.  The  work  of  restocking  lakes 
and  streams  that  have  been  thoroughly 
fished  out  ha«  been  progressing  with 
great  rapidity  during  the  past  two  years 
and  the  coming  year  will  result  in  a 
more  material  benefit  to  this  part  of  the 
Kiate.  The  bringing  In  of  trout  and  bass 
will  add  greatly  to  the  attractions  of- 
fered the  tourist  and  summer  residents 
and  in  the  course  of  time  will  be  means 
of  bringing  to  the  northern  part  of  the 
state  many  disciples  of  Isaac  Walton.  Mr. 
Fullerton  is  enthusiastic  regarding  the 
carrying  out  of  his  plans  and  promises 
to  increase  the  amount  of  black  bass  in 
the  northern  streams  by  90  i>er  cent  with- 
in the  next  few  years.

Shrewd, 
as  they  were,  they  left  out  of  consider- 
ation one  Important  factor.  They  for- 
got those  other  words  of  Scripturet 
"The  crooked  shall  be  made  straigat'* 

And  what  a  pitiful  exhibition  of 
themselves  some  of  these  men  hav« 
made,  as  on  the  witness  stand,  pur- 
sued by  relentleas  prosecuting  attor- 
neys, they  have  confessed,  at  the  point 
of  the  bayonet,  their  mlademeanora, 
have  acknowledged  their  cimplicity  ilk 
shady  transactions,  have  shown  them- 
selves to  l>e  Just  as  truly  lawbreakers 
as  many  a  man  now  behind  prison  bars 
whose  offense  was  stealing'  a  purser 
And  yet  these  same  "rich  malefactors'* 
were  capable,  li  their  more  Innocent 
days,  at  least,  01  great  service  to  th» 
public.  They  oould  have  l)een  amons 
our  most  honored  statesmen,  philaa- 
thropists,  reformers,  worthy  captains 
of  industry.    %

THE  FCUNDATIOKS. 

After  the  lluiry  ot"  the  "panic '  in  New  York 
•everal  weeks  ago,  when  men  got  their  feet  under 
them  again  and  their  heads  were  working  logically 
once  more,  they  began  to  tigiire  how  foolish  the 
fear  had  been,  and  while  the  fear  was  great  enough 
to  make  a  more  or  less  extended  period  of  curtail- 
ment of  activity  necessary  and  desirable,  they 
quickly  saw  that  the  underlying  conditions  were 
too  solid  to  permit  the  effects  to  go  very  deeply  or 
to  last  very  long. 

A  New  York  banking  house  put  out  some  fig- 
ures the  other  day  that  were  significant  in  this 
connection,  comparing  conditions  of  today  with 
those  of  1884  and  1893,  the  last  "panic  years." 

In  1884  the  money  in  the  country  amounted  to 
$1,487,245,838;  in  1893  it  was  $2,i79»oo5»36i;  in  1907 
it  is  $3,134,688,449  or  more  than  twice  the  amount 

of  1884. 

Though  the  population  of  the  country  has  in- 
creased from  54,900,000  in  1884  to  86,400,000,  the 
per  capita  amount  of  money  has  increased  remark- 
ably. It  was  $27  in  1884,  $3224  in  1893.  and  it  is 
I36.27  in  1907. 

This  country  had  $10  per  capita  in  gold  in  1884; 
in  1893  it  had  $945  per  capita;  and  in  1907  it  has 
$17.13  per  capita.  Furthermore,  today  gold  is  the^ 
unquestioned  money  basis,  while  in  1893  the  situa- 
tion was  aggravated  by  a  grave  doubt  as  to  what 
was  the  actual  basis  and  what  it  was  going  to  be. 

In  1907  the  exports  of  American  products  were 
brgely  in  excess  of  the  importations,  and  were 
nearly  seven  and  a  half  times  the  exports  of  1884. 

As  to  production,  the  figures  are  even  more 
startling.  Of  iron  we  produced  in  1884  about 
8-iooths  of  a  ton  per  capita;  in  1893  about 
Ii-iooths;  and  in  1907  29-iooths,  nearly  four  times 
as  much  per  capita  as  in  1884.  Production  of  cot- 
ton increased  from  4-iooths  of  a  bale  per  capita  in 
1884  to  i2-iooths  of  a  bale  in  1893  and  15-iooths  of 
a  bale  in  1907.  Corn  production  in  1884  was  32 
bushels  to  the  head,  in  1893  24  bushels  ^d  in  1907 
39  bushels.  Wheat  production  in  1884  was  9  bush- 
els per  capita,  in  1893  65-6  bushels,  and  in  1907 
7^  bushels. 

In  1884  railroad  earnings  were  $770,684,908  or 
$14  per  capita;  in  1893  they  were  $1,208,641,498,  or 
$18  per  capita;  and  in  1907  they  were  $2,846,640,296, 
or  $27  per  capita.  This  is  a  particularly  strong  indi- 
cation of  the  relative  prosperity  of  the  years  men- 
tioned, for  the  activity  of  business,  farming  and 
manufacturing  industry  is  accurately  measured  by 
railroad  earnings. 

These  figures  are  upon  a  per  capita  basis,  and 
they  show  tremendous  gains  and  immense  re- 
sources in  the  present  year.  The  relative  figures 
would  show  still  larger  increases,  because  the  popu- 
lation has  increased  also,  but  the  per  capita  shows 
more  accurately  the  condition  of  the  country. 

The  trouble  is  not  with  the  foundation,  there- 
fore. It  is  with  the  superstructure  of  speculation 
and  exploitation  that  the  broad  foundation  has  per- 
mitted to  grow  up,  and  there  isn't  half  so  much 
trouble  even  with  that  as  many  people  imagined  a 
couple  of  weeks  ago. 


When  you  are  buying  stock  in  a  corporation 
you  do  not  judge  so  much  by  its  capital  stock, 
which  is  the  valuation  it  has  placed  upon  itself,  as 
you  do  by  its  ability  to  pay  reasonable  dividends 
on  that  stock. 

The  same  process  of  reasoning  should  be  used 
in  your  judgment  of  men.  There  are  men  that 
grossly  over-capitalize  themselves.  In  their  own 
estimation  they  are  world-beatera,  and  if  you 
listen  to  their  bragging  and  believe  it  you  will 
think  they  are,  too.  But  the  thing  to  do  is  not  to 
take  their  own  word  for  it,  but  to  look  at  the  divi- 
dends they  are  able  to  earn  on  their  actual  values. 
That  does  not  necessarily  mean  money  dividends. 
The  ability  to  make  money  is  by  no  means  conclu- 
sive proof  of  any  man's  worth. 

The  dividend  you  should  look' for  is  success  of 
all  kinds,  in  whatever  the  bragger  endeavors  to  do. 
If  he  tells  you  he  is  a  great  and  honest  statesman, 
loving  the  people  earnestly  and  seeking  only  their 
good,  not  his  own,  you  should  look  to  his  attitude 
on  public  questions  and  to  his  ofHcial  acts  for  con- 
firmation of  his  claims.  Some  of  the  statesmen 
who  have  devoted  the  most  time  to  telling  about 
how  worthy  they  are  of  public  confidence  have 
been  the  most  self-seeking  and  corrupt. 

And  in  capitalizing  yourself,  you  should  exer- 
cise care  and  judgment.  You  shouldn't  grossly 
over-capitalize  yourself,  because  you  might  find  it 
humiliating  when  you  are  unable  to  pay  divi- 
dends of  success  on  your  own  estimate. 

But  on  the  other  hand,  you  might  better  over- 
capitalize yourself  than  under-capitalize  yourself. 
The  people  take  a  man  largely  at  his  own  estimate, 
providing  that  estimate  is  not  based  on  absurd  and 
inflated  vanity.  If  you  under-capitalize  yourself, 
people  are  certain  to  accept  your  estimate,  and  set 
you  down  for  being  as  small  as  you  say  you  are  or 
show  yourself  to  be  by  your  actions.  They  will 
stand,  too,  for  a  little  over-capitalization,  providing 
it  is  not  too  great.  It  should  be  about  what  you 
believe  you  can  expand  into,  and  no  more  or  no 
less. 

Many  a  man  has  gained  temporary  success  by 
absurd  over-capitalization.  People  took  him  at  his 
own  estimate  at  first,  but  when  the  bubble  was 
pricked,  and  he  was  shown  for  what  he  really  Was, 
his  collapse  has  been  ridiculous  and  humiliating. 
And  on  the  other  hand,  many  a  too  modest  man 
has  failed  because  he  under-capitalized  himself,  and 
because  the  people,  taking  him  at  his  own  small 
estimate,  have  refused  to  trust  him  with  the  chance 
to  show  what  he  really  could  do. 

You  know  your  own  capacity,  your  own  energy, 
and  your  own  ability  to  rise.  Don't  capitalize 
yourself  according  to  your  present  abilities,  but 
according  to 'what  you  are  going  to  make  them  by 
hard  work  and  diligence.  Don't  be  too  modest, 
but  don't  capitalize  yourself  upon  a  scale  so  great 
that  you  can  never  make  good.

Dr.  Houghton,  the  pastor  .of  tlTe  Little  Church 
Around  the  Corner  in  New  York,  in  which  many 
hasty  marriages  have  been  performed,  has  an- 
nounced that  hereafter  he  will  call  the  banns  on  all 
marriages  performed  in  his  chureh. 

This  church  has  been  for  years  the  open  door  to 
sudden  marriages  of  strongly  romantic  hue,  and 
much  of  its  fame  comes  from  that  fact.  It  is  sig- 
nificant that  the  pastor  of  this  church,  therefore, 
has  seen  that  there  is  much  danger  in  such  hasty 
marriages,  and  that  he  has  decided  not  to  be  a  fac- 
tor in  bringing  about  any.  more  of  them. 

Married  in  haste  to  repent  at  leisure  has  been 
the  story  of  a  large  proportion  of  these  sudden 
marriages.  The  step  is  so  grave  and  its  conse- 
quences so  lasting  and  so  vital  to  the  happiness  of 
the  parties,  that  every  restriction  thrown  about  the 
marriage  ceremony  that  compels  thought  and  due 
consideration  is  wholesome. 

There  will  be  those  who  protest  that  a  marriage 
is  "nobody's  business"  except  that  of  just  two 
people.  That  is  a  thoughtless  and  very  mistaken 
conclusion.  It  is  the  state's  business,  and  society's 
business,  just  as  much  as  it  is  the  business  of  the 
two  young  people  who  are  vesturing  upon  the 
hazardous  experiment  The  state's  interest  lies  in 
having  marriages  permanent,  happy  and  fruitful. 
Society  wants  its  members  mated  happily  so  that 
its  moral  security  shall  not  be  endangered  by  loose 
regard  of  marriage  ties,  and  its  peace  shattered  by 
frequent  dissolutions  of  such  ties  with  their  accom- 
panying scandal  and  disgrace. 

This  is  recognized  more  or  less  in  most  states. 
The  requirement  of  a  marriage  license  is  an  indi- 
cation of  the  sUte's  interest.  The  additional  re- 
quirement that  the  licenss  shall  precede  the  cere- 
mony by  a  certain  period,  such  as  the  Wisconsin 
law  now  prescribes,  is  equivalent  to  a  legal  calling 
of  the  banns.  Such  requirements  are  designed  to 
prevent  ill-considered  marriages,  and  they  are 
proofs  of  the  state's  interest  In  matrimony.  The 
only  trouble  with  them  is  there  are  not  enough  of 
them  and  they  are  not  strong  Enough.  Ultimately 
they  will  be  more  rigid  everywhere.

Because  of  the 
raising  of  otiier  grains,  however,  I  be- 
lieve that  the  not.  return  on  the  crops 
will  average  higher  than  some  of  tne 
largest  wheat  crops  iliai  have  been  raised 
in  tiie  state.  The  farmers  received  the 
bench;  of  high  pricas  en  all  grains  and  as 
a  consequence  have  fared  very  well  11- 
nancially. 

■•This  was  my  first  trip  through  the 
great  grain  growing  belt  In  the  last  ten 
>eai8.  I  was  greatly  surprised  at  tho 
Improvements  made  In  the  faiins,  build- 
ings and  stock.  Ten  years  ago  they  had 
the  poorest  lot  of  stock  in  North  Da- 
kota that  any  state  in  the  Union  could 
boast  of.  Today,  thanks  to  the  Import- 
ation of  bulls  of  the  best  shorthorn  and 
herford  strain,  and  to  a  Judicious  weeding 
out  of  the  poorer  animals,  you  will  hnd 
some  very  dne  herds  in  the  state  and  a 
eeneral  raisins  of  the  standard  of  all  the 
cattle.  The  state  officials  have  recog- 
nized the  great  importance  in  the  raising 
of  better  cattle  and  have  encouraged  the 
recent  tendency  to  improve  breeding.  The 
offlciala  of  the  state  fair  have  also  contri- 
buted to  this  caiue.  Tbe  State  Agricul- 
tural college  muat'  also  oome  in  for  a 
share  of  the  credit,  for  to  the  teachings 
of  thla  Institution  and  to  the  lessons 
learned  by  many  of  the  young  farmers 
sent  out  from  it,  may  be  attributed  much 
of  the  success  of  the  improvement  in 
both  the  general  farming  and  the  im- 
provod  stock  raising.

As  stated  in  The  ^Herald  last  evening 
Sam  T.  Pullerton,  superintendent  of  tiie 
stats  llsh  hatcheries,  has  ambitious  plans 
for  the  restoeking  of  the  fished  out  lakes 
and  streams  of  the  state.  ^  BsiMCially  does 
Mr.  Fullerton's  plan  apply  to  the  north- 
ern part  of  the  state.  Fike  lake,  near 
Duluth,  has  been  partially  restocked,  but 
Mr.  FuUerton  has  further  plans  regard- 
ing this  lake.  It  is  the  ambition  of  tbe 
superintendent  to  bring  the  flsh  hatchery 
that  will  be  established  at  Deerwood  up 
to  the  same  plane  of  efficiency  as  the 
ones  at  St.  Paul  and  Olenwood.  With  an 
incvfssed  appropriation  from  the  next 
leKis'ature,  Mr.  Fullerton  believes  that 
be  can  place  the  hatchery  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  stalte  on  a  good  workins  basis. 
The  breeding  of  bass,  a  flsh  which  is 
exceedingly  scarce  in  all  parts  ot  the 
Stat*,  will  be  taken  up  and  Mr.  PuUerton 
believes  that  within  a  few  years  the 
nimrodsi  will  have  some  of  the  flnest 
fishing  to  be  found  In  any  part  of  the 
country.  The  work  ot  restocking  lakes 
and  streams  that  have  been  thoroughly 
fished  out  has  been  progresshig  with 
great  rapidity  during  the  past  two  years 
and  the  coming  year  wfll  result  In  a 
more  material  l>eneflt  to  this  part  of  the 
Slate.  The  bringing  In  of  trout  and  bass

THE  HOMICIDE  SEASON. 

The  deer  season  is  about  to  open  and  sensitive 
people  are  preparing  themselves  for  the  usual  list 
of  casualties.  Men  will  be  killed  by  fools  who 
think  every  rustle  in  the  woods  betrays  the  ap- 
proach of  a  deer,  and  others  will  be  wounded. 
When  the  season  is  over  statisticians  will  sit  down 
and  figure  up  the  relative  proportions  of  deer  and 
men  that  have  fallen. 

It  is  strange  that  hunters  do  not  learn  caution. 
Of  course  a  large  percentage  of  them  are  cautious. 
They  not  only  think  to  look  out  for  their  own 
safety,  but  they  have  an  eye  to  the  safety  of  others 
when  they  shoot. 

But  there  will  be  this  season,  as  there  are  in  all 
seasons,  men  who  will  go  into  the  woods  attired  in 
garments  of  a  hue  that  is  enough  like  the  deer's 
coat  to  tempt  reckless  hunters  to  shoot  at  them. 

There  will  be  hunters  who  will  blaze  aw%y 
madly  in  the  direction  of  every  stir  in  the  woods, 
without  first  looking  to  see  whether  the  movement 
is  made  by  a  man,  a  deer  or  a  cow. 

There  will  be  hunters— and  many  of  them— 
who  will  carry  rifles  guaranteed  to  "kill  at  a  mile," 
when  they  never  expect  to  shoot  at  anything  more 
than  a  few  hundred  feet  away. 

There  will  be  men  who  look  upon  a  hunting 
expedition  as  an  excuse  for  a  prolonged  drunk, 
and  who  will,  under  the  mischievous  influence  of 
liquor,  do  careless  things  with  guns,  dangerous  to 
themselves  and  their  companions,  that  they  would 
not  do  if  they  were  sober. 

In  a  few  days,  therefore,  the  country  will  be 
hearing  the  usual  tragic  tales  of  the  fool  and  his 
gun.  The  annual  toll  of  human  lives  will  be  paid 
for  a  few  days'  sport  in  the  woods.  There  will  be 
the  usual  sad  list  of  widowed  wives  and  orphaned 
children.  And  every  tragedy,  every  bereavement, 
every  so-called  "accident,"  will  be  due  to  »ome 
man's  gross  negligence. 

It  was  a  wise  legislature  that  passed  a  law  sev- 
eral years  ago  making  it  a  felony  to  "accidentally" 
kill  a  man  by  mistaking  him  for  a  deer  or  other 
animal.  The  crime  was  made  manslaughter  in  the 
first  degree,  an  offense  which  is  punishable  by  im- 
prisonment in  the  penitentiary  for  five  to  twenty 

years. 

Nobody  has  yet  been  convicted  under  that  law, 
but  it  stands,  and  it  is  a  wise  and  salutary  sUtute, 
deserving  recogfnition  and  enforcement. 

Don't  go  hunting  with  a  fool.  If  you  find  one 
in  your  party,  take  his  gun  away  from  him  and 
keep  him  in  camp.  Look  before  you  shoot,  and  see 
that  your  companions  do.  Wear  bright  red  coats, 
if  necessary,  in  order  that  nobody  may  mistake  you 
for  a  deer.  You  had  better  look  like  a  fool  than 
be  killed  by  one.

THE  DIFFERENCE. 

Travelers  in  Europe  marvel  at  the  difference 
between  the  liquor  problem  on  that  continent  and 
in  this  country. 

There,  though  apparently  nearly  everybody 
drinks,  there  is  no  drunkenness  and  practically  no 
liquor  problem.  Here,  though  fewer  people  drink, 
there  are  more  drunkards  and  more  debasement 
from  the  use  of  liquor. 

The  difference  is  due  to  the  fact  that  in  Amer- 
ica certain  habits  of  drinking  lead  to  drunkenness 
and  debauchery,  while  in  Europe  these  habits  do 
not  exist.  Chief  among  the  practices  that  make 
the  liquor  problem  a  vital  one  in  this  country  is 
that  of  treating. 

There  is  no  treating  in  Europe,  and  practically 
no  saloons,  such  as  we  have.  Every  eating  place 
sells  liquor,  wine  and  beer,  and  nearly  everybody 
that  visits  them  drinks  one  or  the  other,  usually 
wine  or  beer.  A  returned  traveler  recently  reported 
his  amazement  at  finding  no  bars  in  Germany,  and 
at  seeing  almost  no  drunkenness.  Yet  there  were 
restaurants  and  beer  gardens  where  hundreds  of 
men,  women  and  children  were  drinking  beer.  All 
of  these  places  were  eminently  respectable,  and 
indecencies  were  neither  seen  nor  heard  anywhere. 

At  one  place  in  Munich  he  saw  3,000  people 
drinking  beer.  Women  were  as  numerous  as  men 
It  took  the  crowd  on  an  average  of  fifteen  to  twenty 
minutes  to  drink  one  glass  of  beer,  where  in  this 
country  it  would  be  gulped  down  instantly  and  the 
waiter  asked  to  hurry  up  with  more. 

The  traveler  asked  a  man  in  Munich  why  there 
was  no  drunkenness,  with  so  much  drinking.  The 
reply  was  that  the  Germans  do  not  drink  to  get 
drunk,  that  they  drink  small  quantities  and  drink 
it  slowly,  and  that  there  is  no  treating. 

On  the  other  hand,  drinking  Americans  in 
Europe  are  the  laughing  stock  of  the  continent. 
They  call  for  cocktails  and  gin  and  champagne  and 
whisky,  gulp  it  all  down  and  clamor  for  more,  and 
presently  become  spectacles  that  the  Europeans 
find  it  hard  to  understand. 

In  this  country  it  is  different.  If  six  men  meet 
in  a  barroom,  the  chances  are  that  four  at  least  will 
g«t  drunk.  One  comes  in  to  buy  a  drink,  and  he 
treats  ths  crowd.  That  puts  it  up  to  the  others  to 
treat  back,  and  even  though  some  of  them  have 
Mnse  enough  to  "take  a  cigar  this  time"  occasion- 
slly  all  oi  them  get  more  than  they  wiah,  and  go  I  end,  of  a  gun  to  keep  on,  but  some  men  don  t 


A  RIDICULOUS  NUISANCE. 

A  vast  number  of  plain  people  in  this  country 
will  vigorously  applaud  a  recent  action  of  the 
young  king  of  Spain. 

He  has  given  effective  expression  to  his  resent- 
ment of  the  nuisance  of  French  menus  by  issuing 
an  order  that  hereafter  all  menu  cards  at  the  royal 
table  shall  be  printed  in  plain  Spanish. 

There  is  nothing  more  absurd  and  unreasonable 
than  the  silly  fashion  the  hotels  and  cafes  of  this 
country  have  of  printing  their  bills  of  fare  in 
French.  Except  that  the  French  pay  a  good  deal 
of  attention  to  cookery,  and  that  some  people  be- 
lieve French  cooks  to  be  the  best  on  earth,  there  is 
no  more  reason  for  printing  bills  of  fare  in  French 
than  there  is  for  printing  them  in  Choctaw. 

Few  people  in  this  country  speak  French,  or 
understand  it.  Nine  men  out  of  ten,  unless  they 
are  gourmands  who  have  made  a  special  study  of 
bills  of  fare,  are  stumped  when  the  waiter  places 
before  them  a  menu  printed,  in  French.  Thty  may 
make  a  try  at  it  and  order  a  few  of  the  dishes, 
only  to  find  that  they  have  bought  something  that 
they  do  not  want.  "Give  me  some  of  this  and  this 
and  this  and  that,"  illustrated  by  pointing,  is  the 
expedient  of  the  man  who  knows  what  the  dishes 
are  but  dares  not  try  to  pronounce  them. 

In  the  beginning,  very  likely,  the  object  of  the 
French  bill  of  fare  was  to  make  patrons  believe 
they  were  eating  the  product  of  a  French  chef.  It 
was  reasoned  th^t  if  the  patrons  saw  a  bill  of  fare 
printed  in  French,  they  would  believe  that  the 
dishes  were  made  by  a  Frenchman.  But  the  prac- 
tice has  spread  until  most  eating  places  follow  it  as 
far  as  they  can.  The  result,  where  menus  are  pre- 
pared by  stewards  with  faulty  understanding  of 
French,  is  often  absurd.  It  is  always  annoying  to 
patrons,  and  it  never  deceives  anybody  about  the 
nationality  of  the  cook.  Indeed,  the  average  man, 
who  believes  that  his  mother  could  have  given 
cards  and  spades  to  the  most  royally  paid  French 
chef  that  ever  lived,  doesn't  give  a  hang  whether 
the  cook  is  Frenc'i  or  Irish  or  Indian,  so  long  as 
he  can  cook. 

The  custom  will  be  changed  when  patrons  de- 
mand it  There  is  nothing  to  be  ashamed  of  in 
the  fact  that  a  restaurant  patron  does  not  know 
how  to  read  or  pronounce  French.  Being  an  Amer- 
ican and  speaking  English,  he  has  no  cause  for 
shame  if  the  French  language  is  not  at  his  tongue's 
end,  any  more  than  he  would  for  not  being  able  to 
speak  Polish  or  Russian  or  German.  Therefore 
there  is  no  reason  why  he  should  not  resent  it  when 
a  French  bill  of  fare  is  placed  before  him  in  an 
American  eating  place.  He  would  resent  it  very 
qiiickly  if  the  railroads  began  to  publish  their  time- 
Ubles  in  Greek  or  if  the  street  names  on  the  comer 
lamp  posts  were  printed  in  Hebrew.  And  there  is 
no  more  reason  why  bills  of  fare  should  be  printed 
in  French  than  there  i«  why  the  railroads  should 
use  Greek  or  the  city  authorities  should  seek  to 
direct  the  public  in  Hebrew  oir  Egyptian  hier- 
oglyphs. 

With  a  royal  example  before  us,  maybe  we  can 
organize  a  little  revolution  that  will  pound  a  little 
sense  into  restaurant  ^..eepers  and  hotel  men.

the  law  will  be  allowed  to  take  its 
course  against  those  now  before  the 
courts.  One  or  two  cases  wll  be  press- 
ed through  to  final  decision  by  the  su- 
preme  court    of    the    United    States. 

"These  decisions,  if  in  favor  of  the 
government,  will  furnish  the  president 
with  legal  weapons  so  effective  tnat  no 
further  agitation  or  denunciation  will 
be  needed  to  curb  other  unlawful  cor- 
porations. 

"No  ope  has  ventured  to  urge  upon 
the  president  that  he  abandon  his 
chosen  policy,  but  friendly  supporters, 
men  of  loyalty  but  calm  judgment,  have 
endeavored  to  show  him  better  and 
safer  paths  of  procedure.  Mr.  Roose- 
velt has  listened  to  this  advice,  but 
more  particularly  has  he  been  in- 
fluenced by  the  sudden  and  overwhelm- 
ing cry  of  sound  business  distress  from 
many  cities  of  the  country.  As  long  aS 
it  was  merely  New  York  speculators  Id 
trouble  he  forged  ahead  with  all  the 
greater  abandon.  But  when  the  coun- 
try became  affected   he  paused. 

"While  nothing  has  been  said  by  the 
president  directly  to  his  Intimates,  it 
is  considered  very  likely  that  his  mes- 
sage to  congress  will  undergo  certain 
modifications. 

"It  is  realized  that  congress  could  not 
handle  in  a  single  session  all  tho  great 
national  projects  which  the  pre.-idv?nt 
has  launched,  such  as  federal  Incor- 
poration, federal  license  for  corpora- 
tions doing  Interstate  business,  control 
of  corporations  under  the  postroads 
clause  of  the  Constitution,  taxes  on 
swollen  fortunes  and  taxes  on  inheri- 
tances. The  new  plan  will  be  to  con- 
centrate on  one  or  two  measures  and 
push  them  through  to  completion  be- 
fore  undertaking   others. 

"Mr.  Roosevelt's  sudden  change  of  at- 
titude may  be  summed  up  in  the  phrase:

Counterfeiter    Caught    Redhanded  by 
Secret  Service  Agent  in  St  Paul. 

St.  Paul.  Minn.,  Nov.  9.— Ernest  R. 
Workman  of  Winnipeg  was  arrested  in 
the  Union  block,  this  city,  yesterday  af- 
ternoon by  a  United  States  secret  service 
agent,  and  ?20,000  In  counterfeit  currency 
was  found  in  a  suit  case  that  Workman 
drorred  to  the  floor  when  the  officer 
seized  him.

A  Bird  of  Interestlns:  Featarea. 


The  members  of  the  pelican  family  ara 
many,  and  differ  from  other  living  birds 
In  the  matter  of  their  feet.  All  the  pell- 
can's  toes  are  united  In  one  common  fold 
of  skin,  or  web,  while  other  web-foote.1 
birds — such  as  the  duck — have  but  the 
front   toes   so   Joined    together. 

The  pelican  is  most  remarkable  In  ap- 
pearance. He  has  a  sober,  dignified  way 
wl-.h  him  as  he  walks  leisurely  about  on 
the  sand.  He  Is  heavy  of  body  and  stout 
and  short  of  leg.  From  his  build  he  would 
appear  to  be  clumsy;  but  such  is  not  tbe 
case.  Indeed,  he  is  remarkably  expert 
and  ^wift  on  ihe  wing,  and  has  great  en- 
durani"-   while  on   a   long  flight. 

Beneath  the  pelican's  beak  is  a  bag-dk« 
pouch,  opening  through  the  t)eak.  Thl» 
pouch  serves  the  purpose  of  a  food-ba«- 
kJt,  and  in  It  the  mother  bird  carries  a 
supply  of  flsh  to  her  young.  This  pouck 
has   great  capacity   of   distension.

They  will  form  themselves 
into  a  cirole,  screaming  excitedly  ind 
flopping  their  v/ings  till  they  frighten  the 
fish  into  .1  confused  mass.  Then  Into  tbe 
assembled  prey  they  will  dip,  each  peU- 
cai  coming  up  instantly  with  a  8<iulrmin( 
flsh  held  tightly  In  bis  beak.  Into  tb* 
convenient  pouch  the  pelican  drops  bla 
fish  (be  appears  to  swallow  It)  then  dives 
for  more.  I  have  seen  one  pelican  se- 
cure five  flsh  before  stopping  work.  Then 
away  flies  Mrs.  Pelican  with  a  flue  fresh 
meal  for  her  young.  Or,  in  tbe  case  of 
there  being  no  young  to  feed,  tbe  bird 
will  fly  to  a  sand  bar,  or  upon  tbe  bank, 
and  regale  itself  leisurely  and  with  ap- 
parent relish.

be  Changed. 

Cost  of  Acquiring  Eleva- 
tor Property  Would  be 
Prohibitive. 


The  Northern  I'acific,  the  Omaha  and 
the  Great  Northern  Railway  compjiiiies, 
which  are  fighting  tht-  condemnation 
proceedings  of  the  Thund«r  Bay  road  for 
railroad  crossings  on  Rice's  Point  and  at 
Railroad  street,  b<gan  this  morning  to 
Introduce  testimony  in  support  of  their 
contention  that  the  Soo  road,  which  is 
b»tck  of  the  Thunder  Bay  eonipany.  has 
not  seleoteU  the  most  feasible  route  for 
its  tracks  up  the  point  to  Tenth  avenue 
West. 

Capt.  Hilon  I.  Parker  of  Chicago,  the 
railroad  engineering  expert  wa.<^  recalled 
by  the  defendants  and  questioned  closely 
as  to  the  best  route,  in  his  Judgment  for 
the  new  road  up  the  point  to  Tenth  ave- 
nue west.  Capt.  Parker  admitted  that 
the  best  route  would  have  been  to  con- 
tinue the  line  easterly  along  the  l>ay 
front  from  the  Pittsburg  Coal  dock  <io8s- 
ing,  but  to  do  this  the  company  would 
not  get  th©  track  facilities  that  it  would 
if  the  crossing  of  the  other  roads  is 
made  ami  the  wine  curve  1J»  followed  to 
the  Railroad  street  crossing.

DUN'S  WEEKLY 
TRADE  REVIEW 

Fewer  Failures    During 
WeeR,  Show  Improve- 
ment of  Conditions. 

New  York.  Nov.  9.-R.  G.  Dun  &  Co.'s 
Weekly  Review  of  Trade  says:  There  was 
fewer  commercial  failures  in  the  United 
States  this  week  than  for  two  weeks 
past,  reflecting  the  Improvement  of  con- 
ditions. The  failures  of  the  week  Were 
only  139  as  against  179  last  week..  Fail- 
ures in  Canada  were  less,  the  number  be- 
ing lUU  this  week  as  against  200  the  previ- 
ous week.  Cuutlnuing,  Dun's  Review 
says: 

•"Scarcity  of  money,  seasonable  weather 
and  the  holiday  combined  to  make  the 
volume  of  business  smaller  than  usual 
this  Week,  but  the  situation  Is  more  en- 
couraging because  of  a  general  belief  that 
the  financial  storm  is  being  weathered 
remarkably  well.  About  Hy,0»JO,OoO  In  gold 
was  secured  abroad  before  tlie  Bank  of 
England  raised  the  official  rate  oi  dis- 
count and  returning  confidence  Is  wit- 
nessed by  deposits  of  hoarded  money.  It 
will  take  some  time  to  restore  all  this 
cash  to  circulation,  but  the  treasury  has 
given  further  relief,  and  the  t>anks  are 
issulnir  notes  freely,  l^ieading  Industries 
are  handicapped  by  lack  of  funds,  and  so 
many  contemplated  undertakings  have 
been  deferred  that  working  forces  are  re- 
duced, especially  at  steel  mills.  Prices 
of  commodities  have  declined  still  further 
and  exports  should  be  increased  thereby, 
but  for  the  last  week,  foreign  commerce 
at  this  port  showed  a  loss  of  $'.2,512,691  in 
value  of  merchandise  exported  as  com- 
pared with  the  same  week  last  year, 
while    Imports    gained    >165,W>1. 

"In  a  few  departments  of  the  Iron  and 
steel  Industry  prices  are  slightly  lower, 
notably  pig  iron  at  Pittsburg,  which  ave- 
rages almost  t3  per  ton  below  the  figures 
quoted  a  year  ago,  but  there  Is  a  dispo- 
sition to  avoM  unwholesome  accumula- 
tion of  stock  by  curtailing  activity  until 
the  monetary  pressure  is  sufficiently  re- 
lieved  to  restore  normal  consumption. 

Most  companies  have  enough  business 
In  sight  to  maintain  activity  during  the 
year,  but  In  many  cases  purchasers  ask 
that  deliveries  be  deferred.  Less  activity 
in  exports  of  copper  followed  the  higher 
rates  for  money  abroad,  but  a  new  month- 
ly record  was  attained  In  October. 

••Textile  mills  are  still  active,  but  the 
cotton  jroods  market  is  nominal  as  to 
price.  Buyers  are  not  willing  to  operate 
at  the  prevailing  high  level  of  quotations, 
especially  as  immediate  requirements 
have  Ijeen  supplied.  The  olemrnt  of  spec- 
ulation is  entirely  eliminated  from  the 
primary  market  for  cottons,  purchases 
being  only  for  actual  needs  and  In  conser- 
vative quantities.  No  change  has  ap- 
peared In  the  woolen  goods  division  of 
the  textile  market,  duplicate  orders  be- 
ing limited  to  immediate  needs,  but  prep- 
rations  for  the  heavy  weight  season  are 
pushed  rapidly,  and  It  Is  thought  that 
woolens  will  displace  worsted  fabrics  to 
some  extent. 

••New  England  foot  manufacturers  re- 
port trade  quiet.  Numerous  small  or- 
ders aggregate  a  fair  volume  of  business, 
but  the  total  Is  much  below  normal  for 
the  season.  Loc.il  jobbers  trade  Is  also 
dull,  retailers  finding  fall  business  quiet 
thus  far.  There  is  little  activity  in  leath- 
er. An  easier  tone  pervades  the  hide 
market,  but  business  is  but  fractionally 
reduced. 

"Grain  declined  still  further  In  response 
to  lower  cables  and  reduced  flour  output 
at  domestic  mills.  The  necessity  of  pay- 
ing cash  for  wheat  and  the  difficulty  of 
negotiatiner  exchange  on  exports  of  flour 
has  forced  many  Northwestern  mills  to 
curtail  operations.  Shipments  abroad 
have  continued  large,  however,  but  ex- 
porters naturally  defer  purchases  on  a 
declining  market.  Nothing  has  developed 
in  corn  which  followed  the  leading  cereal 
downward: 

"In  the  Dominion  of  Canada  somewhat 
better  trade  conditions  are  Indicated, 
payments  on  the  fourth  being  more 
prompt  than  expected.  Toronto  wholesale 
trade  normal,  but  the  weather  has  been 
unfavorable  for  the  retail  dry  goods  busi- 
ness.

Lenient    Toward    Two 

Men  Who  Tried  to 

Burn  His  Home. 

Marquette.  Mich..  Nov.  9.— (Special  to 
The  Herald,)— Now  seeking  freedom  for 
men  who  Injured  him.  and  whom  he 
convicted  and  caused  to  be  sent  to  the 
penitentiary,  Sherlft  August  Beck  of 
Houghton  county.

Sheriff  Beck  was  marshal  of  the  vlUago 
of  Red  Jacket  some  ten  years  ago.

FROM  POVERTY  TO  MILLIONS 

Four  Out  of  Five  of  the   World's  Multimillionaires 
Had  a  Humble  Start  in  Life. 


It  is  a  curious  and  instructive  fact, 
that,  of  the  world's  multimillionaires, 
at  least  four  out  of  five  have  been  crad- 
led In  cottages  or  proverty-strlcken 
farm  houses  and  have  commenced  their 
strenuous  climb  of  the  ladder  of  riches 
from  its  lowest  rung,  says  London  Tid- 
Blts. 

It  was  a  very  modest  farm  house  in 
Wellington  county,  Ont.,  that  James  J. 
Hill,  who  today  is  the  most  powerful 
railway  magnate  in  the  world,  first  saw 
the  light  nearly  seventy  years  ago.  At 
15  he  was  tolling  early  and  late  In  the 
fields  to  support  his  widowed  mother, 
and  he  thought  his  fortune  was  made 
when  he  found  employment  behind  the 
counter  of  a  small  country  store.  A  few 
years  iater  he  was  glad  to  earn  |2  a  day 
as  a  dock  laborer  at  St.  Paul,  Minn., 
where,  after  a  romantic  wooing,  he  mar- 
ried pretty  Mary  Mahegan,  mald-of-all 
work  at  a  Httle  hotel  near  the  wharf. 
Today  Mrs.  Hill  looks  down  from  her 
1700,000  mansion  on  the  scene  of  her  early 
humble    labors. 

Charles  M.  Schwab,  America's  "Steel 
King,"  had  for  father  a  struggling  fac- 
tory operative,  and  earned  his  first 
money  oy  working  on  neighboring  farms 
and  driving  the  mail  cart  between  Cres- 
son  and  Loretto.  From  plow  and  cart 
he  migrated  to  a  small  grocery  store, 
where  he  sold  tea  and  sugar  over  the 
counter  for  %2  a  week;  and  he  first  set 
his  foot  on  the  ladder  of  fortune  when 
he  was  engaged  to  drive  stakes  at  $1 
a  day  for  the  Carnegie  company.  With- 
in twenty  years  from  this  humble  start 
he  was  drawing  a  salary  of  £160,000  a 
year,  and  owned  more  millions  than  he 
had  ever  dreamed  of  possessing.

At  la»t  the  most  marveloua  trick  of 
the  Hindoo  fakirs  has  been  exposed, 
says  the  New  York  Preos.  This  feat, 
known  as  the  bog  and  spear  trick,  has 
been  considered  the  greatest  of  Hin- 
doo black  art  ajchdevements,  even  sur- 
passing the  famous  performance  of 
the  sword  and  basket,  that  mystified 
Its  beholders  for  generations.  Long  be- 
fore 1757,  when  the  British  forces  first 
obtained  a  firm  gra^p  upon  India,  tra- 
veler?  who  had  visited  that  country 
told  of  the  wonderful  and  mysteriotis 
powers  exercised  by  wandering  religi- 
ous fanatics.  After  the  East  India 
company  was  formed,  and  the  country 
fell  under  English  authority,  the  mar- 
velous feats  performed  by  certain  of 
the  Hindoo  fakirs  remained  as  mystify- 
ing as  e%'er.  It  has  only  been  of  late 
years  that  any  successful  efforts  have 
been  made  by  Europeans  to  unmask 
the  apparently  deeply  occult  powers 
of  the  mlraole  workers.  So  jealously 
have  the  Hindoos  guarded  their  secrets, 
the  success  that  has  been  achieved  is 
not  due  to  any  information  given  by 
the  fakirs  themselves. 

Tihe  old  sword  and  basket  trick 
amazed  aJl  foredgners.  In  this  the  fakir 
had  his  attendant,  usually  a  little  boy 
or  girl,  get  inside  a  closely  woven  reed 
basket  that  seemed  hardly  large 
enough  to  permit  of  the  slightest  mov- 
ing around.  When  the  cover  had  been 
secured  a  sword  was  plunged  through 
and  through,  apparently  in  every  direc- 
tion.   So  weH  had  tlie  attendants  been 


trainea  by  years  of  imtlning  practice  to 
avoid  each  thrust  that  when  the  per- 
formance was  over  he  stepped  out  of 
the  basket  unliarmed,  and  pointed 
smiillngly  to  the  sword  in  the  hands  of 
his  chief. 

Ftor  many  years  this  trick  was  a 
mystery  to  Its  beholders,  who  could 
not   conceive   how    it    was   possible   for 


these  performances,  when  the  slightest 
variation  in  time  by  either  would  be 
fatal,  is  certainly  wonderful  in  its  ac- 
complishment. 

Marvelous  as  are  some  of  the  trlcKS 
performed  by  the  Hindoo  fakirs  that 
wander  over  India,  they  are  not  to  be 
compared  with  the  feats  of  the  BhlKS- 
hus  or  Mahatamas.  The  Bhikshus  or 
Mahatmas  never  perform  a  so-called 
miracle  outside  the  confines  of  the 
temples.  They  are  looked  upon  by  the 
people  of  their  religion  as  little  less 
than  the  gods  they  represent,  and  the 
wonderful  tricks  performed  at  re- 
ligious rites  never  fail  to  Inspire  fear" 
and  respect  from  their  followers.  Ef- 
forts have  been  made  by  foreigners  to 
solve  the  tricks  of  the  Bhikshus  or 
Mahatamas.  but  so  jealously  are 
secrets  guarded  that  they  have 
unsuccessful.

The  fakir's  aim  must  be  true  to 
the  mark,  and  the  assistant  within 
must  know  to  a  hair's  breadth  just 
where  the  sword  will  enter  the  basket, 
and  so  arrange  his  body  that  the  sword 
will  pass  harmleosly  over  or  under  hJm. 
Since  the  trick  has  been  exposed,  ex- 
■hibitions  of  It  have  been  given  before 
a  few  spectators,  with  the  lid  open,  so 
they  might  observe  with  what  dexter- 
ity the  occupant  of  the  basket  evaded 
the  swxwd  point. 

More  wonderful  and  mystifying  than 
the  sword  and  basket  trick  has  been 
the  feat  performed  by  the  fakir  of  the 
bag  and  spear.  In  this  trick  tbe  Hin- 
doo faikir  has  his  assistant  get  Into  a 
sack,  the  mouth  of  which  he  firmly 
secures  and  then  unceremoniously 
hurls  his  helpless  victim  to  tbe  ground.

A.  M.  Miller,  Jr.,  Buys  Property  With  600  Feet 
Frontage  on  Superior  Street  in  the  West  End, 
for  Investment,  and  Robert  Whiteside  Adds  to 
His  Clough  Island  Holdings  by  the  Purchase  of 
Another  160-Acre  Tract,  the  Consideration  Being 
$40,000— Firm  Market  With  Increasing  Activity 
Has  Marked  the  Week  in  Local  Realty  Circles. 


The  past  week  has  been  marked  by 
some  large  sales  of  real  estate  in  and 
near  the  city,  several  deals  being 
ciosed  that  are  of  much  Interest  to 
thu-se  who  have  been  following  the 
real  estate  situation.  The  activity  that 
Is  shown  In  the  local  realty  market 
Indicates  that  the  money  stringency 
so  generally  fell  throughout  the  coun- 
try has  not  affected  investments  as 
much  as  was  feared,  and  the  local 
brokers  are  feeling  very  much  en- 
couraged over  the  prospects  of  a  con- 
tinued lively  movement  of  property 
during  the  winter  months.

The  above  illustration  is  of  an  eight- 
room  house,  designed  in  the  English 
style,  constructed  with  stucco  and 
half  timber  work  for  first  story  walls 
and  gaihles.

The  dining  room  opens 
Into  both  living  room  and  hall.  A  fire- 
place In  the  dining  room  adds  to  its 
ccmifort.  The  door  from  dmlng  room 
to  kitchen  is  near  the  pantry  entrance, 
making  service  very  convenient.  The 
tntr.v,  with  sipace  for  refrigerator  and 
shelves,  opens  out  to  the  rear  porch. 
The  basement  stairway,  equally  access- 
able  from  rear  and  front  of  house,  is 
planned   with  a  landing,  from  which  a 


door  opens  directly  out  at  ground  level, 
making  a  most  convenient  basement 
entrance. 

The  second  story  plan  "is  notable  for 
Its  compact  arrangement.  Its  abund- 
ance of  closet  space,  and  Its  light  and 
well  arranged  rooms.  The  room  over 
the  hall  Is  provided  with  a  fireplace, 
and  could  be  used  as  the  library,  or  an 
upstairs  sitting  room.  The  bathroom, 
of  good  siez,  is  situated  directly  over 
the  kitchen,  thereby  confining  all 
plumbing  to  one  stack. 

From  the  second  story  a  stairway  Is 
provided  to  the  attic,  where,  If  desired, 
two  additional  bedrooms  and  a  bath- 
ro«im  could  be  finished. 

The  dimensions  of  building,  without 
pantry  and  bay  window  projections, 
are  27  feet  8  Inches  by  31  feet  8  In- 
ches.    Basement  under  entire  house   Is 

7  feet  high;  first  story,  9  feet,  and  sec- 
ond story  8  feet  6  Inches  in  the  clear. 
The  attic  could  be  finished  with  a  clear 

8  feet  ceiling.  Floors  throughout  to  be 
of  hardwood,  and  the  first  story  fin- 
ished in  oak,  and  the  second  story  in 
pine.

Marconi   Experimenting 

With  Hertzian  Waves  for 

Force  Transmission. 

Discusses  the  Alleged  In- 
vention to  Nullify  Wire- 
less Messages. 


Sydney.   N.   8.,   Nov.   11.— While  occu- 
pied  chiefly   at    Glace   Bay   in   the   per- ' 
(fection  of  his  newly   inaugurated   serv- i 
Ice   of    trans-Atlantic    wireless    telegra- j 
phy,    Signor    Marconi    announces    that! 
he  is  giving  considerable  thought  to  tho! 
employment     of     Hertzian    waves     for 
transmission    of    power    as    well    as    a 
means  of  communication. 

He  explained  In  an  Interview  that  the 
Hertzian  waves  are  now  being  em- 
ployed to  many  purposes  besides  teleg- 
raphy In  the  British  army.  All  of  the 
larger  ships,  he  said,  were  equipp..>d 
with  an  apparatus  by  which  the  same 
waves  that  were  employed  for  wire- 
less communication  were  used  for  the 
invisible  transml.sslon  of  power  to  the 
extent  of  controlling  and  exploding  tor- 
j>edoes. 

I  The  inventor's  attention  was  called  to 
I  a  recent  cable  despatch  from  Paris  tell- 
jing  of  an  Austrian  electrician,  who  was 
attempting  to  obtain  financial  support 
from  the  American  colony  there  to  try 
an  inventlrn.  which  he  claimed  would 
nullify  wireless  messages  In  case  ot 
war.  Admitting  the  possibilities  of 
such  an  Invention,  Mr.  Marconi  re- 
marked that  whereas  the  present  cables 
can  easily  be  cut  with  a  few  blows,  it  I 
would  require  the  erection  of  a  large 
plant  to  nullify  the  wireless  service,  I 
and  as  the  Invention  has  to  be  yet 
thoroughly  tested  It  might  not  succeed.

"The  hew  smelting  contract  of  the 
North  Butte  becomes  effective  June  1, 
1908,  when  the  cost  of  smelting  this  com- 
pany's ore  win  be  reduced  $1  per  ton. 
The  saving  thus  to  be  effected  Is  equal  to 
$1  per  share  per  annum  on  the  outstand- 
ing stock,  accepting  as  a  basis  the  ton- 
nage treated  prior  to  the  recent  partial 
.suspension  of  operations. 

"The  North  Butte  is  now  supplying  400 
tona  of  ore  daily,  the  entire  output  com- 
ing from  the  ISOO-foot  level  of  the  Edith 
May  vein,  where  a  length  of  about  TiO 
feet  of  openings  has  been  created.  Of 
this  tonnage  6(1  per  cent  is  first-class  ore, 
yielding  8«4  per  cent  copper  at  the  smelt- 
ers, while  the  recovery  from  the  second- 
class  ore  amounts  to  4.6  per  cent.  This 
would  indicate  an  average  refined  yield 
of  alwut  138  pounds  per  ton  of  ore  treated, 
in  which  fact  is  to  be  found  assurance  of 
extremely  low  operating  costs.

INDINAN  SUPERSTITIONS. 

The  Whirlwind  and  the  Thunder  Objects 
of  Curious  Theories. 

The  Dakotas  believe  that  there  is  a 
close  relation  between  the  whirlwind 
and  the  fluttering  wings  of  a  moth. 
The  coc'oon  is  regarded  as  the  mys- 
terious object  from  which  a  power 
similar  to  that  of  the  whirlwind 
emanates,  as  attested  by  the  emerg- 
ence   from    it    Of    the    moth. 

Dr.  Wlssler  explains  in  Discovery 
that  the  whirlwind  meant  by  the  Da- 
kota is  the  harmless  little  whirl  one 
seese  upon  the  plains  every  clear  day. 
The  Jong,  slender  column  betraying 
its  presence  makes  a  profound  im- 
pression    upon     the    Indian. 

In     the      whirlwind      somehow      and 
somewhere    resides    the    power    to    pro- 
duce  confusion  of   mind.     Thus   it   was 
natural    that   Its   aid  should   have   been  i 
invoked    by    the   warrkirs   on   going    in-  i 
to    battle,    for   to   be   as    intangible,    in- 
visible   and    destructive    as    the     wind 
was   their   one   great    desire.     When   a  i 
man   loses  his  presence  of  mind   he   is 
I  said    to    have    been    overcome    by    the  , 
.  whirlwind.  I 

A    cocoon    of    a    moth    taken    with    a 
portion  of  the  twig  upon  which  It   was 
found  and  wrapped  in  an  eagle  plume,  ] 
or    down,    is    regarded    as    a    perpetual  i 
prayer  to   the  power  of  the  whirlwind.  ' 
This  prayer  is  not  only  symbolized  by 
the  genuine  cocoon  worn  upon  the  per- 
son,   but    also    by    Its   Image   in   stuffed  ' 
buckskin  or  lf>'  its  sketcned  or  painted 
representation. 

The    Blackfeet    see    a      relation      be- 
tween  the  moth   and  sleep  and  appeal 
to  it  when  they  desire  to  have  dreams,  ' 
for   with    them    power    is   always   con-  I 
ferred   in   a  dream.   In  the  case  of  un-  : 
requited    love     the     whirlwind     is     In-  • 
voked.    It   is   believed   that  It   can   con-  j 
fuse    the    mind    of    a    girl    tc    such    a 
degree    that    Bhe      cannot      resist      the 
pleadings   of   the   enamoured    swain. 

Some    of    the    Dakotas    believe    that 
the    bear    controls    the    power    of    the 
whirlwind,    and    that    a    prayer    must 
be  addressed  to  the  animal  for  tiie  as- 
sistance  of    the    whirlwind.    Sometimes 
a   person   will   receive   power  from   the  : 
bear   in    a   dream    or   vision,   and    thus  ■ 
come  to  have  the  aid  of  the  whirlwind  j 
because   of   the   conceived   relation   be-  ! 
tween    the   two.     Finally    the  power  of 
the    whirlwind   Is   also  supposed   to   be 
associated    with    the    buffalo    and    the 
spider  web.  I       * 

A  deity  of  equal  importance  among 
the  Indians  of  the  plains  is  the  thun- 
der, which  usually  Is  as.sociated  with 
military  exploits.  WJiile  the  Dakotas 
generally  regard  the  thunder  as  a  bird, 
usually  symbolized  by  the  eagle,  they  ' 
sometimes  speak  of  It  lis  a  horse,  a 
man  or  a   dog. 

The    horse    has    always    appealed    to 
them    as    a     creature     of     mysterious  [ 


origin,  and  In  many  cases  is  assumed 
to  have  been  giv^  n  by  the  thunder.  In 
any  event  there  is  an  association  In 
their  minds  between  the  power  of  a 
warhorse    and    the    thunder. 

The  thunder  is  often  represented  by 
a  zigzag  or  wavy  line,  usually  in  red; 
but  Dr.  Wissler  says  that  this  sym- 
bol really  represents  the  power  of  the 
phenomenon  in  the  abstract,  because 
the  Indian  lacks  the  conctption  of  a 
force  In  nature,  sa  that  the  symbol 
is  also  a  general  sign  for  the  presence 
of    mysterious    supernatural    power. 

Whistles  made  from  the  leg  and 
wing  bones  of  eagles  are  employed  by 
the  Dakotas  to  symbolize  the  cry  of 
the  eagle  as  a  representative  of  the 
thunder  bird.  In  battle,  or  sometimes 
In  stress  of  great  trial  they  are  sound- 
ed to  summon  the  aid  of  the  power 
of  the  thunder.  As  a  rule  a  zigzag 
line  Is  scratched  down  the  sides  of 
these  whistles. 

The  yellow  winged  woodpecker  Is 
looked  upon  as  an  associate  of  the 
thunder  bird,  "becau.se  when  a  storm 
Is    approaching    it    utters    a    shrill    cry 


not  unlike  the  sound  of  the  whistle, 
and  is  believed  to  be  speaking  to  the 
thunder. 

The   spider   Is   spoken   of  as  a   friend 

of   the    thunder,   and   it    is   the   general 

belief  that  the  thunder  will  never  harm 

It,     so    that    it    is     itself    a     protection 

j  against     thunder.     The    observed     fact 

I  that  a  spider  manufactures  a  web  and 

that   this   web  Is   not  destroyed   by  ar- 

!  rows    or    bullets,      since      they      pass 

!  through  it,  leaving  only  a  hole,  is  cited 

I  as    the    basis    for    the    conception    that 

I  the  spider  has  power  to  protect  people 

from  harm.

The  car  shortage  Is  at  an  end.  Local 
railroad  men  s.iy  that  all  evidences  of 
it  have  disappeared  in  Duluth.  There 
jaro  enough  cars  for  everybody.  This 
Is  the  first  time  In  many  years  that 
such  a  condition  has  existed  during 
tlie  month  of  November,  which  usually 
Is  the  busiest  season  of  the  year,  on 
account  of  the  big  rush  of  grain  from 
the   West. 

The  present  situation  was  expected, 
but  it  was  hardly  thought  the  shortage 
would  be  done  away  with  so  soon.  The 
unsettled  condition  of  the  money  mar- 
ket had  a  notable  tendency  to  relieve 
the  shortage,  the  Inability  of  shippers 
and  consignees  to  raise  enough  money 
to  carry  on  their  usual  business  hav- 
ing caused  a  marked  reduction  in  or- 
ders for  the  movement  of  commodities 
of   many   kinds,   especially   grain. 

The  fact  that  the  situation  has  been 
relieved  to  such  an  extent  appears  to 
preclude  all  possibility  of  a  fuel  fajn- 
Ine  through  the  Northwest  this  winter. 
While  a  change  In  the  financial  situa- 
tion tnay  result  In  a  heavy  movement 
of  freight  later  on,  and  a  consequent 
shortage  of  rars.  It  is  expected  that 
enough  coal  will  be  moved  meantime  to 
supply  all  the  wants  of  the  Interior. 

It  will  not  be  safe  for  Interior  deal- 
•  rs  to  withhold  their  orders  for  coal 
until  December  or  January,  walling  for 
their  present  supply  to  be  exhausted, 
for  the  possibility  of  a  rush  of  freight 
later  on  also  means  the  possibility  of 
great  difficulty  In  getting  coal  trans- 
ported. The  fuel  Is  moving  forward 
freely  now.  and  the  shipments  have 
been  large  all  summer  and  fall,  eo  the 
supply  at  most  Interior  points  is  now 
fairly  large. 


The  Railroad  Street  Ex- 
tension Will  Also  be 
Discussed. 

The  fixing  of  the  aggregate  .salaries 
In  dilTerent  departments  of  the  city, 
and  the  detailed  salaries  in  the  police 
and  fire  departments  will  be  one  of  th.3 
important  matters  taken  up  by  the 
council  this  evening. 

The  proposed  condemnation  of  prop- 
erty for  the  extension  of  Railroad 
street,  held  over  from  the  last  meeting, 
will  also  be  considered,  and  the  report 
I  of  the  city  engineer  relative  to  the 
same  dis?ussed. 

The  railroad  companies  are  opposing 
the  extension,  they  having  recently 
coinmunicat'i'd  with  the  council  to  thai 
efl'eet,  and  it  is  probable  that  they  wiU 
have  representatives  al  the  meeting  to 
night  to  put  their  side  of  the  proposi- 
tion in  its  best  light. 

Two  liq'ior  cases,  the  proprietors  of 
certain  saloons  being  cited  to  appear 
before  the  council  and  show  cause  why 
licen.se^  should  not  be  revoked,  are  to 
come  up  tonight  for  a  hearing.  The 
two  cases  are  those  of  Erick  Miki  and 
^Villiam  James,  both  convicted  of  tilt- 
ing the  lid. 

It  is  understood  that  the  temperance 
advocates  and  friends  in  the  council 
will  make  a  fight  to  have  .some  drastic 
action  taken  in  these  cases.  Alderman 
Moore,  recognized  as  the  exponent  of 
tlie  temperance  cause  in  the  council, 
has  repeatedly  served  notice  of  his  In- 
tentions to  push  the  fight  against  every 
violator  convicted  of  breaking  the 
laws.

A.  W.  Martin,  assistant  ticket  agent 
In  the  city  offices  of  the  Duluth,  .South 
Shore  &  Atlantic  road,  says  he  ca-unot 
see  the  necessity  of  taking  a  week's 
vacation  and  journeying  100  miles  or  so 
Into  the  forest  to  shoot  a  deer.  He 
shouldered  his  gun  yesterday  morning, 
rode  the  street  ear  to  the  end  of  the 
line  and  before  noon  had  a  deer  hun^ 
up  In  the  woods.  It  was  a  fine  buck  at 
that,  weighing  in  the  neighborhood  of 
140  pounds. 

Mr.  Martin's  friends  very  much  doubt- 
ed his  story  yesterday  when  he  return- 
ed to  town  early  In  the  afternoon  and 
announced  that  he  had  killed  a  deer.  He 
was  able  to  produce  the  goods  all  riglit. 
however,  and  not  only  did  he  show  the 
deer,  but  he  showed  the  spot  where  It 
had  l>cen  killed,  with  bloody  evidenco 
that  the  killing  had  occurred  there, 
which  is  more  than  some  men  can  do 
who  return  to  the  city  the  opening  day 
of  the  season  with  a   deer  carcass. 

Whether  it  was  entirely  through  luck 
or  because  ho  Is  a  .scientific  hunter,  or 
because  deer  are  numerous  just  east 
of  the  city,  that  he  was  able  to  bag 
the  game,  the  railroad  man  doesn't  say. 
but  the  fact  remains  that  he  was  suc- 
cessful In  his  hunt.  Mr.  Martin  got 
up  early  yesterday  morning  and  l>oard- 
ed  the  first  car  for  Lakeside.  From  the 
end  of  the  car  line  he  walked  toward 
the  pumping  station,  taking  a  course 
through  the  woods.  He  hadn't  walk- 
ed more  than  two  miles  when  the  buck 
came  into  view. 

The  animal  saw  the  hunter  first,  and 
was  off.  A  new  gun  was  In  the  hands 
of  the  sportsman,  and  lie  w^as  there- 
fore 80mewh.1t  in  doubt  as  to  Its  ability 
to  hit  the  flying  mark,  not  being  used 
to  the  weapon,  but  he  began  to  send 
bullets  after  the  buck  without  delay. 
The  first  shot  missed,  but  the  second 
w.is  better  aimed  and  struck  the  deer 
In  the  shoulder.  The  next  went  a  little 
high  and  caught  him  behind  the  ^ar. 
Of  course,  that  was  all  that  was  neces-

THE  CHECKING  DEPOSIT. 

It  is  stated  tliat  one  eliect  ot  tlic  measures  taken  by 
the  local  banks  to  prevent  tlje  local  supply  of  cash  from 
getting  out  of  town  to  other  cities,  which  will  not  return 
it  because  tl^cy  arc  holding?  on  to  all  they  can  gd,  is  that 
there  has  been  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  deposit- 
ors carrying  "checking  accounts." 

It  is  probable  that  this  is  oJie  result  that  will  be  per- 
manent. No  one  who  has  taken  up  the  practice  of  de- 
positing his  earuings  Diid  paying  his  bills  by  check  is 
likely  to  go  back  to  tiie  old  way  of  trying  to  keep  the 
cash  on  hand  and  to  pay  it  out  to  tradesmen. 

Most  of  these  new  checking  accounts  come  from 
small  depositors  who  have  not  hitherto  thought  of  doing 
such  a  thing.  They  received  their  earnings  weekly  or 
monthly,  and  if  they  deposited  any  money  at  all  they 
took  certilicates  of  deposit  or  opened  savings  accounts. 
The  checking  account  is  convenient  at  all  times,  but  it 
is  especially  convenient  now  when  the  available  supply  of 
cash  is  s.nall.  It  relieves  the  depositor  of  all  the  incon- 
veniences of  the  present  situation.  No  matter  what  form 
money  takes,  he  can  use  it  by  depositing  it  lo  his  credit 
and  dravviiiij  checks  against  it  for  his  personal  uses. 

It  is  not  only  a  real  and  valuable  convenience  to  the 
depositor,  but  it  will  help  relieve  the  general  condition 
by  lessening  the  demand  for  current  cash.  The  avail- 
able money  will  be  able  to  do  four  or  five  times  as  much 
work  when  deposited  in  the  banks  as  it  will  when  it  is 
carried  on  the  person  or  hidden  away  ;it  home. 

The  danger  of  losses  by  theft  or  otherwise  are  very 
obvious,  and  no  man  who  carries  his  money  with  him 
or  leaves  it  at  home  can  be  secure. 

But  perhaps  the  chief  gain  from  leaving  your  money 
in  the  bank  is  from  the  economical  side.  With  ninety- 
nine  people  out  of  a  hundred,  money  in  hand  is  a  temp- 
tation to  spend  money.  If  you  have  it  in  the  bank  the 
temptation  to  spend  it  is  very  much  less. 

Besides,  when  you  don't  have  your  money  in  the  bank 
you  have  no  check  upon  its  outgo,  and  there  are  hun- 
dreds of  little  leaks  that  you  don't  suspect.  If  you  bank 
it  and  draw  checks  against  it,  you  will  know  just  where 
it  is  going,  and  you  will  be  able  to  put  your  finger  on  the 
leak,  if  there  is  one,  or  the  extravagance,  if  you  happen 
to  possess  an  extravagance. 

Many  a  man  of  small  means  has  had  the  checking 
account  practice  forced  upon  him  by  conditions.  He 
found  it  hard  to  convert  his  pay  checks  into  cash,  and 
he  discovered  that  by  depositing  them  and  drawing 
checks  against  tliem  to  p»y  his  landlord,  his  grocer,  his 
butcher,  tic,  all  difficulty  was   removed. 

The  gain  in  economy  was  merely  an  incident,  which 
he  had  not  looked  for;  but  having  found  it,  he  will  prob- 
ably continue  his  practice  of  carrying  a  personal  check- 
ing account.  If  by  the  new  economy  which  this  breeds 
he  builds  up  a  balance,  he  can  transfer  that  to  a  savings 
or  time  deposit  where  it  will  draw  interest.

We  are  all  quite  willing  to  agree  that  the  mtiskrat 
knows  what  he  is  doing,  and  that  he  is  the  only  genuine, 
Simon  Pure,  blown-in-the-bottle  weather  prophet.  But 
our  situation  would  be  ever  so  much  clearer  if  he  would 
really  make  up  his  mind  what  kind  of  houses  he  is  going 
to  build,  and  get  about  it.  so  we  will  know  how  many 
Ions  of  coal  to  put  in  against  the  winter  s  chill. 

But  there  are  other  weather  prophets.  They  say  that 
the  squirrel  isn't  laying  in  as  heavy  a  supply  of  nuts  as 
he  would  if  he  expected  a  hard  winter.  They  say  that 
ducks  and  geese  are  slow  in  migrating,  indicating  a  belief 
that  conditions  are  going  to  be  pleasant  enoiyjh  to  war- 
rant their  remaining  with  us  awhile  longer  before  seek- 
ing the  more  element  climate  ..f  the  South.  They  say 
that  the  beavers  are  not  yet  cutting  their  winter  wood 
supply;  that  toadstools  have  few  or  no  wrinkles;  that  the 
deer  still  have  on  their  thin  fall  coats;  that  the  jack- 
rabbits  have  not  begun  to  drum  on  hollow  logs;  that  the 
goosebone  is  fair  and  unspcckled;  that  fishworms  are 
still  near  the  .surface;  that  there  is  no  thick  down  under 
the  chicken's   feathers,  etc. 

Humankind  does  not  appear  to  have  any  intuition  in 
this  matter  at  all,  so  on  the  whole  the  wisest  plan  is 
to  prepare  for  a  hard  winter,  and  then  there  will  b« 
greater  rejoicing  if  the  winter  is  mild.

SENATOR  WATTERSON. 

A  Louisville  dispatch  in  The  Herald  tonight  says  that 
friends  of  Henry  VVatterson's  are  urging  him  as  a  can- 
didate for  United  States  senator  from   Kentucky. 

The  results  uf  the  recent  election  have  disturbed  pre- 
vious calculations  as  to  the  senatorship.  Last  year's 
Democratic  primaries  chose  Governor  Beckman  for  the 
place.  But  the  Democratic  plurality  in  the  coming  Ken- 
tucky legislature  is  not  going  to  be  large  enough  to 
insure  that  the  dictates  of  tlie  primary  will  be  carried 
out,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  is  Democratic  opposi- 
tion to  Beckham.    Hence  the  talk  of  somebody  else. 

Mr.  VVaterson's  ideas  on  this  subject  have  not  been 
reported,  but  they  will  probably  be  decidedly  hostile. 
He  has  never  sought  political  honors,  and  has,  indeed, 
often  rejected  them.  He  would  probably  have  to  be 
tied  down  and  gagged  in  order  to  compel  him  to  accept 
them  now. 

But  it  would  be  worth  while  to  do  it;  worth  Ken- 
tucky's while  and  worth  the  nation's  while. 

The  United  States  senate  and  the  country  would 
benelit  from  a  few  years  of  Watterson.  His  honest 
scorn  of  pretense  and  palaver;  his  unerring  judgment, 
his  keen  sense  of  the  realities  of  life  and  his  quick  detec- 
tion of  the  false;  his  sterling  common  sense  and  staunch 
integrity:  these  would  be  an  honor  to  Kentucky  and  a 
credit  to  the  nation  if  they  were  given  a  chance  to  swing 
themselves  in  the  upper  branch  of  congress. 

Probably  there  is  not  a  great  chance  that  he  could  be 
induced  at  this  late  day  to  change  his  policy  of  refusing 
public  office,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  way  can  be 
found  to  smuggle  him  into  the  senate  without  his  notic- 
ing it.    The  senate  and  the  countryneed  him. 


A  DANGEROUS  SCHEME. 

A  week  ago  Saturday  C.  C  Coketair  of  Duluth  dis- 
played in  The  Herald  his  views  upon  the  desirability, 
from  a  Di'luth  viewpoint,  of  improving  the  river  water- 
ways and  of  providing  a  connection  between  the  lakes 
and  the  rivers. 

The  following  Monday  F.  B.  Spellman,  in  a  com- 
munication to  The  Herald,  voiced  the  fear  which  The 
Herald  has  frequently  expressed,  that  the  opening  of  a 
.waterway  from  the  lakes  to  the  rivers  would  divert  suffi- 
cient water  to  imperii  the  priceless  west-to-east  water- 
way that  the  Great  Lakes  now  afford. 

Saturday  Mr.  Cokefair,  who  is  an  accomplished  engi- 
neer whose  opinion  carries  great  weight,  replied  to  this 
query  by  staling  that  the  proposed  canal  from  Duluth  to 
the  Mississippi  would  not  divert  enough  water  to  make  a 
difference,  as  the  canal  would  use  slack-water  only,  be- 
cause of  the  height  of  land  that  must  be  surmounted  by 
locks.  As  to  the  Chicago  Lakes-to-Gulf  scheme,  how- 
ever, Mr.  Cokefair  admits  that  it  contains  such  possibili- 
ties, but  asserts  that  the  work  would  be  done  under  the 
direction  of  the  army  engineers,  who  would  not  permit 
the  plans  to  involve  harm  to  the  lake  waterways. 

It  is  unquestionably  true  that  the  canal  from  Lake 
Superior  to  the  Mississippi  would  not  endanger  the  lake 
levels,  for  the  reason  stated. 

But  the  Chicago  scheme  contains  too  many  possi- 
bilities of  peril  to  succeed  without  the  strongest  assur- 
ances that  it  will  do  no  harm.  Canada's  interest  in  the 
lake  levels  is  equal  to  that  of  the  United  States,  and  Can- 
ada may  be  depended  ui)on  to  stop  it  if  the  other  lake 
states  cannot. 


WEATHER  NATURE  FAKIRS. 

The  weather  prohpets  who  draw  their  conclusions 
from  nature,  and  who  gravely  inform  us  what  kind  of  a 
winter  we  are  going  to  have,  are  very  interesting  indeed 
but  we  should  appreciate  them  a  little  more  fully,  per- 
haps, if  they  could  manage  to  agree. 

From  nature  prophets  of  apparently  equal  weight  and 
assurance  of  correctness,  we  can  learn  these  'days  that 
we  are  going  tff  have  an  open  winter  with  plenty  of 
snow,  a  hard  winter  without  much  snow,  an  open  winter 
without  snow,  or  a  hard  winter  with  snow.  We  can  take 
our  pick,  but  since  these  irreconcilable  conclusions  are  all 
drawn  from  nature,  we  have^  nothing  left  to  base  our 
choice  upon  except  our  personal  desires,  which  lead  us 
naturally  to  believe  the  prophets  whose  predictions  arc 
most  cheerful. 

On  the  whole,  judging  from  a  wide  range  of  reports 
of  this  character,  the  preponderance  of  the  evidence 
seems  to  be  with  the  mild  winter  prophets.  This  may 
however,  be  due  to  the  impulse  of  desire;  in  other  words' 
the  wish  may  be  father  to  the  thought.  But  however 
that  may  be,  it  is  quite  clear  that  the  majority  of  the 
nature  prophets  incline  to  the  view  that  the  winter  i.s 
not  going  to  be  a  hard  one.

WHO  HOLDS  THE  BAG? 

The  Windom  Reporter,  published  in  Southern  Minne- 
sota, after  quoting  a  description  of  what  the  immigra- 
tion commission  expects  to  do  toward  developing  the 
state  by  attracting  settlers  to  its  vacant  and  idle  acres, 
adds  thi«  heart-broken  complaint: 

So  It  "always  was  and  ever  shall  he'-Northern 
Minnesota  gets  the  whole  thing.  .Southern  Minnesota 
nils  Held  the  bug  for  lo,  these  many  years,  but  when 
tnero  is  anything  doing  the  Twin  City  aggregation 
of  ntw.spapers.  politicians,  etc..  turns  evorythin*  to- 
ward  Nortliern   Minnesota.  *<•""•» 

This  is  vastly  interesting  and  refreshing,  by  way  of 
variety.  It  will  be  highly  entertaining  in  Northern 
Minnesota,  where  a  different  impression  prevails. 

It  will  be  news  up  in  these  regions  that  Northern 
Minnesota  has  been  getting  "everything."  The  impres- 
sion prevails  here  that  Northern  Minnesota  has  been 
getting  little  or  nothing,  except  the  privilege  of  paying 
heavy  taxes. 

Draw  a  line  just  north  of  the  Twin  Cities,  dear  Re- 
porter, and  then  figure  a  little.  You  will  find  a  vast  flow 
of  taxes  setting  in  from  the  north — one  county  alone 
pays  a  fourth  of  the  state's  entire  revenue— and  practi- 
cally nothing  going  north.  You  will  find  all  of  the  state 
officers  located  south  of  that  line;  you  will  find  most 
of  the  state  institutions  south  of  that  line;  you  will  find 
nine-tenths  of  the  need  of  state  help  north  of  that  line 
and  about  one-tenth  of  the  state's  money  being  spent 
ncrth  of  that  line. 

North  of  that  line  you  will  find  millions  of  acres  of 
swamp  lands,  given  to  the  state  by  the  government  many 
years  ago  in  consideration  of  an  agreement  by  the  state 
that  it  would  drain  them  and  make  them  fit  for  agricul- 
ture, and  you  will  find  very  few  acres  that  have  been 
redeemed.  North  of  that  line  you  will  find  practically  all 
of  the  state's  land-holdings,  vacant,  idle  and  profitless 
because  hitherto  the  state  has  refrained  from  spending 
a  cent  to  attract  settlers. 

Examine  the  state's  expenditures  for  roads  in  past 
years,  and  you  will  find  that  because  Southern  Minne- 
sota has  the  balance  of  legislative  power  regardless  of 
the  shifting  of  the  center  of  population  northward,  the 
greater  part  of  the  money  has  been  spent  in  Southern 
Minnesota,  and  a  very  little  of  it  spent  in  Northern 
Minnesota,  though  Southern  Minnesota  is  rich  enough 
to  build  all  her  own  roads,  and  Northern  Minnesota, 
because  of  her  areas  of  idle  state  lands  that  contribute' 
nothing  to  local  expenses,  can  have  no  adequate  road 
system  without  state  aid. 

And  while  we  are  on  this  subject,  let  «s  acquit  the 
Twin  Cities  and  their  newspapers  from  the  charge  of 
throwing  everything  to  Northern  Minnesota  at  the 
expense  of  Southern  Minnesota.  They  have,  it  is  true, 
tried  to  throw  Northern  Minnesota  vast  forest  reserves 


and  thiTO  were  thirteen  coaches  on  the 
special  carrying  us  to  the  scene  of  the 
testivilies,  tnat  were  to  marit  llio  home- 
coming of  many  a  prodigal  son.  Some 
of  the  more  superstitious  did  not  want 
to  ride  on  a  train  with  thirteen  coaches, 
but  tiie  majority  ruled  and  we  tinaily 
stalled  with  the  111  omened  number  of 
coaches.  We  had  not  been  riding  for 
more  than  half  an  liour  when  we  come  to 
a  steep  grade.

The  branches  of 
the  trees  were  Inclined  toward  tliu 
track,  by  th«  indrawing  suction,  as  we 
passed.  A  dog  that  was  standing  near 
the  track  was  drawn  Into  the  vortex  of 
indrawing  air  an.l  was  force«l  to  run  be- 
hmd  that  runaway  train  until  nature, 
abu.sed  and  overtaxed,  gave  out  ajid  the 
panting  animal  drojiped  dead.  Suddenly 
we  passed  a  small  shed,  where  the  divi- 
sion handcar  was  housed,  and  the  suc- 
tion of  our  train  cauKht  the  small  struc- 
ture, like  the  wliirlwind  catches  a  straw, 
and  lirtiiiK  It  from  Us  upright  drew  it 
into  Uie  waite  of  the  train.

GRAND  JURY  SYSTEM  IS 
REGARDED  A  BIG  FARCE 


November  Grand  Jury 
Passes  Resolutions  Urg- 
ing Its  Abolishment 

Says  the  System  is  a  Need- 
less Expense  to  Tax- 
payers. 


The  grand  jury  for  the  November 
term  of  the  district  court  completed 
its  work  thiy  morning  and  made  a  very 
unusual  rei>ort  by  presenting  the  court 
with  resolutions,  stating  it  the  opinion 
I  of  the  Jurors  that  the  grand  jury  should 
be  abolished  as  a  useless  and  needless 
expense  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  coun- 
ty.

Rev.  Arthur  H.  Wurtelc,  dean  of  Trin- 
ity pro-Cathedral,  preached  a  strong 
sermon  yesterday  on  "Brotherhood  Re- 
ligion and  the  Sin  of  Gossip,"  being  one 
of  a  scries  on  "Are  the  Ethics  of  Society 
Christian?" 

The  dean  of  Trinity  pro-Cathedral 
thinks  that  Duluth  might  immediately 
set  about  and  reform,  because  of  its 
thoughtlessness  in  the  matter  of  gossip, 
for  he  says.   In  part: 

"Look  at  this  great  and  promising 
city  of  Duluth!  Yet  it  Is  Just  like  a 
great  big  over-grown  country  town.  A 
city  is  niudi  more  than  an  aggregation 
of  Individual  units;  It  Is  a  great  Institu- 
tion whtie  a  certain  degree  of  Inde- 
pendence and  privacy  is  guaranteed  to 
tlie  individuuls.  On  the  otlier  hand,  in 
the  country  town,  your  private  affairs 
seem  to  be  considered  the  business  of 
eviiy  one  else.  No  matter  what  hap- 
pins,  everybody  knows  about  it  and 
talks  about  it.  There  lies  one  of  the 
troubles   with    Duluth. 

"The  people  here  seem  to  lack  many 
of  the  characteristics  of  city  life  and 
they  feel  that  they  have  a  right  to  talk 
about  anybody  and  everybody  as  tliey 
desire.  Have  they  the  right?  I  deny 
that  they  have. 

"Tlie  Chrlf-tian  religion  condemns  the 
frivolity  and  sinfuliu-ss  of  gossip  and 
Christ's  own  words  stand  out  clearly 
and  distinctly  in  no'  text,  "but  I  say 
unto  ycu  that  every  Idle  word  that  men 
sliall  8t)eak.  thty  siiall  give  an  account 
tlH-reof   In   the   day   of  Judgment.' 

"This,  I  suppose,  will  be  considered 
one  of  the  greatest.  If  not  the  greatest, 
gossiping  age  in  history.  It  certainly 
bids  fair  to  eclipse  the  era  of  Emperor 
Tiberius  and  of  the  prolifigate  Nero  In 
immortal  Rome.  In  Its  reckless  and 
scandalous  assaults  upon  the  reputa- 
tions of  prominent  men  and  women. 
Never  before  has  the  Interchange  of 
gossip   been  as  easy  as  It   Is  today. 

"Look  at  the  way  wild  rumors  of 
flnamial  embarrassmt  nt  will  circulate 
In  the  business  section  of  any  city. 
Women  are  not  the  only  offenders  In 
the  sin  of  gossip.  Men  are  often  as  bad 
in  saying  hurtful  things  and  spreading 
malicious  reports  that  do  as  much  dam- 
age In  'A  liusinoss  way  as  idle  women 
do  In  a  social  way. 

"Malicious  gossip  and  wild  rumors 
have  wrecked  banks,  embarrassed  busi- 
ness houses  and  sometimes,  even,  has 
drlvt^n  th*m  to  the  wall. 

"Now  against  those  evils  of  Idle  and 
malicious  gossip.  1  want  to  plate  the 
brotherhood  religion  of  the  church.  I 
would  make  tho  plea  that  you  have 
absolutely  no  right  to  slander  your 
neighbor  because  he  Is  your  brother.  As 
the  good  book  says,  'ye  are  brethren.' 

"In  tearing  down  the  character  of  any 
man  or  woman  who  lives  near  you,  you 
are  really  tearing  down  your  own 
character.  Evil  minds  think  evil,  but 
to  the  pure,  all  things  are  pure.  The 
church  cannot  speaR  out  In  severe 
enough  tones  concerning  those  who 
tear  down  rather  than  build  up  human 
nature.  It  Is  so  easy  to  say  an  idle 
word  that  will  Injure  another's  reputa- 
tion but  it  Is  so  hard  to  restore  public 
conlidenfe  In  one  of  those  who  has  been 
unjustly   injured."

Vote  Unanimously  to  Ac- 
cept Reduction  in 
Tlieir  Wages. 

CaJumet,  Mich.,  Nov.  U.  —  (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— There  Is  Joy  all  over  the 
Copper  country  over  the  welcome  an- 
nouncement by  the  miners  and  surface 
men  employed  by  the  Calumet  &  Hccla 
Mining  company  that  they  will  not  strike, 
aa  was  reported  last  week,  because  of  the 
12H  per  cent  reduction  In  wages  neces- 
sitated by  the  low  prices  prevailing  in  the 
markets  of  the  world  for  copper. 

A  meeting  was  held  at  the  Palestra  at 
4  p.  m.  Saturday  to  receive  the  answer 
of  Fnsident  Agasslz,  of  the  big  company, 
had  made  to  the  remonstriinc^-  of  the  em- 
ployes against  the  proposed  reduction  In 
their  wages.  There  was  a  large  meeting 
of  the  day  and  night  shifts.  The  answer 
or  the  company  was  in  brief  that  it  would 
be  Impossible  for  the  company  to  con- 
tinue paying  th©  <>ld  wages  because  of  the 
status  of  the  copjier  market.  After  the 
answer  was  read  and  there  had  been 
some  discussion  the  question  of  accept- 
ing or  rejecting  the  cut  was  put  to  a 
vote  and  by  a  practically  unanimous  vote 
the  employes  votc-d  to  accept  the  reduc- 
tion. The  rumored  strlk*  today  is  ac- 
cordingly off  and  all  of  the  mines  and 
mills  are  running  as  usual.  It  Is 
believed  that  when  the  prices  of  copper 
justify  the  company  will  restore  the 
wages  In  effect  before  the  12V4  per  cent 
cuf.

AaJCCESS 

First   Test    of    City's 

New  Pump  Highly 

Satisfactory. 

Throws    Water    Faster 

Than  Both  Old  Steam 

Pumps. 


The  electrical  centrifugal  pump 
that  the  city  has  just  installed  at  the 
Lakewood  pumping  station  is  all  that 
the  makers  claimed  for  it  and  more. 
The  first  test  of  the  pump  was  made 
one  day  last  week,  when  the  first 
current  of  electricity  over  the  Great 
Northern  Power  company's  wires  to 
Liakewood  was  turned  on  and  the 
apparatus  was  run  for  two  hours 
without  any  .sign  of  a  weakne.ss  in 
parts  or  with  the  least  showing  of 
vibration. ' 

The  test  was  conducted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Electric  company,  from  which 
concern   the  pump   was  purchased. 

The  pump  is  guaranteed  to  throw 
12,000.000  gallons  of  water  every 
twenty-four     hours.  On     the     first 

test  it  pumped  water  at  the  rate  of 
13,250  gallons  per  twenty-four  hours 
and    was    not    crowded    at    tliat. 

The  water  is  taken  into  the  Lake- 
wood  pumps  from  llie  well  in  the 
station-  On  the  first  test  of  the  elec- 
tric pump,  the  water  in  the  well  was 
lowered  two  feet  in  as  many  min- 
utes. Tlie  water  was  taken  out 
fasti'r  than  by  both  of  the  steam 
pumps    working    together. 

The  measure  of  the  water  flow  was 
obtained  by  the  reading  of  the  Ven- 
turi     meter.  The     dtpartment     ex- 

pects to  also  install  one  of  its  ordi- 
nary   large   water  meters. 

The  electric  pump  will  not  be  put 
in  regular  operation  at  once,  for  the 
reason  there  are  a  number  of  adjust- 
ments to  be  made  and  a  separate 
building  will  have  to  be  erected  to 
house  the  electrical  apparatu.s,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  underwriters'  code. 
A  dvsign  for  a  fireproof  building, 
one-story  high.  26^4  feet  by  24  feet, 
inside  dimensions,  has  been  submitted 
to  the  water  board  by  tlie  architect 
and  the  board  has  authorized  the 
call  for  bids  for  the  construction 
work.  As  soon  as  the  building  Is 
completed  and  the  electrical  appar- 
atus installed,  the  electric  pump  will 
do  full  duty  In  supplying  the  city 
with    water. 

John  W.  Hilllard  has  been  awarded 
the  contract  for  the  construction  of 
a  one-story  fireproof  station  on 
Grand  avenue  for  the  booster  pump. 
His  bid  was  $1,195.  The  other  bids 
were  as  follows:  Theodore  Nauffta. 
$1,290;  J.  A.  Foster.  $1,700;  Norstrom 
&  Johnson.  $1,594;  Alder  &  Dau- 
plolse.  $1,328;  Smith  &  Vokes.  $1,797. 
The  building  will  have  ground  di- 
mensions 26x30  feet.  It  was  orig- 
inally planned  to  erect  a  frame  pump, 
house,  but  the  underwriters  code  will 
not  permit  this,  and  the  contract  for 
the  wooden  building  was  cancelled 
by    the    board.

Pruss^ing.  the  well  known  Chicago  law- 
yer, for  three  years  president  of  thi 
Citizens"  association  there,  called  on  the 
picsident  Saturday  to  present  his  views 
on  corporate  reforms. 

The  president  read  and  discussed  with 
interest  the  brief  statement  which  Mr. 
Prussing    submitted. 

It  follows;  "Currency  reform,  anti- 
trust amendments  and  railroad  regu- 
lation naturaly  will  claim  the  first  place 
in  congress'  attention.  General  corix>r- 
atlon  reform  in  its  various  phases  may 
fairly  be  classed  as  second  In  importance. 
Long  and  varied  experience  in  corpor- 
ation matters  leads  nie  to  otter  tliese 
suggestions: 

■"National  control  of  interstate  com- 
merce coiporations  as  distinguished  from 
national  incorporation  of  all  or  most  cor- 
porations, will  be  readily  granted  by  most 
men  of  both  parties. 

•"Compulsory  publicity  of  accounts,  the 
subjection  of  books,  papers  and  plans  to 
inspection,  etc.,  of  government  officials 
will   easily   be  accomplished. 

■"The   new   step   advised    by    the   associ- 
ation of  .ittorneys  general,  slightly  modi- 
fied, will  be  in  the  right  direction  and  will 
be   approved    alike.     The   association    rec- 
ommends that  the  right  to  hold  slock   in  1 
.•;ny  otlier  corporation  should  be  denied  to 
all   interstate   commerce   corporations.      It  ' 
seems  to  me  that  the  purpose,  namely  to  i

A  resolution  was  presented  by  James 
O'Connell  of  Washington,  calling  for  a 
report  by  the  committee  of  a  bill  to  be 
presented  to  the  next  congress,  givinf 
the  same  relief  ai  law  to  employes  in 
the  United  States  naN-y  yardst,  who  nuiy 
be  disabled  by  accident,  or  to  the  heirs 
of  navy  yard  employes,  who  may  be* 
killed  while  in  the  pursuit  of  their 
occupation,  as  that  enjoyed  by  persons 
employed  by  private  corporations.  An- 
other resolution  was  presented  by  Mr. 
O'Connell.  asking  congi-esa  to  legalize 
the  half  day  holidays  on  Saturday,  dur- 
ing the  months  of  July,  August  and 
September,  which  employes  of  all  gov- 
ernment navy  yards,  naval  statlons.^ 
governmental  gun  factories  and  ar- 
senals have  enjoyed  by  proclamaxion 
of  the  president  during  the  last  two 
years. 


Chicagro,  Nov.  12.— The  trial  of  John 
R.  Walsh,  former  president  of  the  Chi- 
cago National  bank,  on  the  charge  of 
misapplication  of  the  funds  of  that  in- 
stitution, commenced,  today  in  the 
United  States  district  court,  before 
Judge  A,  B.  Anderson. 

The  indictment  under  which  the  trial 

was  brought  contained  160  counts.  The 

offense    charged     is     punishable    by    a 

term     of    from  five     to     ten     years    In 

prison.     It     is    believed     the     trial     will 

last  about  one  month. 

The  chief  issue  In  the  case  Is  whether 

or    not    Mr.    Walsh    used    the    funds   of 

the    bank   to   aid   his   own    enterprises. 

It  is  also  charged  in  other  indictments 

that  Mr.  Walsh  borrowed  from  his  own 

bank  more  than  the  legal  amount  of  10 
per  cent  of  the  capital  stock.  This 
trial,  however,  will  not  touch  upon  this 
latter  question. 

The  defense  will  be  somewhat  of  a 
technical  character.  The  government 
claims  that  Mr.  Walsh  substituted  for 
the  money,  it  is  alleged  he  took  from 
the  bank,  securities  that  were  of  a 
doubtful  character.  The  defense  will 
claim  that  these  securities  were  good, 
and  that  nobody  ever  lost  a  dollar  be- 
cause of  them. 

The  greater  part  of  today  was  con- 
sumed in  the  selection  of  the  jury.

IS  THE  MIKADO 
EXPECTING  WAR? 

Asks  Subjects  in  Hawaii 

to  be  Loyal  in 

"Emergency." 

Honolulu,  Nov.  12.— The  emperor  of  Ja- 
pan sent  a  birthday  message  to  his  sub- 
jects in  the  Hawaiian  isles,  in  which  he 
said:  "Should  an  emergency  arise,  offer 
yourselves  courageously  to  our  beloved 
country,  and  thus  guard  and  maintain 
the  property  of  our  imperial  throne." 

The  message  has  caused  no  little  com- 
motion, and  Americans  are  asking  what 
the  mikado  refers  to  when  he  speaks  of 
"an  emergency." 

The  reading  of  the  mikado's  proclama- 
tion from  100  platforms  has  been  the  sig- 
nal for  the  greatest  display  of  fireworks 
in  the  history  of  Hawaii.  Americans 
have  never  before  seen  the  Japanese  show 
such  enthusiasm  and  excitement. 


DISCOVERY 
OF  TpSON 

In  French  Navy  Followed 
by  Recall  of  Ger- 
man Attache. 

Rear  Admiral  Siegel  is 

Called  Home  From 

Wllhelmshaven. 


Paris,  Nov.  12. — A  special  dispatch 
from  Wllhelmshaven,  Prussia,  report- 
ing that  Rear  Admiral  Siegel,  the  Ger- 
man naval  attache  here,  has  l>een  re- 
called. Is  printed  here  as  an  item  of 
sensational  news,  presumably  in  con- 
nection with  a  recent  discovery  of 
treason  in  the  French  navy  and  es- 
pionage on  the  part  of  agents  of  for- 
eign power. 

Ensign  Charles  B.  UUmo  of  the 
French  navy  was  arrested  at  Toulon 
Oct.  25  on  the  charge  of  being  a  spy. 
An  examination  of  his  effects  showed 
him  to  have  been  in  possession  of 
many  valuable  documents,  and  he  af- 
terwards confessed  to  having  abstracted 
a  secret  signal  book  and  the  naval 
cipher.  An  army  reserve  officer  named 
Burton  was  afterwards  arrested  at 
Vendome  on  similar  charges. 

At  Toulon,  Nov.  10,  five  alleged  ring- 
leaders of  an  as.soclation  of  interna- 
tional spies,  which  apparently  had  been 
carrying  on  an  extensive  traffic  in 
military  and  naval  secrets,  were  ar- 
rested and  It  wa.«  understood  that  war- 
rants had  been  Issued  for  the  appre- 
hension of  fifteen  more  suspects. 

The  authorities  of  Toulon  yesterday 
searched  the  local  postofllce,  and 
among  other  things  found  a  telegram, 
apparently  sent  by-^nsign  Ullmo,  to  a 
German  agent,  offering  to  sell  Infor- 
mation concerning  the  defenses  of 
France.

as  Evidence. 

Dissatisfaict^n  Expressed 
Over  Attitude  of  At- 
torney General 


A  lull  in  the  proceedings  in  the  tax 
amendment  appeal  .  case  occurred  '" 
Judge  Dibeirs  court  this  morning  while 
the  attorneys  representing  the  appellants 
and  Assistant  Attotney  General  Simpson 
conferred  with  a  view  of  reaching  some 
conclusion  as  to  the  position  that  the 
state  is  going  lo  take  regarding  its  de- 
mand that  the  ballots  cast  at  the  last 
general  election  on  the  tax  amendment, 
be  produced  in  evWence.  The  state's 
claim  that  the  ballots,  especially  In  case 
of  a  dispute,  are  the  best  evidence,  has 
been  upheld  by  the  court,  but  if  the  state 
IS  going  to  insist  that  the  ballots  be 
brought  to  l>ulufh  it  will  be  necessary  to 
t  ontinue  the  hearing  until  such  a  time  as 
steps  can  be  taken  lo  collect  the  ballot 
boxes  and  ship  them  here. 

If  this  course  is  to  be  follov.'cd  the  job 
ahead  of  the  court  and  the  attorneys 
lighting  the  cas»>  is  a  long  one,  and  there 
is  no  telling  when  a  Hnal  determination 
of  the  matter  will  be  reached. 

The  position  taken  by  the  attorney  gen- 
.•ral's  office  In  obstructing  the  appeal 
case  with  technicalities,  has  caused  gen- 
eral dissatisfaction  among  the  citizens 
of  this  part  of  the  slate,  and  many  com- 
ments are  being  heard  to  the  effect  that 
.Northern  Mlnesota  Is  getting  a  shabby 
deal. 

What  makes  the  situation  most  exas- 
;teniling  to  the  people  here  is  the  fact 
ihat  the  recount  by  the  ballot  Inspectors 
•  as  shown  undenla4>b',  that  the  mistake 
bv  the  election  judges  and  clerks  was

attorney  general,  i-epresentlng  the  stale, 
should  be  llberalin  h's  policy  in  the  pres- 
;ent  proceedings.  It  is  believed  that  if 
the  attorney  gertevnl  wanted  to  show  the 
right  spirit  hi  the  matter  some  agree- 
nent  could  be  reaehi>d  whereby  the  re- 
l>orts  of  the  ballot  inspectors  could  be  ax;- 
tepted  as  evidence  in  lieu  of  the  ballots 
themselves,  partieiilarly  where  it  will  be 
an  impossibility  to  produce  all  the  bal- 
lots cast  for  and  ngalnsl  the  amendment 
at    itie  last  election.

Were  Employed  on 

the  Building. 


Oarl  Carlson,  who  has  been  building  a 
handsome  new  residence  for  himself  at 
Twenty-seventh  avenue  west  and  Third 
street.  Is  having  a  hard  time  getting  tho 
structure   ready    for  occui)ancy. 

Mr.  Carlson  is  pretty  handy  with  all 
kinds  of  tools  and  when  the  construction 
of  hie  house  began,  he  did  not  give  the 
contract  for  Its  erection  to  any  contract- 
or. He  peeled  off  his  coat  and  took  en- 
tire charge  of  the  job  himself,  hiring  a 
number  of  non-union  men  to  work  wlfa 
him.

They  have  been  put  off  with 
promises  until  two  years  ago  when  they 
were  told,  he  claims,  that  if  an  8  per 
c»  nt  grade  could  be  secured  along  th.- 
proposed  extension  the  road  would  be  put 
in.  The  street  car  company  now  dfmands 
a  7  per  cent  grade  and  the  city  engineer 
estii.iutes    this   cost   at   about   $:»),00U. 

The  representative,  Mr.  Olson,  was  of 
the  opinion  that  a  proper  grade  could 
be  secured  at  much  l^ss  cost  and  thought 
that  if  the  city  council  appropriate  a 
sufficient  amount  toward  the  project  the 
property  owners  would  willingly  raise 
the  balance. 

He  stated  that  over  400  families  would 
be  benefited  by  the  extension  and  that  it 
was  a  much  needed  Improvement.  Men 
now  returning  after  a  hard  day's  work 
arc  compelled  to  walk  up  the  hill  for  a 
distance  of  over  a  mile.  He  was  of  the 
opinion  that  the  line  would  be  a  paying 
investment  for  the  company  as  well. 

The  petition  presented  to  the  council 
chilling  for  the  Improvement  was  signed 
ty  over  100  names  with  that  of  the  West 
end  and  Hillside  Improvement  club  head- 
ing the  list. 

Alderman  liaven  spoke  at  considerable 
lengtli,  supporting  the  peUtion  and  was 
of  the  opinion  that  some  action  should  be 
taken.  The  people  In  that  portion  of  the 
city  were  justltied  in  asking  the  Improve- 
ment and  he  thought  that  the  council 
owed  it   to  them   to   take   some  action. 

Alderman  Kennedy  spoke  favoring 
eaily  action.  He  thought  that  an  8  per 
cent  gr&de  was  fea«able  and  stated  that 
the  street  car  company  is  operating 
lines  over  such  grade  now  with  perfect 
safety.  He  thought  that  the  demand  for 
a  7  per  cent  grade  was  mere  procrastin- 
ation and  urged  action  by  the  council.

HIGH  PRICES 

DKCIISSED 

Speakers  at  the  Unity 
Club  Choose  Interest- 
ing Topic. 

Law  of  Supply  and  De- 
mand Governs  Them, 
Says  E.  A.  Silberstein. 


"High  Prices"  furnished  the  food  for 
discussion  at  the  meeting  of  the  Unity 
club  held  last  evening  In  the  First  Uni- 
tarian church,  and  the  different  causes 
for  the  expensiveness  of  living  advanced 
by  the  different  speakers  proved  inter- 
esting to  a  good  number  of  listeners. 

The  principal  address  of  the  evening 
was  given  by  C.  E.  Lovett.  who  advanced 
the  theory  that  the  primary  cause  for 
high  prices  on  all  articles  was  caused  by 
the  money  market,  and  he  quoted  a  num- 
ber of  authorities  and  gave  many  sta- 
tistics in  the  support  of  his  arguments. 

"Some  people  think  that  high  prices  are 
caused  by  combinations  of  capital,  and 
some  people  hold  the  labor  unions  ac- 
countable, but  I  do  not  agree  with  them 
at  all,"  said  Mr.  Lovett.  "There  is  no 
question  in  my  mind  but  that  money  gov- 
erns the  high  and  low  prices  and  that 
money   Is   a   commodity." 

Mr.  Lovett  said  that  the  production  of 
gold  had  been  increasing  at  an  enormous 
rate  diirine  the  last  ten  years,  and  that 
prices  had  gone  steadily  up  during  tiiat 
time.  He  said  that  the  more  plentiful 
money  became,  the  liigher  prices  would 
soar. 

"The  increase  of  the  volume  of  gold 
production  accounts  for  the  great  pros- 
I)erltv  of  the  land,   said   Mr.   Lovett. 

"What  are  the  financiers  going  to  do 
with  all  the  gold  If  the  production  keeps 
up?  Now  we  are  getting  too  much 
money." 

Mr  Lovett  referred  to  the  ideas  and 
campaigns  of  W.  J.  Bryan  during  the 
course  of  his  remarks  and  he  announced 
himself  as  a  sharer  of  many  of  Bryan's 
views  on  the  silver  question.  But  he  said 
that  it  was  a  fortunate  thing  for  the 
country  that  he  was  not  elected. 

The  statistics  presented  by  Mr.  Lovett 
showed  the  increase  in  the  amount  of 
gold  in  circulation  in  the  world  during 
the  last  few  centuries  and  the  corres- 
pondine  Increase  In  the  cost  of  living. 

Before  he  concluded,   he  admitted  that 
combinations    of    capital    and    labor    did 
contribute  something  toward  making  high  ! 
prices,   but  that  the  increasing  gold  out- 
put of  the  world  was  mostly  responsible. 

E.  A.  Silberstein,  vice  president  of  the 
club,  who  presided  last  evening,  said  that 
In  his  opinion  the  simple  law  of  supply 
and  demand  was  accountable  for  the 
present  lUgh  prices. 

He  said  that  within  his  own  recollec- 
tion many  people  In  Duluth  who  seven 
or  eight  years  ago  were  satisfied  with 
cheaper  grades  of  linen,  for  instance 
now  demanded  the  best  and  that  as  a 
result  of  that  demand  not  onlv  In  Duluth. 
but  everywhere,  prices  had  gone  up. 

He  also  told  of  the  recent  attempt 
made  by  Marshall  Field  &  Co.  of  Chica- 
go, to  break  the  cotton  goods  market.  It 
will  be  remembered  that  the  Marshall 
Field  company  announced  a  reduction  in 
prices  and  it  was  expected  that  the  slash- 
ing of  prices  by  sO  large  and  important  a 
factor  In  the  cotton  goods  market,  would 
result  In  the  decline,  but  Mr.  Sill>erstein

States  mint  In  thi.s  city  today  do- 
^^vered  Jl.OOO.OOO  in  gold  double  eagles 
to  the  sub-treasury  in  this  city.  It  is 
stated  that  within  the  next  three 
months  the  mint  will  coin  $52,000,000  in 
double   eagles. 

This  enormous  amount  of  gold  will 
be  distributed  among  sub-treasuries 
in  various  parts  of  the  country,  and 
will  be  employed  to  relieve  the  money  j 
stringency.  The  distribution  of  so. 
much  gold  is  but  one  of  the  several  |

In  this  country  no  man 
lost  esteem  by  reason  of  high  play  until 
the  coming  of  the  present  generation. 

That  era  has  endetl.  The  law,  supported 
bv  public  sentiment,  has  caused  the 
"gambUng  king"  of  America  this  sum- 
mer to  offer  his  ISOO.OOO  hell  at  Saratoga.. 
A  house  that  cost  him  almost  as  much 
to  build  and  decorate  in  New  Y'ork  has 
Ijeen  unoccupied  and  unvislted  for  two 
years. 

Richard  Canfield  Is  a  man  of  education; 
an  appreciative  lover  of  art;  an  agree- 
able companion  of  men  of  equal  wealth 
and  mental  gifts.  But  hi.s  millions  cannot 
buy  the  possession  of  the  poorest  labor- 
er—the right  to  enter  the  home  of  a 
fellow-man  as  a  self-respecting  equal. 
He  Is  an  outcast.  The  «rambler's  day  is 
done. 

A  century  ago  lotteries  were  approved 
In  every  community.  The  last  one  lias 
been  cru.shed  by  the  national  govern- 
ment, though  It  was  Intrenched  in  tho 
constitution  of  a  state.  The  iHJllcy 
vendor,  forced  to  sell  his  chances  in 
secret,  is  looked  upon  as  a  meaner  crim- 
inal   than    the   petty    thief. 

No  people  love  the  thoroughbred  horsa 
more  than  Americans.  But  racing  now 
is  permitted  in  only  four  states,  and  Jn 
those  Is  taxe<^  and  restricted.  Because  it 
has  been  impossible  to  divest  the  sport 
of  its  gambling  accompaniment,  cities 
like  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  have  forced 
the  abandonment  of  tracks  in  which  mil- 
lions were  invested.  Tennessee,  one  of  tho 
greatest  breeding  states,  has  put  the  baoi 
upon  all  betting,  and  the  persistent  ef- 
forts of  the  past  to  legalize  pool-selling  ii» 
other  states,  like  Pennsylvania  and  New 
Jersey,  have  proved  more  and  more  hope- 
less every  year. 

The  same  class  of  men  who  sought 
their  amusement  openly  in  the  gambling 
hells,  free  to  all  comers,  half  a  century 
ago.  would  be  ashamed  to  admit  today 
that  they  were  in  the  habit  of  playiu« 
poker  in  private  games. 

Gambling  was  regarded,  at  worst,  as 
an  excused  weakness  generations  after 
It  was  recosmlzed  as  a  moral  and  econ- 
omic evil.  It  was  condoned  as  piracy. 
smuggling,  mnooshining  each  In  Its  hey- 
day was  condoned.  And  like  tlH>B« 
wrongs,  gambling  In  turn  has  become  dis- 
reputable. 

Public  gambling  Is  dead  by  action  of 
the  law  In  every  communitj'  where  there 
is  no  alliances  l»etween  crime  and  polit- 
ical corruption.  Private  gambling  cannot 
be  obliterated  wholly  by  any  law.  But 
what  the  law  cannot  do,  public  sentiment 
Is   fast  doirw.

IS  POSTPONED 

Cloquet  Must  Walt  Until 

Congress  Provides  More 

Money. 

Cloquet.  Mi!m..  Nov.  12.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  prospects  for  the  early 
establi&liintnt  of  free  delivery  of  mall  in 
this  city,  are  not  very  bright.  Communi- 
cations have  been  received  from  Wash- 
ington, 1».  C.,  to  the  effect  that  the  num- 
ber of  postofflcea  applying  for  the  service 
was  greater  thrin  anticipated,  and  unless 
congress,  at  its  aproaohing  session,  makes 
a  further  appropriation  for  that  purpose, 


it  win  be  impossible  to  establish  the  serv- 
ice  here   until   the  next   fiscal  year. 

AH  the  houses  in  the  city  have  been 
numben-d  and  sidewalks  built,  where  It 
was  ftiuiid  necessary,  and  the  people  were 
in  liopes  of  seeing  the  free  delivery  serv- 
ice  established  here  within  a  short  time; 
but  all  thtir  hopes  have  been  blotted  out 
by  the  statement  by  the  postal  authori- 
ties at   Wa.shington. 

It  is  not  an  uncommon  sight  to  see 
about  twenty-five  people  standing  in  line 
waiting'  eomc  times  for  fifteen  minutes 
to  get  their  mall,  and  on  Sunday  morning, 
when  the  office  is  only  open  for  an  hour, 
tlie  place  is  so  crowded  tliat  it  Is  almost 
inipt>t;sil)le  for  one  to  get  his  mail  with- 
out being  squeezod  almost  to  distrac- 
tion. Clutiuet  citizens  have  been  com- 
plaining for  some  time  about  the  present 
service,  and  now  that  the  establishment 
of  free  delivery  Is  out  of  the  question, 
steps  towards  improving  present  condi- 
tions  should   be   taken  at   once.

REDUCTIONS  OF 
WAGES  OPPOSED 

President  Gompers  Urges 
Organized  Labor  to 

Resist  Reductions. 

Norfolk.  Va.,  Nov.  12— At  the  after- 
noon session  of  the  American  Federation 
of  I>abor,  yesterday.  President  Oompen; 
read  his  annual  report.  He  said  there 
had  been  an  increase  In  the  membership 
of  the  organization  comprising  the  Feder- 
ation of  1SS,373  during  the  past  year. 

"In  my  report  to  conventions,  begin- 
ning at  Boston."  said  Mr.  Gompers,  "I 
lelt  it  incuml)ent  upon  me  to  press  home 
upon  the  attention  of  labor  the  economic 
unsoundness  of  the  old  school  of  political 


economl.sts  who  advocated  the  assent  of 
workmen  to  wage  reductions  as  a  means 
to  what  they  were  pleased  to  term  the 
way  out  of  an  Industrial  reaction  or 
crisis.  Not  alone  in  our  conventions,  but 
in  the  gatherings  of  labor  generally,  'No 
reductions  in  wages'  has  been  made  the 
slogan  and  watchword.  That  policy  has 
had  Its  beneficent  Influence,  not  only  upon 
labor  but  upon  all  Industry.  It  has  been 
heard  and  heeded;  at  no  time  has  It  hatl 
greater  justification  and  demonstration 
of  Its  effectiveness  than  during  recent 
months. 

"It  is  due  to  the  determined  and  clean 
cut  policy  of  our  country  that  our  princes 
of  finance,  despite  their  machinations, 
could  not  influence  eini'loyers  of  labor  to 
hazard  an  attempt  ^t  wage  reductions.  If 
all  labor  will  unfalteringly  adhere  to  the 
determination  to  resist  any  and  all  re- 
ductions in  wages,  we  shall  not  only 
avoid  the  misery,  poverty  and  calamity 
of  the  past,  but  we  shall  teach  financiers 
employers  and  economists  in  general  a 
ntw  philosophy  of  life  and  industr>',  the 
magnificent  and  humane  Influence  of 
which   will  live  for  all  time. 

"In  our  organized  effort  we  should 
endeavor  to  maintain  industrial  peace  by 
trade  agreements  with  employers  These 
agreements,  written  or  verbal,  should  be 
faithfully  kept.     W«  shoud  use  our  best 


influences  and  judgment  to  avoid  indus- 
trial conflicts  wherever  possible,  and 
under  any  and  all  circumstances  to  resist 
to  the  utmost  every  attempt  to  reduce 
wa^es. 
"The  American  workmen,  in  return  for 

j  their  services  to  society,  demand  a  living 
wage,  a  constantly  growing  minimum 
living  wage.     They  demand  a  wage  which 

I  shall  be  sufficient  to  maintain  them  and 
those  dependent  upon  them  in  a  manner 
consistent  with  their  ersponsibilities  as 
husbands,  fathers,  men  and  citizens. 
Labor  demands  such  a  living  wage  as 
shall  make  secure  the  opportunity  for  a 
more  perftct  physical  and  mental  health 
and  growth  as  required  by  rational,  self- 
respecting  Imman  beings  v,fho  aspire  for 
themselves  and  for  all  humanity  to  a 
higher,  a  better  and  a  nobles  life. 

"We,  therefore,  demand  from  modem 
society  a  constantly  Increasing  and 
larger  reward  as  the  result  of  our  labor 
and  our  ser\'ices  to  our  fellows.  This 
effort  must  not  be  retarded  by  the  mach- 
inations of  financiers  or  the  shortsighted- 
ness and  greed  of  industrial  captains. 
L<al3or  demands,  in  the  interests  of  hu- 
manity, that  wages  shall  not  be  re- 
duced or  the  American  standard  of  life 
deteriorated. 
"Despite  the  fiercest  antagonism  of  the 


Ignorant  and  sordid,  it  Is  gratifying  to 
know  that  agreements  of  unions  with 
employers  have  been  extended,  and  with 
them  the  necessary  'union  shop'  as  the 
best  and  most  effective  means  to  protect 
and  advance  the  interests  of  labor  as  well 

'  as  faithfully  to  carry  the  agreements  into 

t  effect." 

j  President  Gompers  urged  the  total  abo- 
lition of  child  labor,  and  spoke  of  the 
necessity  of  more  thorough  organization 
of  women  wage-earners.  "The  eight-hour 
work  day  was  discussed  at  length  and 
the  progress  along  that  line  was  detailed. 
Mr.  Gompers  repeated  his  well-known 
views  on  the  issuance  of  Injunctions  by 
the  courts,  saying:  "In  itself  the  writ 
of  Injunction  Is  of  a  highly  Important 
and  beneficent  character.  Its  aims  and 
purposes  are  for  the  protection  of  proper- 
ty rights.  It  never  was  Intended,  and 
never  should  be  invoked,  for  the  purpose 
of  deprivirtg  free  men  of  their  personal 
rights,  the  right  of  man's  ownership  of 
himseJf;  the  right  of  free  locomotion 
free  assemblage,  free  association,  free 
speech,  free  press;  the  freedom  to  do 
those  things  promotive  of  life,  liberty 
and  happiness,  and  which  are  not  in  con- 
travention of  the  law  of  our  land." 


LIVELY  FIGHT 

For  the  Postmastership  of  the  House  Is 
Expected. 

"Washington.  Nov.  22.— From  the  pres- 
ent Indications  there  will  be  a  lively 
contest  for  postmastership  of  the  house 
of  representatives.  S.  A.  Langum.  the 
Minnesota  candidate,  is  to  be  opposed 
by  James  H.  Cassidy  of  Ohio,  and  the 
latter  has  secured  the  endorsement  of 
the  Buckeye  delegation  1  n  congress 
and  other  Ohio  men.  Assistant  Post- 
master Griffith  has  been  considered  a» 
having  a  strong  support,  but  the  ac- 
tion of  the  delegation  has  settled  It  In 
Cassidys  favor. 

Mr.  Cassidy  is  at  present  clerk  of  the 
committee  on  rivers  and  harbors,  and 
also  secretary  to  Representative  Burton 
of  Ohio,  chairman  of  that  committee.

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THE  LESSON  OF  KENTUCKY. 

Attempts  by  either  one  of  the  great  parties  to  draw 
comfort  out  of  the  recent  elections  are  futile.  Both 
parties  can  point  to  Rains  of  their  own  and  losses  by  the 
other  party,  but  their  taunts  and  their  gloatings  offset 
each  other. 

The  only  moral  to  be  drawn  out  of  those  elections, 
as  The  Herald  has  stated,  is  that  the  people  are  thinking 
for  themselves  instead  of  letting  parly  bosses  think 
for  them. 

The  only  party  that  can  draw  comfort  out  of  elections 
hereafter  is  the  party  that  earns  comfort  by  its  good 
deeds  in  behalf  of  the  people. 

Nowhere  was  the  turning-over  more  significant  than 
in  Kentucky,  where  a  Republican  was  elected  governor, 
where  the  legislature  has  been  nearly  lost  to  the  Demo- 
crats, and  where  Louisville  elected  a  Republican  mayor. 

This  was  not  due  to  the  fact  that  Bryan  stumpod  the 
state,  as  Bryan's  opponents  contend;  it  was  not  due  to 
prohibition  sentiment  or  anti-proliibition  sentiment;  nor 
was  it  due  to  Roosevelt  enthusiasm;  though  any  of 
these  things  may  have  had  something  to  do  with  it. 
Above  these  things  and  above  all  else,  the  result  in 
Kentucky  was  a  rebuke  to  arrogant  bossism,  to  a  cor- 
rupt and  selfish  party  organization  that  was  so  inflated 
with  its  long  prosperity  that  it  could  not  hear  the  nujr- 
muring  of  public  hostility,  presaging  a  defeat  that  was 
richly  deserved. 

Speaking  of  the  result  in  Kentucky,  Henry  Watter- 
Bon  says  in  the  Louisville  Courier- Journal:  "Kentucky 
is  safely  Democratic  only  in  the  broad  sense  of  Democ- 
racy unterrified  and  undefiled.  Behind  the  frieze  of 
bosses  and  would-be  bosses,  rattling  around  in  the 
shoes  of  Beck,  Breckenridgc,  Lindsay  and  Carlisle, 
stand  a  great  army  of  stalwart  Democrats  who  dis- 
dain office  and  want  nothing  but  good  government  laid 
in  sound  Democratic  principles.  These  Democrats  have 
witnessed  the  displacement  of  great  ideas  and  noble 
aims  for  the  small  ambition  of  smaller  politicians,  the 
party  organization  no  longer  a  vehicle  of  policies  and 
a  leader  of  men,  but  the  merest  oflficc-brokcrage.  They 
have  seen  for  eight  years  every  effort  bent  and  every 
agency  applied  to  the  welding  together  of  a  purely  per- 
sonal machine,  in  its  operations  sinister  and  unsparing, 
seeking  only  its  self-perpetuation." 

Substitute  in  that  paragraph  Minnesota,  or  any  other 
state  in  which  reversals  have  recently  come  to  the  party 
in  power,  for  "Democratic"  read  Republican,  if  it  is  the 
Republican  machine  that  has  been  dragged  in  the  dust 
of  defeat,  and  it  will  be  quite  as  pertinent  as  it  is  to  the 
case  of  Kentucky. 

Still  more  important,  yott  can  read  in  It  the  approach- 
ing doom  of  other  state  organizations  which  are  still 
arrogant,  still  selfish,  still  corrupt,  in  the  face  of  waning 
majorities  and  growing  signs  of  public  distrust.  It  has 
happened  in  Minnesota,  it  has  happened  in  Kentucky, 
and  it  will  happen  in  other  states  where  conditions 
have  been  made  ready  for  it  by  the  substitution  of  par- 
tisanship for  patriotism,  of  selfishness  for  public  spirit, 
of  private  greed  for  public  service. 


enough  so  that  there  will  be  no  advantage  In  issuing 
them  except  in  times  of  great  need  or  in  keeping  them 
afloat  when  the  need  ceases. 

Details  must  be  worked  out  by  congress,  assisted 
by  the  bankers  of  the  country.  This  plan  will  permit 
the  increase  of  the  money  supply  to  a  considerable 
extent 
credit 

of  credits  proportionately,  because  it  will  have  the 
government  back  of  it  just  as  though  it  were  real  money. 

Such  action  would  afford  quick  relief,  providing  it 
does  not  tempt  the  business  world  to  continue  expand- 
ing beyond  the  danger  line.  H  that  is  done,  conditions 
will  not  be  improved.  However,  it  is  contemplated  that 
the  tax  upon  this  emergency  currency  shall  be  great 
enough  to  discourage  such  dangerous  expansion. 

Financial  stringency  can  never  become  dangerous  so 
long  as  the  people  keep  their  confidence  and  do  not 
withdraw  their  deposits.  It  will,  of  course,  tend  to  curb 
business  if  money  is  scarce,  but  that  is  wholesome  and 
not  dangerous  providing  the  people  do  not  become 
alarmed.  The  danger  of  panic  is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
while  there  are  but  three  billions  of  real  money  in  this 
country,  the  bank  deposits  amount  to  thirteen  billions. 
If  everybody  wanted  his  cash  right  away  there  wouldn't 
be  enough  to  go  around.  Nine-tenths  or  more  of  the 
business  is  done  by  check,  without  moving  the  actual 
cash  at  all  and  so  long  as  conditions  are  normal  a 
dollar  in  real  money  will  do  ten  dollars'  worth  of  busi- 
ness. Banks  need  to  keep  on  hand  only  25  per  cent  of 
their  loans  in  actual  money,  and  they  do  not  really  need 
that  much  except  for  safety. 

Therefore  it  is  essential  that  not  only  should  there 
be  elasticity  to  the  currency,  but  that  the  people  should 
keep  their  heads  on  their  shoulders  and  their  money  in 
the  banks.  In  no  other  way  can  business  proceed 
normally.

THE  GRAND  JURY  SYSTEM. 

The  grand  jury  for  tlic  November  term  of  the  dis- 
trict court,  at  the  completion  of  its  work  yesterday, 
was  evidently  struck  by  the  uselessness  of  its  functions, 
for  it  passed  and  reported  to  the  court  a  resolution  de- 
claring its  opinion  that  the  grand  jury  system  should 
be  abolished. 

The  Herald  heartily  agrees  with  the  members  of  the 
grand  jury.  The  system  is  a  farce.  It  is  useless,  waste- 
ful, unjust,  and  it  should  be  abolished. 

It  has  been  aboli.-,hed  in  several  states,  notably  in 
Wisconsin  and  Miciiigan.  In  these  states  there  arc  pro- 
visions for  the  summotnng  of  grand  juries  in  cases  of 
special  need,  such  as  the  investigation  of  corruption  in 
office,  but  grand  jury  sessions  arc  seldom  held,  since 
the  same  thing  can  be  done  much  better  through  the 
quiet  operations  of  the  county  attorney's  office  than 
throiiKh  the  brass  band  methods  of  a  grand  jury,  which 
makes  such  a  hullabaloo  that  the  scamps  have  a  chance 
to  cover  their  tracks  or  escape. 

The  county  attorney's  office  can  perform  the  same 
functions  as  well  and  much  cheaper  and  with  greater 
justice  to  accused  persons  than  the  grand  jury  can. 

Four  years  ago  Senator  Laybourn  of  Duluth  secured 
the  adoption  of  a  constitutional  amendment  repealing 
the  requirement  that  prosecutions  must  be  upon  grand 
jury  indictments,  but  thus  far  the  legislature  has  failed 
to  abolish  or  modify  the  grand  jury  system,  though 
the  constitutional  amendment  secured  a  very  large 
majority  of  the  popular  vote. 


CURRENCY  REFORM. 

It  has  become  pretty  clear  to  everybody  that  one 
of  the  first  tilings  congress  must  do  at  its  session  next 
month  IS  to  provide  some  plan  of  giving  to  the  nation's 
currency  an  elasticity  which  will  respond  to  pressure 
in  time  of  need. 

This  country  has  much  money,  but  not  enough  to  do 
its  business  with.  It  never  will  have  enough,  of  course, 
and  credit  takes  the  place  of  currency  for  practically 
nme-teuths  of  its  business.  Yet  there  is  a  limit  to  the 
amount  of  credit  possible,  because  every  time  credit 
increases  faster  than  the  supply  of  fundamental  money 
there  is  trouble.  There  must  be  some  way  by  which 
the  money  supply  can  be  expanded  when  more  is  needed, 
and  the  device  that  is  used  must  provide  for  the  auto- 
matic retirement  of  the  emergency  money  when  it  is 
no  longer  needed. 

Generally  speaking,  the  plan  will  be  to  allow  national 
banks,  which  already  issue  bank  notes  to  the  amount  of 
the  government  bonds  they  deposit  in  the  treasury,  to 
issue  additional  bank  notes  to  a  certain  amount  in  times 
of  financial  stringency.  To  guard  against  the  abuse 
of  this  privilege,  and  to  provide  that  this  extraordinary 
currency  shall  be  retired  when  the  emergency  ceases 
to    exist,    probably    these    issues    will    be    taxed    heavily 


DEMOCRACY  IN  THE  CORPORATIONS. 

The  case  of  the  United  States  Express  company,  now 
before  the  public  service  commission  in  New  York, 
vividly  illustrates  one  of  the  greatest  needs  in  corpora- 
tion reform. 

That  is  the  need  of  greater  democracy  in  the  cor- 
porations; of  a  closer  relation  between  them  and  their 
stockholders.  Many  of  the  evils  that  are  so  much  in 
evidence  today  could  be  cured  by  that  simple  remedy. 

Stockholders  of  the  United  States  Express  company 
complain  that  its  board  of  directors  is  a  self-perpetuating 
body,  and  that  there  has  been  no  meeting  of  stockholders 
since  1862.  This  is  an  extreme  case,  but  it  illustrates  the 
need  of  reform,  and  there  are  few  corporations  that  do 
not  need  it. 

The  stockholders  of  a  corporation  are  its  owners. 
The  directors  are  not  its  owners,  except  insofar  as  they 
may  hold  stock;  they  are  merely  the  servants  of  the 
stockholders.  Every  stockholder  is  entitled  to  know  at 
all  times  what  is  going  on  in  the  corporation,  and  just 
what  condition  it  is  in.  Directors  should  always  be 
elected  by  the  stockholders,  and  facilities  for  informing 
the  stockholders  of  the  affairs  of  the  corporations  should 
be  increased.  Stockholders  should  have  full  powers,  and 
hence  full  responsibility. 

In  short,  there  is  need  of  such  an  uprising  of  stock- 
holders in  the  corporations  as  those  that  have  given  the 
people  control  of  public  government.  Most  corpora- 
tions are  governed  by  autocracies,  and  in  many  cor- 
porations these  autocracies,  composed  of  rings  of 
directors,  manipulate  the  corporations  for  their  own 
benefit,  just  as  the  tyrants  of  old  managed  thejr  govern- 
ments until  the  people  asserted  their  rights. 

A  great  step  in  business  reform  will  have  been  taken 
when  all  corporations  display  the  same  regard  for  popu- 
lar government  that  nations  are  being  compelled  to 
show. 


GOSSIP. 

More  deadly  than  the  plague,  more  evil  than  the 
open  attacks  of  the  highwayman,  more  cowardly  than 
the  stealth  of  the  poisoner,  are  the  lying  tongues  of 
gossip,  that  ugly  thing  that  feeds  upon  malice  and  per- 
verted suspicion,  and  that  grows  by  what  it  feeds  upon. 

No  city  is  immune  from  the  corrosion  of  gossip.  No 
person,  no  institution,  is  safe  from  its  slimy  touch.  Evil 
rumors,  springing  apparently  out  of  thin  air  into  palpable 
form,  spread  like  wildfire,  undermining  the  credit  of  a 
bank  or  a  business  institution,  damning  the  fair  name 
of  a  woman,  or  assailing  the  integrity  of  a  man. 

Somebody  starts  these  false  reports.  They  do  not 
leap  into  being  full-panoplied  with  all  their  ugly  lies. 
They  start  in  malicious  insinuation,  grow  into  positive 
form,  and  presently  go  hurtling  about  the  city,  maim- 
ing and  killing  wherever  they  touch. 

Pascal  defined  gossip  as  "putting  two  and  two  to- 
gether and  making  it  five."  But  that  is  only  the  start 
of  it.  Presently  you  find  somebody  putting  two  and  two 
together  and  making  ten;  then  the  next  person  adds  his 
diseased  suspicion  and  his  envy,  and  makes  it  a  hundred. 
And  in  the  beginning  there  is  not  always  two  and  two 
to  add  together:  the  fountainhead  of  street  gossip  wilf 
do  just  as  well  with  nought  and  nought,  which  he — or 
she — finds  equal  to  ten. 

Sheridan  said:  "There  is  a  set  of  malicious,  prating, 
prudent  gossips,  both  male  and  female,  who  murder  char- 
acters to  kill  time."  Steele  said  that  "fire  and  sword  are 
but  slow  engines  of  destruction  in  comparison  with  the 
babbler." 

Gossip,  like  death,  loves  a  shining  mark,  for  "greatest 
scandal  waits  on  greatest  state." 

The  vilest  thing  about  scandal  is  its  cowardice.  It 
skulks  in  the  alleyways  of  life,  creeping  in  at  the  back 
door,  to  emerge  as  stealthily  from  the  front  door,  doubled 
in  size  and  malice.  There  is  no  defense  against  it.  It 
can  never  be  met  in  open  combat  and  defeated.  It  ever 
skulks  and  sneaks,  and  though  it  advances  boldly  when 
unchallenged,  it  retreats  precipitately  when  faced,  only  to 
slink  up  Some  dark  thoroughfare  and  emerge  more  boldly 
and  more  viciously  where  it  feels  secure  from  honest 
attack. 

The  person  that  brings  you  gossip,  reflecting  upon 
the  character  of  a  man  or  woman  or  the  safety  of  a 
business  institution,  pays  you  no  compliment.  Retail- 
ers of  scandal  do  not  present  their  wares  to  folks  that 
hate  cowardly  insinuation  and  who  resent  the  subtle 
attacks  of  malice  and  envy;  they  choose,  rather,  those 
of  minds  similar  to  their  own,  people  who  revel  in  evil 
thought  and  mouth  with  lickerish  tongues  the  choicest 
morsels  from  the  talebearer's  pack. 

Since  no  one  is  safe,  those  who  encourage  scandal  by 
hearing  it  greedily  and  by  passing  it  on  are  encouraging 
a  vile  thing  that  may  turn  and  sting  them  sooner  or 
later,  when  they  will  deserve  slight  sympathy. 

There  should  be  some  hideous  and  slimy  dungeon 
for  those  that  set  scandal  frying  on  the  swift  wings  of 
malice  and  envy;  no  punishment  can  be  too  severe  for 
them.  The  bold  highwayman  is  an  angel,  and  the  burly 
ruffian  a  child  of  grace,  compared  with  the  coward  that 
fathers  evil  reports.

In  ildldtlon  to  the  great 
suma  conferred  upon  Kuropean  suit- 
ors, have  been  exp<'nded  by  repentent 
fathers-in-law.  whose  daughters  have 
found  the  husband  purcha.sed  bv  good 
American  gold  to  be  intolenible.  The 
case  of  Levi  P.  Morton's  daughter  and 
the  famous  Anna  Gould  case,  which 
are  consplcious  examples  of  American 
girls  tiring  of  their  worthless,  spend- 
thrift husband.s.  are  only  two  that 
might  be  mentioned   out  of  a  long  list.

New  York  as  a  Money  Center. 

Wall  Street  Journal:  It  is  feared  by 
some  that  New  York  will  suffer  in  pres- 
tige and  power  as  an  international  money 
center  because  of  the  financial  crisis 
through  which  It  Is  passing.  They  should 
not  permit  their  fears  to  govern  their 
judgments.  The  situation,  bad  as  It  is. 
Is  not  so  bad  as  they  apprehend.  Every 
international  money  market  has  its  time 
of  crisis  and  panic.  No  one  of  them  Is 
immune  from  such  an  attack.  Every 
country  has  Its  period  of  corruption  and 
unsound  banking,  and  there  is  no  reason 
for  one  to  assume  any  airs  of  superiority 
over  another.  As  regards  the  issue  of 
clearing  house  certilicates,  it  may  be 
said  that  the  foreign  money  centers  liave 
been  forced  at  times  to  resort  to  emer- 
gency measures  quite  as  drastic.  The 
London  Statist  well  says: 

"Some  of  our  contemporaries  are  in- 
dulging in  sneers  at  American  financial 
methods  which  are  very  much  to  be  dep- 
recated. Every  country  in  the  world 
has  its  share  of  people  who  are  unscrup- 
ulous enough  not  to  stick  at  anything 
which  promises  to  put  money  in  their 
purses.  The  difference  between  the  finan- 
cial methods  of  America  and  those  of 
Europe  mainly  is  that  the  American  law 
is  less  stringent  than  European  laws, 
and  its  administration  leaves  much  to  be 
desired.  It  is  to  be  hop^d  that  the  dis- 
closures of  the  past  forti.ight  will  bring 
home  to  all  concerned  th  3  necessity  for 
an  amendment  of  the  law,  and  for  a  much 
more  rigorous  enforcem'^nt  of  its  provi- 
sions." 

It  is  prol>able  that  we  shall  emerge  from 
the  present  crisis  with  quite  as  much 
reputation  for  ability  to  meet  great  emer- 
gencies with  courage  and  skill,  as  with 
diminished  reputation  on  account  of  the 
disorders  which  preceded  it.

St.  Peter  Free  Press:  For  the  'teenth 
time  it  has  l>een  reported  that  the  wide- 
open  tax  amendment  was  defeated  at  the 
last  election.

The  liquor  licenses  of  John  Taloneen, 
330  Lake  avenue,  and  William  James, 
324  Central  avenue,  were  weighed  in 
the  balance  at  the  council  meeting 
last  night,  and  after  a  lengthy  discus- 
sion, in  which  the  advisability  of  re- 
voking the  licenses  was  thoroughly  con- 
sidered, the  matter  was  left  over  for 
another  meeting  of  the  council.  At 
that  meeting,  the  police  officers  whj 
secured  the  evidence  leading  up  to  the 
arrests  and  convictions  of  the  saloon- 
men  on  the  charge  of  selling  liquor  on 
!?unday,  will  be  before  the  council  to 
give    tlieir    testimony. 

Things  looked  very  shaky  for  the  fate 
of  the  license  lor  a  time,  Chief  Troyer 
giving  some  damaging  evidence  aad 
standing  by  the  report  of  his  officers 
to  the  letter.  Assistant  City  Attorney 
McKeon  was  called  upon  for  the  facts 
at  the  trial  in  each  case  and  the  evi- 
dence Introduced.  Attorney  Alexander 
Marshall,  representing  the  saloonmen, 
addressed  the  council  at  considerable 
length,  giving  what  he  considered  vital 
reasons  why  the  licenses  should  not  be 
revoked. 

In  the  case  of  Talonen,  he  stated  that 
he  was  away  attending  a  social  and 
had  given  his  bartender  instructions  to 
keep  the  saloon  shut.  Tlie  bartender 
opened  the  saloon  and  sold  licjuor,  ac- 
cording to  the  evidence,  but  the  pro- 
prietor was  not  himself  to  blame. 

The  attorney  claimed  that  the  liquor 
was  procured  by  representatives  of  the 
police  force  m  disguise,  who  coaxed  the 
bartender  Into  selling  them  a  bottlu  of 
whisky.       He   thought    this   Insufficient

at  a  Banquet  at 

Milwaukee. 

Talks  of  Trusts.  Tariff 

and  the  Railroad 

Situation. 


Milwaukee.    Nov.    J2.— William   Jennings 
Bryan  was  the  guest  of  honor  at  a  ban- 
quet  on    the    twenty-first    anniversary   of 
the    Jefferson    club    of    this    city    at    the 
Planklnton  house  last  nfght.    Covers  were 
:lnid   for  over  500  guests.     Mr.   Bryan   ar- 
'  rived    in   the   city    last    evening:   and   pre- 
'  vlous    to   his    appearance   at    the   banquet 
j  delivered  a  lecture   in  the  public  service 
building    for    the    benefit   of    the   Catholic 
boys'    home.      Mr.  "Brykn    was    received 


with  tumultuous  applause  on  his  arrival 
at  the  banquet. 

Mr.  Bryan  responded  to  the  toast 
"Democracy."  He  discussed  the  Demo- 
cratic theory  of  government  as  presented 
by  Jefferson,  contrasstlng  it  with  the 
Hamilton  theory  of  ceniralizatlon,  and  In 
speaking  of  the  spheres  of  the  nation 
and  the  state,  took  occasion  to  condemn 
the  national  incorporation  of  railroads 
as  proposed  by  the  president,  saying  that 
however  honestly  the  president  intended 
It,  it  was  in  the  interests  of  the  railroads, 
which  desired  not  greater  federal  regu- 
lation, but   escape   fro  mstate   regulation. 

He  discussed  the  trust,  tariff  and  rail- 
road questions.  On  the  trust  question, 
he  favored  tho  enforcement  of  the  crim- 
inal laws  against  the  trusts,  and  the  en- 
actment of  new  laws,  one  of  which  is 
known  as  the  license  system,  to  be  ap- 
plied to  corporations  when  they  control 
as  much  as  25  per  cent  of  the  total  out- 
put In  their  respective  lines.  According 
to  this  system  no  one  corporation  would 
be  permitted  to  control  more  than  60 
per  c«nt  of  the  total  production. 

On  the  tariff  question  he  favored  im- 
mediate revision.  He  believes  that  the 
fear  of  removal  w^lll  compel  the  dissolu- 
tion of  such  trusts  as  are  protected  by 
the  present  tariff.  He  regards  the  crea- 
tion of  the  tariff  commission  as  merely  an 
excuse  for  delay  In  revision.  The  protec- 
tionists, he  said,  never  favor  tarifT  re- 
vision until  they  are  threatened  with  de- 
feat, and  then  they  favor  it  only  to  post- 
pone reductions. 

On  the  railroad  question,  he  expressed 
himself  as  In  favor  of  more  stringent 
regulation,  that  regulation  to  take  the 
form  of  legislation,  ascertaining  the  pres- 
ent value  of  the  railroads,  preventing  the 
watering  of  stocks  and  reducing  rates. 
He  argued  that  a  reasonable  rate  would 
be  a  rate  that  would  enable  the  rail- 
roads to  maintain  their  stock  at  par 
when  the  road  was  honestly  capitalized. 

He  discussed  the  present  money  strlng- 
encv,  saying  that  It  began  with  specu- 
lation In  New  York,  but  that  it  has  ex- 
tended owing  to  the  timidity  of  deposi- 
tors. He  thought  that  this  timidity  w:is 
not  justified,  and  that  the  banks  of  he 
West  are  sound.  He  favored  legislation 
which,  by  increasing  the  security  of  de- 
positors, would  remove  even  an  unrea- 
sonable  fear   of   trouble.

Bemldji.  Minn..  Nov.  12.  —  (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  sherlfT  has  not  yet 
been  officially  notiHcd  of  th«  date  of  the 
execution  of  Martin  8.  Munn  and  Peter 
Mathlesen,  which  has  been  set  by  the 
erovernor  for  Friday,  Feb.  7.  It  Is  ex- 
pected that  the  warrant  fixing  the  date 
will  reach  the  sherlfT's  office  some  lime 
this  week,  and  will  be  read  to  the  con- 
dcmnetf  m»^n,  who  were  convicted  of  mur- 
der In  the  first  degree  at  the  recent  ses- 
sion of  the  district  court,  and  sentenced 
to  be  hanged  by  Judge  McClenahan. 

Both  Munn  and  Malhleaen,  who  are  oc- 
cupying the  same  cell  In  the  county  Jail 
under  the  constant  vigilance  of  Julius 
Duhl  and  Andrew  Johnson,  the  death 
watch,  which  was  set  Immediately  after 
the  BeiUt-nce  wa«  pronounced,  have  been 
acquainted  with  the  date  on  which  they 
must  expiate  their  crimes  on  the  gal- 
lows. 

Neither  showed  any  more  emotion  when 
Informed  than  thoug'h  acquainted  with 
the  fact  that  it  was  a  nice  day.  The 
men  have  nerved  themselves  up  to  meet 
their  fate  bravely,  and  are  self-possessed 
and   resigned. 

Mathieson  has  been  receiving  religious 
consolation  from  Rev.  Mr.  Stnmiine.  the 
local  Norwegian  Lutheran  minister,  and 
sptnds  most  of  his  time  reading  the  Biblo 
and  copy  of  the  new  testament  In  the 
Danish  language.  The  minister  has  im- 
pressed upon  him  the  necessity  of  con- 
fessing his  crime  before  God  and  man  In 
order  to  save  his  soul,  but  Mathlesen  re- 
mains Hrm  In  his  statement  that  he  has 
told  all,  and  that  the  klllhig  of  his  friend 
and  companion  was  an  accident. 

Munn  has  also  been  the  object  of  the 
solicitations  of  ministers  of  different  de- 
nominations, and  while  he  spends  some 
time  reading  the  Bible,  he  says  nothing 
that  would  indicate  that  the  Word  has 
made  any  Impression  upon  him.  Munn 
has  a  number  of  friends  at  Warroad, 
who,  according  to  a  Warroad  newspaper, 
will  attempt  to  have  his  sentence  com- 
muted. His  friends  claim  that  he  had  not 
premeditated  the  murder  of  Franklin, 
and  spoke  of  him  as  having  been  a  mild 
n.annered,  sober  and  Industrious  citizen 
while   making  his  home  there.

LUMBERJACKS  TO 
TAKE  LESS  WAGES 

Otherwise  There  Will  be 
Curtailment  in  Wiscon- 
sin Woods. 

Bayfield,  Wis..  Nov.  12. —  (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — The  festive  lumberjack,  j 
who    in    the    good    old    times    has    re- 
ceived from  J30  to  $40  per  month  and 

found  to  work  in  the  woods  of  North- 
ern Wisconsin,  will  have  to  labor  at  a 
considerable  reduction  In  wages,  the 
scale  for  common  labor  now  being  $26 
and  130  per  month. 

Lumbermen  here  have  stated  that 
they  are  disgusted  with  the  manner  in 
which  they  have  been  treated  by  the 
laborers  in  their  employ  and  have 
taken  the  aggressive  by  putting  In  the 
present  scale  of  wages.  Lumbermen 
In  the  city  threaten  to  cease  logging 
operations  altogether  If  the  men  re- 
fuse to  work  for  the  e.stabllshed  scale. 
If  this  is  done,  hundreds  of  men  In  the 
vicinity  of  Bayfield  will  become  Idle, 
but  conservative  lumbermen  express 
the  opinion  that  logging  operations 
will  continue  and  the  lumberjack  will 
be  only  too  willing  to  go  to  work. 

To  Illustrate  the  condition  among 
loggers  in  the  past,  one  lumberman  1 
said:  "It  has  come  to  the  stage  where 
we  had  to  do  something  for  our  own 
protection  or  quit  business.  This  plan 
of  having  a  crew  at  work  In  a  camp, 
another  leaving  and  still  another  com- 
ing does  not  pay.  They  must  either 
accept  our  scale  or  quit." 

The  town  Is  fast  filling  up  with  lum- 
berjacks, who  are  coming  from  sur- 
rounding camps  at  the  rate  of  from 
twenty-five  to  fifty  per  day.  Logging 
operations  near  here  will  be  at  a  stand- 
still for  a  few  days,  when  it  is  expected 
they  will  all  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  they  must  continue  under  the 
new  scale,  and  work  will  commence 
again. 


LET  CANAL  CONTRACT. 

Work  Upon  Large  Enterprise  Near  Mari- 
nette to  Commence. 

Marinette,  Wis.,  ^ov.  12. — (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — The  contract  for  the 
big  drainage  canal,  the  first  to  be  con- 
structed In  Marinette  county  and  this 
part  of  the  state  has  been  let.  The 
work  will  be  started  by  clearing  the 
right  of  way  from  the  outlet  of  the 
canal  at  Peshtlgo  just  above  the  dam 
there.  The  contract  time  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  work  is  December.  1908. 
There  will  be  twelve  miles  of  canal, 
Including  all  the  laterals.  The  esti- 
mated cost  of  the  work  is  $14,000.  The 
main  canal  will  be  twenty  feet  wide 
and  eight  feet  deep.  The  laterals  will 
be  smaller.  The  work  will  be  done 
with  a  steam  dredge  and  with  teams. 
The  main  canal  will  be  about  six  miles 
long  and  will  extend  from  Peshtigo  up 
into  Porterfleld. 

It  is  probable  another  large  drain- 
age canal  will  be  planned  and  dug 
during  the  coming  year.

TRAINS  FOR 
THE^RDER 

Regular  Service  Will  foe 
Established  in  Thir- 
ty Days. 

All   Ballasting  Will  be 

Completed  Early  In 

December. 


An  official  of  the  Duiuth.  Rainy  Lake 
&  Winnipeg  road  this  morning  said  that 
ballasting  of  the  extension  to  the  border 
would  be  completed  Inside  of  thirty  days 
and  that  as  soon  as  this  work  was  fin- 
ished passenger  trains  would  begin  run- 
ning through  from  Duiuth  to  the  border. 
The  bridge  across  Rainy  river  will  not  be 
built  by  that  time,  however,  and  direct 
connections  to  Winnipeg  will  be  delayed 
until   the   structure  is   c-ompleted. 

One  thing  that  has  delayed  the  comple- 
tion of  tht  line  before  this  was  the  fact 
that  labor  was  so  scarce.  It  has  been 
an  utter  impossibility  for  the  contrac- 
tors to  keep  full  crews  of  men.  Condi- 
tions are  changed  now.  however,  and 
there  Is  no  difficulty  whatever  in  getting 
all  the  men  desired.  Thlg  means  thai 
work  win  be  pushed  forward  without 
further  delay.  Money  market  conditions 
have  not  interfered  with  work  op  the 
line.  On  the  contrary,  several  additional 
cre\i's  have  been  hired  in  the  last  two 
weeks. 

Because  of  the  swampy  character  of 
much  of  the  territory  through  which  the 
line  passes,  it  is  necessary  to  haul  gravel 
for  bitllasting  a  considerable  distance. 
Tlie  official  in  question  has  just  returned 
from  a  trip  of  inspection  over  the  line, 
and  says  that  everything  is  running 
along  in  goo<l  shape.  Regublar  trains  are 
being  operated  as  far  as  Ash  Lake,  fifty- 
six  miles  north  of  Virginia,  and  the 
track  is  in  condition  to  be  used  many 
miles  beyond  this  point,  but  the  oper- 
ation of  regular  trains  past  Ash  I^ake 
would  interfere  with  the  gravel  work  and 
ballasting  operations,  and  It  is,  therefore, 
thought  best  to  delay  regular  train  ser- 
vice  until   the   line    is   finished.

BREAK  LAWS 

Methodist  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Board  Faces  Pecu- 
liar Proposition. 

Seattle,  Nov.  12. — Because  of  a  debt 
of  $8"),000  hanging  over  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  board  of  foreign  missions,  in 
session  here,  that  body  must  either 
I  retrench  lo  the  extent  of  $170,000  in 
making  appropriations  for  rne  foreigr. 
mission  field,  or  violate  a  strict  inter- 
pretation of  the  laws  of  the  church, 
which  say  that. the  board  shall  not  ap- 
propriate more  money  than  the  income 
of  the  foreign  mission  board  during 
the  previous  year.  This  condition  is 
due  to  the  separating  of  the  foreign 
and  the  home  mission  societies  during 
the  past  church  year.  The  committee 
on  general  appropriation  will  report  In 
favor  of  violating  the  strict  interpre- 
tation of  the  law,  and  it  is  expected  its 
action  will  be  endorsed  in  the  general 
meeting,  because  a  curtailment  of 
$170,000  in  the  income  would  mean  a 
va»t  re<Juction  in  the  number  of  mis- 
sionaiies  in  all  foreign  fields.

SH>  he  offered  to  make  up.  While  they 
were  talking  the  matter  over.  Mrs. 
.Swonger  made  a  dash  for  the  door,  f(>l- 
lowed  by  her  husl)and.  who  seized  her 
by  the  hair.  He  held  on.  but  Mrs. 
Swonger  fought  desperately,  and  broke 
away,  leaving  a  handful  of  hair  In  her 
hu.sband's  hands.  While  Mrs.  Swonger 
ran  to  a  neighbor's  to  give  the  alarm, 
Swonger  left  his  home  and  ran  Into 
the  brush  In  the  neighborhood  o.f 
Twenty-eighth  street.

POWERS  TRIAL 
BEGINS  AT  LAST 

Motion  to  File  Pardon 
By  Taylor  is  Over- 
ruled. 

G<.'orgetown.  Ky..  Nov.  12.— When  the 
case  of  Caleb  Powers,  charged  with  the 
murder  of  Governor  Goebel.  was  called 
today,  it  was  found  that  many  of  ihj 
important  witnesses  for  the  defense, 
who  were  absent  yesterday,  causing  a 
postponement  of  the  trial,  were  present 
and  Co.mmonwealth  Attorney  Frank- 
lin, aft^r  the  roll  call  of  the  witnesses, 
promptly  answered  ready.  As  sfx>n  M 
this  announcement  was  made.  Maj.  W. 
C.  Owens,  chief  counsel  for  Powers, 
arose  and  said: 

"Before  the  dofense  answers  ready, 
we  desire  to  offer  as  a  plea  of  abate- 
ment, the  pardon  given  the  deCendant 
by  Governor  W.  S.  Taylor,  after  the 
commission  of  the  crime." 

Cpon  the  request  of  Conunonwealtft 
Attorney  Franklin,  this  document  was 
turned  over  to  the  attorneys  for  the 
prosecution,  who  retired  to  examine 
it. 

This  is  the  same  pardon  that  nas  been 
produced  at  the  former  trials,  and 
which  the  courts  have  held  invalid. 

Judge  Maorris  overruled  the  motion 
of  the  defense  to  file  the  plea  and  par- 
don, after  a  vlg'jrous  objection  by  the 
pro.secution.  the  court  holding  that  tbe 
validity  of  th-e  pardon  was  not  within 
th"  jurisdiction  of  tiie  court,  as  the 
court  of  appf-als  had  already  passed  on 
that  phase  of  the  question.  .The  de- 
f'-n.se.  however,  scored  a  point  In  se- 
curing permisswn  to  make  avowal  of 
tho  pardon,  thus  getting  that  document 
In  the  recorcLs.  over  the  emphatic  ob- 
jection of  the  prosecution,  which  was 
allowed  to  griye  exceptions.  Consider- 
able arguiment  was  had  on  this  point. 
The  court  then  adjourned  until  2 
o'clock,  when  the  avowal,  with  the 
proof,  will  be  filed.

His  par- 
ents wanted  him'  to 'become  a  states- 
man and  sent  him  to  some  of  the 
leading  schools  In  Germany,  but  fate 
decreed  otherwise.  After  studying 
law  for  a  time,  h^  decided  to  leavo 
the  Fatherland  and  make  his  fortune 
in  the  United  States. 

He  began  his  American  career  by 
first  working  around  saloons.  He  later 
tried  his  hand  at  oyster  fishing  in 
Chesapeake  bay  and  the  Potomac 
river.

While  all  of  the  bankrs  ad- 
mit that  c.5nditions  show  an  improve- 
ment over  two  weeks  ago,  they  also 
state  that  it  will  be  necessary  for 
business  to  gradually  adapt  it.self  to 
the  new  conditions,  aJid  while  the 
business  and  financial  outlook  is  much 
improved,  actual  loosening  in  money 
and  a  resumption  of  business  upon  the 
old   scale,   will   not  occur  at  once. 

It  is  reported  that  the  United  States 
government  has  negotiated  the  loan 
of  a  large  amount  of  gold  in  Paris, 
while  trade  reports  would  indicate  the 
gradual  beginning  of  the  return  of 
gold  from  Europe  in  return  for  the 
credit  balance  that  Is  owed  to  this 
country. 

.  A  composlls  view  or  summary  of  the 
advices   received   today    would    Indicate] 
that  the  business  flurry  has  passed  th3  1 
crisis.      No  promise  is  given  of  an  ini-i 
mediate  or  speedy  return  to  the  heavy 
business    operation    of    the    period    im- ; 
mediately   preceding   the   money    strin- 
gency, but  assurances  are  beginning  to 
be  felt   that   nothing   worse  than  a  re- 
trenchment,   with    trade    and    business 
improving    until    it    reaches    a    normal 
tone,   will   be  the  outcome  of  the  con- 
ditions that  were  so  feared  two  weeks 

The  greatest  strength  is  shown  in 
the  reports  regarding  the  New  York 
stock  market.  These  advices  show  that 
the  market  is  gradually  emerging  from 
its  lethargy  and  is  beginning  to  as- 
sume a  steady,  if  greatly  curtailed, 
activity'. 

While  the  reports  for  the  past  week 
have  been  for  the  most  part  assur- 
aces  that  business  conditions  were  not

INSI1>E   OF   A    DAM. 

An  alisiilutely  unique  power  plant  has 
M  cently  been  completed  about  fifteen 
mile»s  iielow  Baltimore  on  the  Patap«=co 
river.  It  Is  built  within  a  dam  and  is 
entlrelv  under  water.  It  is  the  first  of 
Its  kliid  ever  bult  and  cost  much  less 
than  it  would  have  If  built  in  any  other 
know.T   way. 

The  dam  is  220  feet  long.  50  feet  thick  at 
the  base  and  26%  feet  high.  The  splll- 
v\\  is  168  f»et  long,  but  at  present  only 
108  "feet  of  this  distance  Is  used  for  hou.<- 
inp:  tbe  power  plant.  The  dam  Is  of 
reinforced  concrete,  the  shell  btUng  18 
Inches  thick  at  the  bottom  and  tapering 
to  10  Inches  at  the  top. 

The  apron  extends  only  half  way  down 
from  the  crown,  says  the  Electrical 
\Norld,  the  remaining  down  stream  por- 
t'on  being  entirely  open  and  provided 
with  windows  by  means  of  which  the  in- 
terior is  lighted.  The  shape  of  the 
apron  is  such  that  the  water  is  thrown 
s<.me  little  distance  away  from  the  win- 
dows. 

The  part  used  by  the  power  house  Is 
flttfd  with  a  false  ceiling  hung  five  feet 
fronithe  inside  of  the  dam  so  as  to  pro- 
tect the  apparatus  from  any  water  that 
might  seep  through  the  outer  shell  of 
the  dam.  The  dam  1^  built  of  a  fine  and 
rich  mixture,  which  was  laid  very  wet. 
Aside  from  this  no  precautions  were  tak- 
en  to  eliminate    water. 

The  water  is  fed  «o  t'le  turbines 
through  steel  pipes  passing  through  the 
up  stream  spillway  sh»ll  and  discharged 
by  draft  tubes  into  the  base  of  the  dam. 
dropping  into  a  well  sunk  some  three 
feet  below  tlie  river  bed.  The  water 
passes  thence  by  way  of  a  ch.innel  con- 
structed in  the  rivfr  bed.  out  of  the  dam. 
The  intake  Is  5%  feet  below  the  crest  of 
the  spillway  so  that  the  trash  racks  are 
kept  clear  of  drift  wood,  etc.

"I'm  willing  to  be  hazed  all  right, 
if  you  fellows  are  equal  to  the  job,'  he 
said,  "but  I  must  insist  on  your  coming 
one  at  a  time."  That  looked  easy,  but 
was  not.  The  hazers  came  on  one  at  a 
time  and  rumor  hus  it  that  Sullivaii 
whipped  sevenleeti  of  them  to  a  stand- 
still before  making  them  see  the  futility 
of  further  attacks.  After  that  he  wa» 
not  molested. 

West  Point  annals  contain  a  record  of 
at  least  one  other  m.an  who  was  not 
hazed.  He  Is  Capt.  Beaumont  B.  Buck 
of  the  Sixteenth  infantry.  His  methods 
were  not  the  same  as  Sullivan's,  how- 
ever. He  warned  the  hazers  not  to  at- 
tempt to  enter  his  room,  and  when  they 
tried  to  rush  him  he  fired  on  them  with 
results  by  no  means  pleasant  to  one 
young  man.  This  was  while  he  was  still 
a  student  at  a  preparatory  school  near 
West   Point.

New  York,  Nov.  13.— By  far  the  great- 
est winter  exodus  ever  known  of  aliens 
from  these  shores  is  now  in  progress. 

Including  the  first  week  in  Novem- 
ber, at  which  tune  the  annual  exodus 
of  l.'iborers  Is  supposed  to  be  ju.-'t  be- 
ginning, 10^,677  more  third  class  passen- 
gers had  le^ft  this  port  during  1907  than 
during  the  s.imo  period  of  11106;  the 
exct.ss  of  second  cla.ss  and  hrst  class 
was    I4,L'J2  and   6,729,    resp^>ctively. 

.Steamship  men,  who  have  studied  the 
ateeragi>  movement — especially  with  re- 
gard to  the  day  laborers  of  Italy— state 
that  It  is  larger  and  more  persistent 
to  the  East  this  year  than  ever  before, 
and  from  this  they  argue  that  a  Iarg» 
r>erc«n»age  of  the  voyagers,  scenting  a 
let-up  ii!  industrial  activity,  and  with 
an  exaggerated  Idea  of  the  present 
financial  stress,  have  no  Intention  of 
returning  in  the  spring.  The  returning 
emigrants  will  spread  the  news  to  all 
parts  of  Europe,  with  the  result  that 
the  number  of  aUlebodied  men  seeking 
profitable  employment  In  this  country 
rext  spring  will  b*  lessened  materi- 
ally. 


Hearing  Occurs   Before 

Judge  Hough  of  U.  S. 

Circuit  Court. 

Brought  on  Motion  of  the 

interstate  Commerce 

Commission, 

Whose  Interrogations  the 
Railroad  Magnate  Re- 
fused to  Answer. 


New  York,  Nov.  13. — Arguments  on 
the  interstate  commerce  commission's 
motion  to  compel  E.  H.  Harriman  to 
answer  certain  questions  put  to  him 
during  the  oommission's  investigation 
of  reJlroad  affairs  were  begun  before 
Judge  Hough,  in  the  United  States 
court,  today.  The  government  was  rep- 
resented by  Frank  B.  Kellogg,  who  haa 
conducted  the  commission's  Investiga- 
tion into  railroad  affairs,  while  Judge 
R.  S.  lA»vett  appears  for  Mr.  Harri- 
man. 

The  questions  Mr.  Harriman  refused 
to  answer  related  to  the  purchase  of 
the  stock  of  other  railroads  In  the  In- 
terest of  the  Union  Pacific  and  to  the 
Union  Pacific  dividend.  In  regard  to 
the  J28,0O0,(K>0  of  Illinois  Central  stock, 
purchased  at  $175  a  share,  the  ques- 
tions which  Mr.  Harriman  declined 
were  as  follows: 

"We<re  the  90,000  shares  sold  by  your- 
self, Mr.  Kogers  and  Mr.  Stillman 
pooled?" 

"Was  it  acquired  for  the  purpose  of 
selling  it   to  the  Union  Pacific?" 

"Was  the  stock  purchased  by  you  at 
a  much  lower  price  than  $175,  with  the 
intention  of  turning  It  over  to  the 
Union  Pacific?  " 

"Did  .you  have  any  interest  In  the 
10.'»,00(»  shares  sold  at  the  same  time  by 
Kuhn.  Loeb  &  Co.  to  the  Union  Pa- 
cific?" 

"Was  that  10.'>,000  shares  acquired  by 
the  same  im>oi  for  the  purpose  of  selling 
them  to  the  Union  Pacific?" 

On  the  subject  of  the  Union  Pacific 
dividend,  which  was  advanced  from  a 
rate  of  6  per  cent  per  annum  on  Aug. 
l.'>.  1906,  with  a  subsequent  rise  in  the 
price  of  the  stock.  Mr.  Harriman  de- 
clined   to  answer   the   following: 

"Were  you  directly  or  lndire<^tly  In- 
terested in  any  stocks  that  were 
bought  betwt^n  July  19  and  Aag.  17 
that  apprt-ciated?" 

"Did  y(»u  or  any  director  buy  any 
I^nion  and  Souther:i  Pacific  stoclcs  In 
anticipation  of  that  dividend?"

United  States  District  •JVttorney  Stim- 
son  opened  for  the  Interstate  commerce 
commission.  He  sakl  that  the  commis- 
sion, iK'fore  starting  .tM^  investigation 
during  which  Mr.  Harriman  was  asked 
the  questions  which  he  has  declined  to 
answer,  had  stated  tlwr  object  of  the 
Investigation.

The  fact  that  the  building  of  tracks  to 
the  site  of  the  proi)osed  steel  plant  at 
Spirit  Lake  has  not  been  completed 
will  mean  a  delay  in  starting  actual 
constructon  work  on  the  plant  itself., 
according  to  Manager  Rels,  who  said 
yesterday  that  in  all  probability  a  start, 
on  the  buildings  could  not  be  made  un- 
til spring.  Mr.  Reis  also  stated  that 
construction  work  on  the  houses  for 
employes  would  not  be  begun  until 
spring. 

Such  an  immense  amount  of  material 
will  be  used  in  building  the  steel  plants 
and  all  the  structures  that  go  with  It,, 
that  it  would  l)e  useless  to  undertake 
its  construction  until  spur  tracks  were 
in  readiness  to  haul  the  freight.  It 
would  be  a  slow  and  expensive  job  tak- 
ing the  material  to  the  ground  by 
team,  and  the  Steel  corporation  ha* 
planned  all  along  on  awaiting  fhe  com- 
pletion of  the  railroad  work  before 
starting    building   operations. 

The  building  of  houses  for  employes- 
of  the  company  at  Spirit  Lake  will  be 
quite  a  contract  in  itself.  A  small 
army  of  men  will  be  employed  at  the 
plant  and,  of  course,  they  cannot  live 
in  Duluth  and  go  out  to  the  plant  every 
morning  to  their  work.  This  will  mean 
quite  a  village  around  the  plant.  It  is 
expected  that  the  contract  for  building 
the  houses  will  he  awarded  early  itk 
the  spring.  Bids  were  asked  for  a  while 
ago,  but  it  is  understood  that  the  prices 
asked  wore  so  Mgh  that  all  bids  were- 
rejected. 

Work  on  the  railroad  spurs  running 
to  the  site  is  getting  along  pretty  v.-ell,. 
but  the  completion  of  the  contract 
came  at  a  somewhat  later  date  than 
was  generally  expected  in  the  first 
place.  Aside  from  the  main  spurs,, 
there  will  be  a  large  amount  of  track 
work  to  be  done,  but  this  will  come 
later,  after  building  operations  on  th«- 
plant  have  been  begun. 


Washington,  Nov.  13.— The  trial  of

It  was  on  the  28th  day  of  June,  1906,  that  I  secured 
titles  or  patents  to  ths  old  properties  San  Antonio,  Buena 
Vista,  and  San  Juan  of  the  Calumet  &  Sonora  Mining  Company.

OFADAMS 

Principal  Feature  Intro- 
duced in  His  Trial 
for  Murder.

Was  Made  to  McParland 

in  Idaho  Penitentiary 

in  1906. 


Rathdrum.  Idaho,  Nov.  13. — The  con- 
fession of  Steve  Adams,  made  In  the 
office  of  the  warden  of  the  Idaho  stato 
penitentiary  Feb.  27,  1906,  In  the  pros- 
ence  of  James  McParland,  a  Pinker- 
ton  detective  of  MoHle  Maguire  fame, 
and  W.  B.  Hopkins,  was  Introduced  In 
evidence  at  the  trial  of  Adams  for  ihe 
murder  of  Fred  Tyler  at  Rathdrum, 
Idaho,  yesterday. 

In  the  confession  Adams  is  quoted 
as  saying  that  he  met  Moyer,  Haywood 
and  Pettibone  in  Colorado  "the  sum- 
mer following  Arthur  Collins'  assas- 
sination at  Ttlluridi*,"  and  that  he 
had  been  Intimately  acquainted  with 
them  up  to  the  time  he  left  Colorado. 

"They  told  me  to  go  to  Idaho  and 
meet  Jack  SImpkins,"  Adams  Is  quoted 
as  saying.  "That  he  wanted  to  see  me 
on  some  bu.sines.«  In  rejjurd  to  Former 
Ooverncr  Slfunenborg,  and  that  I 
would  meet  him  near  Wallace,  Idaho, 
at  Wardnt^r."  The  confession  deals 
with  preliminary  talk  about  the  pro- 
posed assassination  of  Governor  Steun- 
enberg.  TliLs  talk  had  occurred  short- 
ly after  the  dynamiting  of  the  depot 
at  Independence  in  1904.  It  was  about 
a  month  after  that  Adams  started  for 
Idaho.  The  talk  had  taken  place  in 
Pettibone'B  back  room  and  besides 
Adams  there  had  been  present  Hay- 
wood and  Pettibone.  The  confession 
continues: 

"They  just  told  me  to  go  up  and 
see  SImpkins,  as  he  wanted  to  see  me 
and  he  would  probably  tell  me  about 
the  Steunenberg  matter  as  they  wanted 
to   get    Steunenberg." 

"Did  you  get  any  money?"  "They 
gave  me  $200  to  go  up  there  on." 

"Who  gave  you  tlie  money?"  "George 
Pettibone.'^  After  meeting  SImpkins 
he  lingered  but  a  short  time  In  Ward- 
ner,  but  left  soon  for  Simpkiiis'  claim, 
about  fourteen  miles  above  the  head 
of   navigation,   on   the   St.   Joe. 

"There  were  some  Jumpers  in  there," 
Adams    said. 

"Simpking  said  that  If  I  helped  hhn 
to  get  rid  of  those  fellows  he  would 
give  me  $300.  Two  of  these  men  were 
killed." 

"Who  killed  these  men?" 

"Newt.  Glover,  Jack  Simpkins  und 
myself." 

"How  did  you  carry  out  the  murder 
of   TylerJ" 

"We  went  in  one  night.  Newt.  Glo- 
ver and  myself  to  the  cabin,  made 
some  coffee,  and  in  the  morning  we 
went  over  to  try  to  catch  Tyler  in  his 
cabin  vu  Jack  Simpkins'  claim.  He 
was  gone.  We  laid  there  until  sun- 
down. He  never  returned  and  we 
started  up  to  a  spring,  and  while  we 
were  drinking  we  heard  someone  com- 
ing. I  said  "all  right,  I  am  glad  of  it." 
I  got  my  Winchester,  and  standing  by 
the  side  of  the  gun  trail  never  moved. 
I  saw  it  was  Tyler  coming;  he  had  a 
big  gun  buckled  on  him.  I  stepped 
out  on  the  trail  and  told  him  to  throw 
up  his  hands.  We  then  disarmed  him, 
took  him  to  Slmpkln.s'  cabin  and 
stopped  there  until  morning,  when  we 
took  him  three  miles  out  in  the  timber 
and  killed  him." 

"What  was  d<me  with  the  body?" 

"It  was  left  lying  between  two  logs." 

"Who  did  Tyler  say  placed  him  on 
the  claim?" 

"A  fellow  named  Lewis — a  banker, 
I  think,  from  Spokane — but  I  cannot 
say  positively." 

"After  that  what  occurred?" 

"I  went  down  and  met  SImpkins  at 
Harrison  and  told  him  what  I  had 
done;  that  he  did  not  have  any  jumper 
on  his  claim." 

"In  abciut  a  week  or  thereabouts,  or 
probably  two  weeks,  we  went  back  up 
there,  and  met  a  fellow  named  BouK 
and  another  man  coming  down  the 
trail  near  SImpkins'  cabin.  We  opened 
fire  on  them,  killing  Boule;  Jack  Simp- 
kins,  I  and  Newt.  Glover.  There  was 
another  man  with  us  at  the  time  whose 
name  I  do  not  know." 

"How  did  It  happen  that  the  other 
man  got  away?" 

"We  missed  him;  he  was  dodging. 
iWe  Phot  at  him." 

Following  the  confe-ssion  of  the 
shooting  Adams  relates  how  he  had 
left  Marble  Creek  county. 

The  sheriff  had  found  one  of  the 
bodies,  that  of  Boule,  which  was  lying 
a  short  distance  from  Simpkins'  cabin. 
Adams  did  not  meet  the  sheriff,  but 
SImpkins  met  him. 

"After  this  was  over,  did  you  get 
the  $300  from  Simpkins?" 

"I  did  not." 

"What  excu.«!e  did  he  give?" 

"He  said  that  all  the  settlers  were 
going  to  help  pay  it,  but  they  did  not 
come  In  with  the  mon*>y.  I  got  $120. 
.Ma.son  gave-  me  $100  and  SImpkins 
gave  me  $20  when  I  left."

STATE  RIGHTS  AND  RAILROADS. 

There  isn't  any  real  question  of  state  rights  involved 
in  the  regulation  of  railroads.  State  rights  means  the 
right  of  a  state  to  manage  its  domestic  affairs  without 
interference  from  the  federal  government,  just  as  the 
city  ought  to  have  a  right  to  manage  it*  own  affairs 
without  the  interference  of  the  state.  But  cities  do  not 
attempt  to  regulate  state  matters  because  the  people  of 
the  cities  are  incidentally  concerned  just  as  are  the 
people  of  the  country,  and  tiie  slates  ought  to  go  no  far- 
ther with  the  regulation  of  the  railroads  than  is  neces- 
sary to  secure  justice  to  tlieir  pe<iple  when  the  interstate 
power'  of  the  federal  government  does  not  reach  the 
problem. 

The  railroad  question  i.s  essentially  a  national  ques- 
tion. There  are  railroads  in  all  states,  and  most  rail- 
roads go  through  more  than  one  state.  .\  large  propor- 
tion of  tlie  shipments  are  interstate,  wholly  beyond  the 
control  of  the  states.  If  the  federal  government  properly 
regulates  interstate  rates,  the  states  should  supplement 
this  regulation  by  exerting  their  powers  over  shipments 
wholly  within  the  state,  which  cannot  be  reached  by 
federal  regulation. 

The  important  thing  is  regulation,  and  the  question 
of  whether  the  nation  does  it  '  »•  the  state  is  wholly  sub- 
ordinate, if  it  could  best  be  do.ie  by  the  states,  every- 
body should  favor  state  regulation.  Since  it  cannot  be 
done  by  the  states  effectually,  everybody  should  be  for 
federal  regulation.  If  federal  regulation  does  not  reach 
shipments  wlioliy  within  a  state,  the  state  should  act  in 
order  that  the  regulation  may  be  uniform  and  effective. 

The  Atlanta  Constitution,  which  is  probably  just  as 
jealous  of  state  rights  as  any  newspaper  or  individual 
in  the  country,  says:  '^Vhsolute  government  regulation 
of  interstate  railroads  in  the  United  States  is  coming, 
and  the  sooner  it  comes  the  better  for  all  concerned. 
This  need  in  no  wise  infringe  upon  the  rights  of  the 
states  to  deal  with  strictly  stale  matters  and  to  control 
state  details — but  in  interstate  relations  the  government 
should  be  su.preme  in  its  control,  and  the  next  congress 
should  act  accordingly." 

This  is  the  correct  view.  Federal  control  must  be 
supreme,  for  effective  regulation  must  proceed  from  a 
single  central  authority.  State  control  must  be  sub- 
ordinate, and  must  fill  in  the  space  where  interstate  con- 
trol cannot   reach. 

If  all  the  railroads  were  in  one  state,  or  if  each  rail- 
road were  confined  to  a  single  .state,  without  interstate 
connections,  this  would  be  a  state  problem  and  not  a 
national  one.  .\s  it  is,  it  is  distinctly  a  national  problem, 
to  be  handled  by  the  nation  with  the  cordial  co-opera- 
tion of  the  states.  There  is  no  occasion  for  state  jeal- 
ousy. Attempts  to  make  it  a  slate  matter  can  only  result 
in  the  delay  of  wholesome  and  effective  regulation  which 
shall  be  fair  to  the  stockholders  of  the  railroads  and  to 
•11  the  people  alike. 


Yet   if   the    bull,   who   buys   stocks   expecting   to   sell 

them  at  a  profit,  had  not  pushed  stocks  up  to  a  perilous 

Sl.OO    height,  the  fall  would  not  have  been  so  great,  so  he  is  as 

.50    much   to  blame   as   the   bear. 

***^  Neither  could  work  much  havoc  if  men  were  prohib- 
ited by  law  from  buying  that  which  they  do  not  want 
and  do  not  expect  to  get,  and  from  selling  that  which 
they  have  not  got.  If  the  gambling  which  the  mar- 
gin practice  permits  does  not  actually  bring  on  all  panics, 
it  certainly  makes  them  more  acute  and  more  disastrous, 
and  it  seems  hard  to  contest  the  statement  that  the  coun- 
ry  would  be  infinitely  better  off  if  these  dangerous  prac- 
tices could  be  eliminated. 

Germany  has  such  a  law,  and  while  it  does  not  work 
well  with  grain,  it  works  well  with  stocks.  Future 
trading  in  the  grain  market  enables  millers  to  "hedge" 
and  thus  protect  themselves  against  violent  fluctua- 
tions. If  all  grain  business  were  a  cash  business,  with- 
out option  trading,  there  would  be  a  glutted  market  when 
the  crops  are  harvested,  with  low  prices  to  the  farmer, 
and  a  bare  market  the  rest  of  the  year,  with  correspond- 
ingly high  prices  which  would  hurt  the  consumer  of 
flour  without  bcnet'iting  the  producer  of  wheat. 

But  no  such  arguments  are  available  for  stock  deal- 
ings, and  industry  will  be  more  solid,  more  steady  and 
more  prosperous  when  men  are  forbidden  to  imperil 
industry  by  gambling  in  the  securities  that  represent  in- 
dustry.

OBSTRUCTING  FAIR  PLAY. 

It  is  small  wonder  that,  as  stated  in  a  local  article 
in  The  Herald  last  night,  "ihe  position  taken  by  the 
attorney  general's  office  in  obstructing  the  recount  on 
the  tax  amendment  with  technicalities  has  caused  gen- 
eral dissatisfaction." 

What  does  Attorney  General  Young  take  his  office 
for,  anyway?  Is  it  to  his  mind  an  implement  for  advanc- 
ing his  pet  prejudices,  and  are  those  who  conceive  its 
function  to  be  that  of  securing  full  and  open-eyed  jus- 
tice mistaken? 

There  isn't  an  individual  in  the  state  who  doubts 
that  the  la.x  amendment  failed  to  carry,  and  that  the 
finding  on  the  face  of  the  returns  that  it  did  cany  is  due 
to  a  well  understood  error  in  the  ballots.  Nobndy  knows 
this  better  tl'.an  Attorney  General  Young. 

Yet  instead  of  facilitating  a  fair  and  free  review  by  the 
courts,  \Ne  find  the  attorney  geiural's  office  interposing 
technicalities  that  are  intended  to  defeat  the  recount. 
This  is  because,  for  purposes  of  his  own,  the  attorney 
general  wants  the  tax  amendment  to  stand,  and  in  pur- 
suance of  his  own  desires  he  dares  to  try  to  set  at 
naught  the  unmistakable  voice  of  the  people,  who  re- 
jected the  amendment  at  the  polls. 

This  is  dishonesty,  pure  and  simple.  There  can  be 
no  other  name  for  it.  Instead  of  a  department  of  jus- 
tice, the  attorney  general's  office  is  being  turned  into  a 
department  of  injustice,  with  the  aim  of  defeating  the 
will  of  the  people  by  a  technicality. 

This  course  is  neither  professional  nor  honorable; 
it  is  of  such  a  cliaracter  as  to  bring  the  legal  profes- 
sion into  disrepute.  An  attorney  general  who  will  take 
such  a  stand  has  a  pitiable  conception  of  legal  ethics  and 
of  the  responsibilities  of  a  public  officer. 


POOR  ALFONSO! 

Incidental  to  the  visit  of  King  Alfonso  of  Spain  to 
England,  and  thanks  to  the  industry  of  the  fourth  estate, 
we  are  enabled  to  peep  through  that  "divinity  which 
doth  hedge  a  king"  and  to  catch  a  fleeting  glimpse  of 
the  real  human  nature  underneath. 

Acording  to  a  dispatch  from  London,  the  young 
king  was  out  hunting  the  other  day  with  the  members 
of  the  royal  flush  tha't  has  come  together  in  John  Bull's 
hand,  and  as  the  day  was  warm,  and  his  coat  was 
oppressive,  Alfonso  took  it  off  an4  continued  his  hunt- 
ing in  his  shirt  sleeves. 

English  etiquette  was  fractured  beyond  repair.  The 
kings  and  queens  and  knaves  and  aces  thereabouts  were 
shocked,  amazed,  disturbed  beyond  measure.  Jolly  old 
Edward,  who  has  humanity  enough  to  burst  the  bonds 
of  kingship  once  in  a  while  himself,  laughed  heartily 
at  the  young  king's  solecism  and  at  the  open-mouthed 
state  of  shock  into  which  the  royal  entourage  had  been 
precipitated  by  the  youthful  monarch's  simplicity. 

And  then,  for  all  the  world  like  Mrs.  Hodge  quietly 
telling  poor  Hodge  at  dinner  with  a  neighbor  that  he 
ought  not  to  eat  peas  with  his  knife,  Mrs.  Alfonso,  the 
fair  Queen  Victoria,  informed  her  royal  husband  that 
he  had  smashed  British  etiquette,  and  induced  him  to 
put  his  coat  on  again. 

Human  nature  is  human  nature,  whether  it  wears 
the  royal  purple  or  the  plebeian  fustian.  Alfonso  was 
used  to  being  comfortable  at  home,  and  when  his  coat 
became  too  warm  for  comfort  he  took  it  off,  just  as 
poor  Hodge  would  have  done  under  similar  circum- 
stances. And  just  as  Mr.  Hodge  would  have  done  when 
her  husband  shocked  the  neighbors  by  his  informality. 
Queen  Victoria  gave  him  a  quiet  tip  and  set  him  right 
again.  It  is  not  beyond  the  bounds  of  imagination  that 
in  the  mysterious  depths  of  the  night,  when  the  court 
snored  royally,  she  gave  him  a  good  rigging  for  his 
bad  break.

MARGIN  TRADING. 

Should  dealing  in  grain  or  stocks  on  margins  be 
prohibited? 

Nine  men  out  of  ten  will  probably  say  yes.  The 
tenth  will  contend  that  there  is  more  good  than  harm 
in  the  practice,  even  though  he  admits  that  there  is 
some  harm. 

But  the  tenth  man  who  seeks  to  defend  the  practice 
has  a  hard  row  to  hoe,  and  he  is  not  likely  to  convince 
the  nine  that  his  position  is  logical. 

A  pretty  good  example  of  what  margin-dealing  means 
in  general  was  furnished  a  couple  of  weeks  ago,  when 
the  value  of  securities  was  shrinking  every  day,  when 
banks  who  held  these  securities  as  collateral  were  being 
forced  to  throw  them  on  a  declining  market  at  a  sacri- 
fice, and  when  men  were  being  ruined  every  minute. 

The  bear,  who  sejls  "short"  e.xpecting  to  buy  in 
cheaper,  and  who  does  not  shrink  from  spreading  alarms 
in  order  to  precipitate  the  collapse  of  the  market,  was 
then  in  his  glory.  He  was  "short  of  the  market,"  and 
every  point  of  decline  made  him  richer.  He  sold  more 
stock  sliort,  thinking  only  of  the  profit  to  him  and  not 
ftt  aU,  perhaps,  of  the  harm  he  was  doing  legitimate 
business    institutions    by    "poundng    the   market."     The 


BACK  TO  THE  BANKS. 

It  is  pleasant  and  comfortable  to  note  in  the  new? 

from  all  over  the  country  that  many  people  who  became 
panic-stricken  a  few  weeks  ago  and  took  their  deposits 
out  of  the  banks  through  a  senseless  and  unreasoning 
fear  are  putting  them  back  again. 

It  is  still  more  pleasant  to  know  that  there  were  few 
people  in  Dululh  who  lost  their  heads  so  easily,  IMiere 
were  practically  no  withdrawals  of  deposits  by  scared 
depositors  in  Duluth,  and  it  is  said  that  most  of  the  very 
few  who  did  it  here  have  long  since  repented  and  have 
returned  their  cash  to  the  banks  where  it  can  help  do  the 
business  of  the  country. 

In  Xew  York,  however,  millions  of  money  were 
withdrawn  in  a  few  days.  The  extreme  to  which  panic 
will  carry  men  sometimes  was  illustrated  by  the  story  of 
a  New  York  depositor  who  drew  out  a  fat  sum  from  a 
trust  company  and  promptly  bought  government  bonds 
with  it.  He  breathed  freely  for  a  minute,  and  then  panic 
resumed  its  sway,  and  he  feared  even  for  the  safety  of 
the  government,  and  had  to  be  led  around  to  the  secre- 
tary of  the  treasury  to  be  assured  that  government  bonds 
were  still  good. 

People  who  withdraw  money  from  the  banks  are 
doing  themselves  and  society  deadly  injury.  Business 
cannot  proceed  without  money.  There  arc  three  billions 
of  money  in  the  country  and  thirteen  billions  of  bank 
deposits.  If  all  depositors  demanded  their  money  there 
wouldn't  be  enough  to  go  around.  The  mere  fear  of 
panic  tightens  money  everywhere,  and  prevents  bankers 
from  making  loans  necessary,  to  keep  business  going. 
When  the  people  are  free  from  alarm,  and  leave  their 
money  on  deposit,  loans  can  be  resumed  and  business 
will  proceed  at  its  usual  gait. 

The  troubles  of  those  who  withdrew  their  money  in 
New  York  had  just  begun.  They  hid  their  money  in 
chimneys,  in  stoves,  in  old  shoes,  in  holes  in  the  back 
yard,  under  the  bed  clothes,  in  all  sorts  of  queer  places. 
Then  began  a  stream  of  stories  that  created  a  greater 
panic  among  those  that  were  hiding  money  than  they 
had  suflfered  when  they  drew  their  funds  out.  The  man 
that  hid  his  money  in  an  old  shoe  found  that  his  wife 
h.ad  given  the  shoes  away  to  a  beggar,  and  only  after 
a  frantic  and  agitated  pursuit  did  he  get  his  money  back. 

Somebody  started  a  fire  in  the  stove  in  which  money 
was  hidden.  Burglars  ransacked  the  houses  of  those 
that  were  knovvn  to  have  money  concealed  on  the  prem- 
ises. Those  with  money  buried  in  the  back  yard  were  in 
a  frenzy  of  fear  because  if  they  didn't  go  out  every  five 
minutes  to  see  if  it  was  still  there  they  couldn't  be  sure 
about  it,  and  if  they  did  they  would  be  certain  to  give 
away  the  secret  of  the  hiding  place  to  watching  prowlers. 

Many  a  man,  after  a  siege  of  a  few  days  like  this, 
dashed  back  to  the  bank  with  his  money  and  breathed 
his  first  sigh  of  relief  since  he  was  tempted  to  take  his 
money  out  and  hoard  it. 

No  wonder  most  of  these  scared  depositors  have  pre- 
ferred the  inconveniences  of  checks  and  certificates  to 
the  danger  of  nervous  prostration  from  guarding  hidden 
hoards.

May  be  a  Bad 

Precedent 


The  county  board  eommlttee  on 
claims  and  accounts  had  passed  on  ttie 
usual  large  grist  of  bills  for  the  month, 
which  were  presented  at  the  last  meet- 
ing of  the  board. 

"Shades  of  the  new  courthouse!  can 
It  be  possible?"  and  Chairman  Patter- 
son of  the  county  board  wiped  his  nosa 
glasses  and  scajined  tbe  bill  closely. 

"County  of  St.  Louis  to  W.  H.  Oppel, 
chief  of  police.Tower,  Minn.,  for  feeding 
Cliristopher  Columbus  four  meals,  $1." 

"I  read  somewhere  in  a  United  States 
history,  when  I  wais  a  boy,"  declared 
Conwnissioner  Patterson,  "that  Colum- 
bus died  centuries  ago.  Here  is  a  chief 
of  i>olioe  on  the  range  bringing  in  a 
bill  for  feeding  him.  I  think  the  mat- 
ter should  be  looked  into.  The  com- 
mittee on  claims  and  accounts  has  O. 
K.'d  the  bill,  but  I  would  suggest  that 
the  county  attorney  investigate  the 
claim  before  we  pay  It.  Just  think 
what  the  taxpayers  of  this  county  will 
say  when  thoy  read  In  the  county  board 
proceedings  that  we  have  been  paying 
bills  for  feeding  the  discoverer  O'f 
America." 

Chairman  Patterson's  point  was  well 
taken. 

Tiiere  was  an  agitated  silence  on  the 
part  of  the  jnembers  of  committee  on 
claims  and  accounts.  All  looked  guilty. 
Finally  Commissdoner  Grant  McMahon, 
from  Ely.  said  he  would  like  to  make 
an  explanation  on  behalf  of  the  com- 
mittee: 

"When  we  went  over  these  bills," 
said  Commissioner  McMahon,  "I  re- 
member there  was  a  question  raised  as 
to  that  name.  Mr.  Mclnnis  said  it 
eounded  rather  familiar  to  him,  but 
he  never  heard  of  anylsody  li\ing  on 
the  range  by  that  name,  and  he 
thought  it  must  be  ao  o^lt3lder.  The 
committee  was  assured  that  Chief  Op- 
pol  would  not  turn  In  a  bill  for  feeding 
anybody  unless  it  was  perfectly  legal, 
and  we  decided  to  let  it  go  through. 
Commissioners  Kauppt  and  Sundeen, 
other  mombers  of  the  committee,  re- 
marked that  they  had  given  the  matter 
caruful  consideration  and  decided  thatt 
it  should  be  paid,  althougii  for  a  man 
of  his  age,  Chris  certainly  did  eat  a 
lot. 

However,  to  make  sure  that  the  bill 
for  feeding  Chrlstoph^  Columbus  was 
a  strictly  le.gial  claim  against  the  coun- 
ty, it  was  unanimously  agreed  to  re- 
fer it  to  Assistant  County  Attorney 
Stevenson.

Thirteen  Persons  Arc  In- 
jured in  Collision  in 
Chicago. 

Chicago,  Nov.  13.— Thirteen  persons 
wore  Injured,  two  of  them  probably 
fatally,  yesterday  afternoon  when  a 
milk  train  on  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio 
railroad  backed  over  an  unprotected 
crossing  at  Twenty-ninth  street  and 
struck  a  crowded  South  Chicago  street 
car.

E.  Massey.  o&  yeaj-s  old,  Chicago,  thigh 
dislocated  and  internally  injured;  M.  J. 
fcjompers.  35  years  old,  Chicago,  back 
wrenched  and  internally  Injured. 

The  street  car,  carrying  nearly  fifty 
passengers,  was  struck  broadside  V,y 
the  milk  train  and  practically  demol- 
ished. Tlie  car  at  the  rear  of  tho 
milk  train  was  overturned  in  a  ditch 
b<:slde  the  rall.s,  and  the  car  following 
it  was  derailed.  The  crash,  according 
to  passengers  on  the  electric  car,  camo 
without  warning.  The  conductor  on  the 
car  claims  to  have  been  deceived  by 
the  appearance  of  tha  backing  tram 
and  believing  that  It  was  leaving  in- 
stead of  approaching  the  cro.sslng,  gave 
the   signal    to    cross    the   tracks.

experiences  of  this  last  boatload  of ! 
their  escape  from  the  dangers  of  the 
sea,  and  precarious  life  on  an  unin- 
habited islaiid,  in  the  Pacific  ocean, 
shows  that  those  sallormen  have  come 
through  perils  and  privations  that  well 
might  have  caused  them  to  lose  all 
hopes  of  ever  seeing  Norway  again. 

The  Alexander  left  Australia,  Nov. 
26  of  last  year,  with  a  cargo  of  coal 
for  Panama, 

she  was  off  Gallapagos  island,  and  her 
ill-luck  began.  She  was  becalmed  for 
weeks  at  a  time  and  unable  to  work 
her  way  tj  port.  For  fully  three 
months  she  drifted  about  this  part  of 
tlie  Pacific,  complet^y  out  of  land. 
Provisions  ran  low.  and  the  crew  en- 
dured great  hardships.  Finally  lack  of 
food  and  water  compelled  the  captain 
to  abandon  the  bark  at  a  point  twenty- 
flTe  miles  off  Albermarle  island,  one  of 
the  Gallapagos  group.  The  crew  left 
In  two  boats.  One  reached  Albermarle 
l.sland,  after  seven  days  of  rowing,  and 
the  ten  men  on  board  were  eventually 
taken  off  by  a  schooner  and  brought 
into  this  port  on  June  11.  Nothing  was 
heard  of  the  other  boat,  with  the  cap- 
tain in  command.  The  cruiser  Coto- 
paxl  went  out  to  .search  for  it,  but  in 
vain.  She  only  found  the  bark  piled 
up  on  the  rocks  olT  Albemarle. 

The  captain  relates  that  after  his 
boat  left  the  bark,  the  men  rowed  for 
Albemarle,  but  currents  swept  them 
to  one  side,  and  after  that  many  days 
of  labor  at  the  oars  brought  thesn  to 
Indefatigable  Island,  another  of  the 
Gallapagos  group. 

Here  Jeffs  was  abandoned  on  the 
coast,  as  he  was  sick  and  said  it  was 
Impossible  for  him  to  accompany  the 
others  to  the  Interior  of  the  island.  A 
shelter  was  made  for  Jeffs,  and  he  was 
supplied  with  food  and  water  and  left 
on  the  shore.

It  re- 
Iterates  the  fact  tndt  there  is  more 
coal  left  and  lost  in  the  ground,  by 
reckless  processes  of  mining,  than  Is 
taken  out,  and  that  at  the  very  most 
we  and  our  descendants  have  only  coal 
enough    left    for   less    than    100    years. 

The  size  of  our  country,  and  its  en- 
ormous natural  resources  have  led  us 
to  believe  that  many  things  were  in- 
exhaustible, that  on  the  contrary  are 
being  utterly  and  ruthle.ssly  wasted  at 
a,  most  extravagant  and  foolish  rate, 
and  our  people  have  develoi>ed  habits 
of  pj-odgality  that  spell  ultimate  na- 
tional bankruptcy.  In  fires,  for  In- 
stance, we  have  gotten  so  that  wv? 
really  expect  and  plan  for  terrific  los- 
ses. As  an  example,  Washington's 
record  has  just  been  completed,  and 
thtTe  were  470  alarms  of  fire  In  the 
ytar,  resulting  in  damage  of  only  |250,- 
OOO.  It  is  one  of  the  lowest  and  most 
satisfactory  records  attained  by  any 
city  in  the  land,  yet  our  fires  have  in- 
flicted a  (lamiige,  small  as  we  believe  It 
to  be,  Just  350  per  cent  greater  than 
that  suffered  by  the  average  of  sixteen 
European  cities  of  equal  size. 

Incidentally  all  the  fire  adjustment 
and  the  other  accompaniments  of  the 
San  Francisco  disaster  have  been  tabu- 
lated and  arranged,  and  it  now  tran- 
spires that  what  was  supposed  to  be  a 
total  damage  of  about  J350.000.000, 
amounts    to     much     nearer   icOf>,000,000. 


Only  1200.000,000  can  be  properly 
charged  up  to  insurance,  and,  there- 
f<ir'\  the  country  has  suffered  a  total 
wiping  out  of  existence,  an  obliteration 
cf  property,  to  the  amount  of  $400,000,000 
by  that  one  fire!  A  matter  worthy  of 
our  most  serious  consldera.tion  and 
firm  resolve  to  build  S'O  as  to  make  Im- 
possible the  recurrence  of  such  an 
awful  conflagrathm,  a  recurrence  thai 
is  imminently  pf.ssihle  now  in  several 
cities,  notably  New  Orleans,  Boston 
and  Philadelphia.

The  hunting  season  is  yielding  good 
sport,  according  to  the  reports  of  the 
various  express  companies,  who  are 
already  beginning  to  receive  ship- 
ments of  the  quarrj\     So  far  the  game 

shot  has  averaged  ahead  of  last  sea- 
son, counting  the  same  number  of  days 
In  each  year. 

The  heavier  shipments  will  not  be- 
gin before  the  season  is  further  ad- 
vanced, as  the  hunters  do  not,  as  a 
rule,  ship  game  during  the  very  first 
part  of  the  season,  unless  they  are 
only  out  for  a  few  day.s.  The  hunters 
who  stay  In  the  woods  for  a  protract- 
ed period  have  not  arrived  yet  and  tho 
average  of  four  deer  per  day,  that 
have  been  received  here  so  far  thi^ 
season,  does  not  by  any  means  repre- 
sent an  average  of  what  will  be 
reached  later. 

Most  of  the  consignments  received 
by  the  express  companies  have  been 
deer  shot  by  Duluth  hunters.  The  great 
body  of  hunters  have  not  reached  the 
woods  yet,  and  when  the  bang  of  the 
rifle  becomes  more  general,  it  may  be 
certain  that  the  early  average  will  be 
shattered,  for,  according  to  reports, 
heard  by  aercnts  of  the  express  com- 
panies, big  game  was  never  more  plen- 
tiful.

From  the  recruiting  stations  at  Be- 
mldjl,  Bralnerd,  and  Hurley  and  Ash- 
land.

of  the  lumber  companies,  have  not  re- 
ceived their  pay  in  cash  yet  and  for 
this  reason  are  hesitating  about  join- 
ing  the   army.

St.  Petersburg-.  Nov.  14.— The  third 
Russian  parliamont  was  opened  In  th-:' 
TauriUe  palace  at  11  oclock  this  morn- 
ing-, in  the  presence  of  Premier  Stoly- 
pin  and  the  cabinet,  by  M.  Golubeff, 
vice  prcsidtnt  of  the  council  of  the 
empire.  The  religious  service  preced- 
iUK  the  opening  was  conducted  by  the 
Mitropolitan  Antonius.  and  a  large 
number  of  bishops  and  other  high  ec- 
clesiastics, and  was  made  the  occa-sion 
for  a  Kreat  display  of  patriotic  enthu- 
siasm on  the  part  of  the  Conservatives 
and  Mi-Kltrate  members.  The  emperor 
was    vigorously    cheered. 

The  elty  is  perfectly  quiet.  A  few- 
hundred  students  gathered  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  the  palace,  but  they  did  not 
attempt  to  make  a  demonstration. 

A  score  of  mounted  patrols,  on  the 
quays  anti  in  the  principal  thorough- 
fares, were  more  than  sufflcit  nt  to 
preserve  order.

PAWNBROKERS 
ARE  VERY  BUSY 

Many  Persons  in  New 

York  Pledge  Jewelry 

and  Securities. 

New  York,  Nov.  14. — An  odd  phase  of 
the  present  financial  stringency  is  the 
lively  business  being  done  by  pawn- 
brokers. The  numV>er  of  ptr-rsons  who 
are  seeking  aish  by  pledging  family 
Jewels  and  all  .sorts  of  personal  prop- 
erty has  greatly  Increased.  But  the 
pawn  shop  proprlct(»rs  have  had  to  re- 
duce their  loansi.  and  in  some  instances 
a  limit  has  been  placed  by  them  on  tho 
amount  to  be  given  any  one  person, 
no  matter  what  the  pledge. 

"If  we  can't  get  the  money  from  our 
bankers,  we  cant  push  It  across  our 
counters,"  1^  the  attitude  of  the  pawn- 
brokers, voiced  by  one  of  them.

Mr.  Ryan  complimented  the  Duluth 
grocers  on  their  organization,  and  said 
that  it  has  been  a  prominent  factor  in 
the  affairs  of  the  state  and  national 
organization,  particularly  when  legisla- 
tion has  been  needed  to  correct  or  pre- 
vent abuses  In  the  trade. 

"There  is  scarcely  a  grocer  In  »he 
Twin  Cities,  and  I  presume  the  same 
Is  true  of  Duluth,  but  has  children 
from  indigent  homes  hanging  about  the 
back  doors  of  his  store  to  collect  the 
vegetables  and  fruit  that  are  thrown 
out  because  they  are  unsalable.  There 
is  no  other  business  that  brings  a 
man  so  near  to  poverty-stricken  homes 
as  that  of  the  grocer.  That  Is  why 
Dun  and  Rradstreet  say  that  95  per 
cent  of  those  entering  the  groce.-y 
trade  fail. 

"If  one  figures  up  what  the  grocer 
loses  In  bad  debts  and  what  he  gives  :c 
charity,  the  amount  that  the  million- 
aires give  to  charity,  will  look  small 
in   comparison." 

Mr.  Ryan  claimed  that  the  grocers 
are  more  charitable  than  the  public 
realizes,  but  that  they  are  not  always 
charitable  to  each  other.  He  urged  a 
hearty  co-operation  of  those  engag->d 
In  the  grocery  trade  for  only  through 
organization  can  they  expect  to 
wield   Influence   for   the  good  of  all. 

Prof.  Charles  F.  Way  gave  a  clever 
and  pleasing  exhibition  in.  sleight-of- 
hand  work.  It  was  one  of  the  hits  of 
the  evening.  Another  very  amusing  fea- 
ture was  the  recitation  of  R.  H.  Kelley, 
the  English  tea  man,  on  "The  Won- 
derful Hand."  Pleasing  solos  were 
rendered  by  Mrs.  D.  E.  Case,  Mi^.^ 
Ansle  Smith  and  John  A.  Koneczny  and 
several  string  numbers  were  rendered 
by   Flaaten's   School   of   Music.

SAME  SYSTEM  OF 
SCALING  TIMBER 

That   Was    Used    Ten 

Years  Ago  is  Still 

Employed. 

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  Nov.  14.— State  tim- 
ber Is  scaled  today  the  same  as  It  was 
ten  years  ago,  despite  the  fact  that 
more  of  ths  defective  ctlcks  are  con- 
verted into  salable  stuff.  All  the  sur- 
veyors  general  of  logs  and  lumber  fur- 
nish the  scalers  In  the  way  of  Instruc- 
tions is  the  law,  and  this  the  scalers 
interpret  as  they  believe  It  should  be 
construed. 

This  much  was  brought  out  yester- 
day at  a  conference  between  the  tim- 
ber board  and  two  of  the  surveyors 
general  summoned  as  a  result  of 
statements  of  illegal  scaling  made  yes- 
terday. A  number  of  cruisers  were 
present.  The  surveyors  general  In  at- 
tendance were  F.  E.  Wheaton  of  Min- 
neapolis, with  his  deputy,  C.  E.  Sin 
Clair,   and  F.   L.    Ryan  of   Duluth. 

Both  Mr.  Ryan  and  Mr.  Wheaton 
were  informed  that  they  were  not  "on 
the  carpet"  for  any  known  violations 
of  the  scaling  law.  but  simply  asked  to 
be  present  .so  as  to  have  a  clear  un- 
derstanding as  to  a  uniform  method  of 
.scaling.  To  this  they  made  answer 
that  there  was  only  one  method  of 
scaling,    and    that    was    laid     down      in

this  law,  and  as  far  as  their  offlc«?s 
were  concerned,  they  had  tried  to  fol- 
low it.  As  to  the  statement  that  there 
was  one  scale  for  the  state  and  an- 
other for  the  lumbermen,  they  made 
emphatic  denial.

With  lumber  in  plenty  and  the  sale 
prices  small,  all  defective  timber  in 
times  past  was  rejected,  and  from  Mr. 
Sinclair,  who  has  been  connected  wuh 
the  Minneapolis  oflflce  for  years,  ♦he 
statement  was  secured  that  the  method 
of  scaling  now  is  practically  the  same 
as  then.  The  culls,  perhaps,  he  said, 
were  not  so  bad  as  before,  and  lum- 
bermen were  Inclined  to  be  more 
liberal  and  take  sticks  that  they  would 
scorn  years   ago. 

J.  H.  Beagle,  a  state  cruiser,  at  thb 
meeting  yesterday,  made  the  state- 
ment that  there  was  one  scale  for  the 
lumbermen  and  another  for  the  state, 
with  the  average  scaler,  and  he  re- 
peated the  claim  yesterday.  He  was 
positive  at>out  It.  The  scaler  used  his 
judgment,  and  it  generally  ran  to 
straight  and  sound  sticks,  with  a  tend- 
ency to  reject  all  defectives.  Yet  he 
had  known  some  of  these  defectives  tj 
yield  at  the  mill  as  much  as  60  per 
cent  of  lumber. 

"And,"  added  Mr.  Sinclair  of  the 
Minneapolis  department,  "they  sell 
sawdust  now.  Nothing  goes  to  waste 
these  days,  but  you  cannot  scale  the 
by-products."

EMIL  TESSMAN. 

Eiuil  A.  Tessman,  president  of  the  city  council, 
entered  the  race  for  the  mayoralty  yesterday  afternoon, 
thereby  succumbing  to  a  remarkable  pressure  that  has 
been  brought  to  bear  upon  him  for  several  weeks  past, 
coming  from  all  sections  of  the  city  and  from  all  parties 
and  all  interests. 

Mr.  Tessman  brings  into  the  campaign  two  very 
strong  features  to  commend  him  to  the  consideration 
of  thinking  voters  who  wish  their  city  well.  In  the  first 
place,  he  is  a  practical  business  man  of  long  experience 
and  marked  success.  Managing  a  city,  after  all,  is  a 
business  matter,  pure  and  simple,  and  calls  for  the  same 
intelligence,  close  figuring  and  foresight  that  the  auc- 
ccssfiil    management   of   a   business   enterpri.se    demands. 

In  addition  to  this.  Mr.  Te^^sman  brings  a  ripe  expe- 
rience in  city  matters  gained  from  seven  years'  devoted 
and  conscientious  service  in  the  city  council,  the  two 
later  years  of  which  have  been  spent  as  president  of  the 
council.  In  this  work  Mr.  Tessman  has  rendered  con- 
spicuous service,  and  has  gained  valuable  experience  and 
a  thorough  insight  into  municipal  affairs  that  will  give 
him  a  marked  advantage  in  meeting  the  demands  of  the 
mayor's  office. 

Mr.  Tessman  is  one  of  those  quiet,  unassuming  men 
who  do  things  rather  than  talk  about  doing  them:  a  man 
of  action  rather  than  of  words. 

This  step  has  been  taken  by  him  with  evident  reluct- 
ance, such  as  any  business  man  would  feel  when  called 
upon  to  give  up  a  large  share  of  his  time  to  the  business 
of  the  city  at  the  sacrifice  of  his  own  affairs.  His  re- 
sponse, however,  is  prompted  by  the  public  spirit  that 
all  business  men  should  have.  If  he  is  elected,  he  can  be 
confidently  expected  to  give  a  wise  and  conscientious 
administration  with  an  eye  single  to  the  good  of  the 
community  and  its  people. 


THE  TARIFF  ON  ART. 

One  of  the  most  strange  and  wonderful  items  in  the 
Dingley  tariff  law,  and  the  one  that  is  least  easily  under- 
stood, is  the  duty  it  provides  on  works  of  art. 

Why  should  there  be  such  a  duty?  Protection  to 
American  artists?  Fudge!  No  American  artist  asks 
such  protection,  and  all  of  them  resent  the  imputation 
that  American  art  can  flourish  only  by  barring  out  the 
works  of  the  European  masters  and  compelling  the 
American  people  to  buy  American  pictures  or  none  at 
all.  The  free  importation  of  European  pictures  will  not 
•tifle  the  production  of  American  pictures,  but  will 
rather  stimulate  it.  If  the  rich  men  of  America  buy  the 
works  of  the  dead  masters  and  bring  them  home  where 
they  can  be  seen  by  Americans,  it  will  cultivate  the 
appreciation  of  art.  and  will  stimulate  the  market  for 
pictures  to  an  extent  that  will  benefit  all  American 
painters  of  meriL 

The  Ashburton  collection,  one  of  the  most  notable 
private  collections  of  pictures  in  England,  will  shortly 
be  sold  at  auction  in  London.  It  includes  examples  of 
the  work  of  the  world's  famous  artists,  including  Cor- 
reggio,  Rembrandt,  Velasquez,  Murillo,  Cuyp  and  Hob- 
bema.  The  sale  will  be  attended  by  art-lovers  from  all 
over  the  world,  and  undoubtedly  ♦.here  will  be  bidders 
from  America. 

But  every  American  buyer  starts  in  with  a  handicap. 
If  he  buys  a  Rembrandt,  for  instance,  he  does  it  with 
the  knowledge  that  in  order  to  get  his  picture  home  he 
must  pay  a  duty  of  20  per  cent.  If  the  picture  sells  for 
$100,000,  he  must  pay  $120,000  for  it  in  all,  while  the 
German,  Russian,  French,  Swedish,  Norwegian,  Italian, 
Danish,  Dutch.  Austrian,  Roumanian  and  Australian 
buyers  will  l>e  allowed  by  their  respective  governments 
to  take  their  purchases  home  without  a  cent  of  duty.  In 
such  a  case  the  American  bidder  starts  in  with  a  handi- 
•cap  against   him  of  $20,000. 

Suppose  an  American  buyer  does  get  a  Rembrandt 
at  $100,000.  He  pays  $20,000  more  for  bringing  the  pic- 
ture home,  and  it  will  be  hung  in  his  home,  where  it 
will  be  seen  by  many  citizens  and  studied  by  many  art 
students.  In  the  course  of  time  it  will  be  loaned  or 
bequeathed  to  a  public  museum  or  art  gallery,  where 
everybody  may  sec  it  without  money  and  without  price. 
That  is  a  privilege,  a  splendid  privilege,  and  it  is  a  sadly 
misguided  operation  of  government  that  puts  a  bann 
upon  it  and  seeks  to  discourage  it  by  the  imposition  of  an 
iniquitous  tariff. 

The  duty  was  probably  imposed  upon  the  supposition 
that  art  is  a  luxury.  It  may  be  a  luxury,  but  it  is  one 
which  no  people  can  afford  to  discourage.  Government 
should,  on  the  other  hand,  encourage  it  as  much  as  pos- 
sible, and  one  way  to  do  it  is  to  repeal  the  absurd  and 
ignorant  tariff  duty  upon  it. 


MISTAKEN  OPPOSITION. 

The  small  merchants  and  the  large  jobbers  who  still 
persist  in  opposing  the  parcels  post  on  the  ground  that 
it  threatens  to  destroy  the  small  merchant  and  to  build 
up  the  large  mail  order  houses  are  basing  their  opposi- 
tion on  a  complete  misunderstanding  of  what  is  proposed 
and  of  what  will  result  from  the  success  of  Postmaster 
General  Meyer's  parcels  post  plan. 

For  instance,  the  Jobber  and  Retailer,  a  trade  publica- 
tion of  Milwaukee,  is  carrying  on  a  campaign  against 
the  parcels  post,  and  in  its  current  issue  it  contains  a 
number  of  statements  from  senators  and  representatives 
in  congress  whom  it  asked  for  expressions  as  to  the 
parcels  post  plan. 

Nineteen  refused  to  commit  themselves,  three  favored 
the  plan,  and  ten  opposed  it.  The  only  congressman 
from  Minnesota  who  was  quoted  as  expressing  an 
opinion  is  Cotiptressman  Tawncy,  who  opposed  the  plan. 

Opposition  to  the  Meyer  plan  based  on  a  fear  that  it 
threatens  the  small  country  merchant  is  mistaken,  be- 
cause the  country  merchant  will  profit  and  the  city  mail 
order  house  will  suffer  if  the  plan  is  carried  out.  While 
the  Meyer  plan  provides  for  a  general  reduction  of  the 
parcels  post  rate  from  16  to  12  cents  a  pound,  and  for 


increasing  the  maximum  weight  01  packages  from  four 
pounds  to  eleven  pounds,  this  is  but  a  small  concession. 
The  only  real  concession  made  applies  to  parcels  sent 
from  rural  route  distributing  offices  along  the  rural 
routes. 

Under  it  a  village  merchant  may  send  an  ii-pound 
package  to  any  person  on  a  rural  route  running  out  of 
his  village  for  25  cents,  while  to  send  the  same  parcel 
from  a  city  mail  order  house  will  cost  $1.32.  If  this  is 
a  measure  in  behalf  of  the  city  mail  order  house  and 
against  the  village  merchant  it  is  hard  to  see  how  it  is 
going  to  work  to  that  end. 

Of  the  ten  congressmen  who  opposed  the  parcels 
post  plan  in  the  Jobber  and  Retailer's  symposium,  nearly 
all  opposed  it  on  the  ground  that  it  wonid  benefit  the 
mail  order  house  and  destroy  the  country  merchant.  It 
will  do  nothing  of  the  sort,  but  it  will  on  the  other  hand 
give  the  country  merchant  a  valuabW  handicap  over  the 
city  mail  order  house,  and  enable  him  to  undersell  the 
latter  because  the  carrying  charge  is  so  much  less. 

The  only  real  opposition  remaining  is  that  of  the 
express  companies,  whose  business  is  threatened.  It  is 
natural  that  they  should  object,  and  it  is  natural  that  they 
should  do  all  they  can  to  stop  the  scheme  from  being 
carried  out. 

But  it  is  not  natural  that  they  should  be  allowed  to 
exert  their  influence  against  the  parcels  post  plan  any 
longer  under  cover  of  the  country  merchant. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  plan  will  help  the  country 
merchant,  it  will  be  well  to  be  suspicious  of  any  congress- 
man that  continues  to  oppose  it  on  the  ground  of  his 
friendship  for  the  merchant,  and  to  look  him  over  care- 
fully to  see  if  there  may  not  be  some  hidden  string  lead- 
ing to  the  head  office  of  an  express  company. 


A    GOOD  SHOWING. 

In  his  occasional  capacity  of  auctioneer.  County 
Auditor  Halden  has  just  concluded  a  public  sale  of  St. 
Louis  county  property  that  is  of  more  than  passing 
interest. 

This  was  the  so-called  forfeited  tax  sale,  by  which  the 
state  has  disposed  of  the  considerable  amount  of  prop- 
erty left  on  its  hands  because  the  former  owners  have 
for  one  reason  or  another  failed  to  pay  the  taxes  due 
upon  them  for  a  number  of  years. 

The  sale  was  unexpectedly  successful,  practically  all 
of  the  lots  and  acres  finding  purchasers,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds amount  to  something  like  $20,000.  This  item  is 
the  smallest  factor  in  the  sale,  however.  The  real  im- 
portance of  it  comes  through  the  fact  that  these  lands 
will  go  again  upon  the  active  tax  rolls,  and  will  con- 
tribute regularly  hereafter  to  the  supi>ort  of  state,  county 
and  local  governments,  thereby  relieving  other  property 
from  a  portion  of  its  tax  burden. 

The  success  of  the  sale  and  the  avidity  with  which 
these  bargains  were  snapped  up  shows  a  lively  demand 
for  property  for  investment  and  use.  After  the  former 
owners  have  been  given  a  reasonable  time  in  which  tQ 
redeem,  purchasers  at  this  sale  acquire  absolute  title,  and 
many  of  them  will  improve  the  property  thus  acquired, 
or  sell  it  to  those  who  will  improve  it. 

It  might  be  supposed  that  because  the  owners  have 
failed  to  pay  taxes,  these  lands  are  valueless,  but  such 
is  not  the  case.  Many  of  them  are  as  valuable  as  other 
property  that  has  paid  taxes  regularly,  but  the  owners 
have  forgotten  them  or  have  disappeared,  and  the  lands, 
have  been  forfeited  to  the  state  for  non-payment  of 
taxes.  The  state,  not  caring  to  hola  them  without 
revenue,  takes  this  method  of  getting  them  into  the 
hands  of  persons  who  will  use  them  and  pay  the  proper 
taxes  upon   them. 


NO  TURNING  BACK. 

Harper's  Weekly,  a  newspaper  that  was  of  vast 
service  to  its  country  in  the  days  of  its  strength  and 
freedom,  but  that  is  now  openly  charged  with  having 
strings  leading  to  Wall  street  where  they  arc  pulled  by 
sclt'ish  interests  for  their  own  benefit,  says: 

It  is  our  profound  conviction  tliat  the  "Roose- 
velt panic"  marks  tlio  beKlnning  of  the  end  of  tl»e 
poll  I  leal  earoera  of  both  Roosevelt  and  Bryan,  and 
tliat  a  sane— even  quiet— man  will  be  elected  presi- 
dent one  yo.ir  lionce.  If  .so  tlu'  Intervening  period 
of  general  depression  which  aeeina  inevitable  will 
not  be  wholly  without  Its  compensations. 

Says  the  Washington  Star,  commenting  upon  this 
remark: 

If  by  thl.s  "sane,  ever  quiet,  man"  Is  meant  a 
man  who  will  "cut  out"  tlie  rofornia  tnausurated 
by  Mr.  Roosevelt,  and  swln^  thing.-t  buck  Into  the 
old  ruts,  thl.s  vi-slon  Is  mialeadla^.  It  is  only  neces- 
sary to  quote  the  olj  proverb,  that  revolutions  do 
not  go  backward.  And  tint  there  has  been  :i  sort 
of  revolution   the   record  both  shows  and  Justitles. 

There  is  no  need  of  opening  the  record  for  proof  of 
this  view.  The  record  is  already  open,  where  every  man 
can  read,  and  "it  is  our  profound  conviction"  that  Har- 
per's Weekly  is  absurdly  wrong,  and  that  its  wish  has 
been  father  to  the  thought. 

The  elimination  of  both  Bryan  and  Roosevelt,  if  that 
were  possible,  would  not  swing  the  nation  back  into  its 
old  rut  of  unthinking  partisanship,  supine  submission  to 
federal,  state  and  municipal  misgovernment,  blind  idol- 
atry of  tariff  principles  inculcated  by  selfish  interests, 
and  patient  suffering  under  the  oppressions  of  trust 
abuses,  despoilment  of  corporations  by  autocratic  boards 
of  directors,  and  corrupt  interference  in  government  by 
inflated  wealth. 

If  Bryan  and  Roosevelt  should  be  eliminated,  others 
would  spring  up  to  take  their  places.  The  people  are 
awake  and  aware  of  what  has  been  going  on,  and  to  say 
that  they  are  likely  to  slip  back  into  their  old  blindness 
and  shameful  submissiveness  is  to  insult  the  intelligence 
and  courage  of  the  American  people. 

The  revolution  has  begun,  and  it  has  gone  farther 
even  than  most  people  realize.  It  cannot  go  backward. 
It  must  go  forward.  Its  speed  may  not  be  always  so 
precipitate,  but  there  is  no  harm  in  that,  because  pre- 
cipitance involves  danger  of  error.  A  revolution  too 
sudden  might  delay  real  reform  by  giving  arguments 
to  the  enemies  of  reform. 

But  the  revolution  will  proceed.  No  'sane,  even 
quiet,  man,"  by  which  Harper's  Weekly  means  such  a 
man  as  Harrtman  and  Rockefeller  and  Ryan  and  others 
of  their  kind  might  choose  in  secret  council,  will  be 
acceptable  to  the  people  next  year.  A  sane  and  even 
quiet  man  in  the  literal  sense,  meaning  a  man  who  will 
plow  steadily  ahead  without  disastrous  haste  or  slug- 
gardly  hesitation,  might  be  acceptable,  indeed,'  and 
Minnesota  has  such  a  man  in  Governor  Johnson.

Alarm  of  Liquor  Men. 

New  York  Evening  Post:  If  the  new 
prohibition  movement  has  done  nothing 
else.  It  has  brought  on  the  disreputable 
saloonkeeper  the  wrath  of  the  better 
element  In  his  vocation.  The  Whole- 
sale Liquor  Dealers'  association  of  this 
state  passed  resolutions  last  week  urg- 
ing "the  passage  of  laws  which  shall 
make  the  granting  of  a  license  to  sell 
liquors  dependent  in  large  measure  up- 
on the  character  and  reputation  of  tho 
applicant."  and  also  praying  "that  the 
present  laws  be  changed  to  the  end  that 
the  business  may  be  ultimately  con- 
ducted by  men  of  recognized  character 
and  standing  In  the  community."  It 
may  be  noted  In  p.asstng  that,  judged 
by  this  standard,  our  precious  Raines 
law  Is  no  more  statisfactory  to  the 
liquor-selling  Interests  than  to  the 
temperance    reformers. 

But.  in  general,  the  growing  habit  of 
blaming  the  disreputable  saloonkeeper, 
and  not  the  Puritan  and  the  busybody, 
for  the  present  renewal  of  agitation 
and  hostile  legislation.  Is  on  every  ac- 
count a  good  thing.  Doubtless,  the 
brewers,  distillers  and  wholsalers  could. 
If  they  were  sufficiently  in  earnest 
at>out  It.  put  some  of  their  disreputable 
dependents  out  of  buslnesfi.  But  much 
as  the  urbane,  benevolent,  discreet  and 
respectable  tavern  keeper  of  fiction 
and  the  stage  might  do  to  regenerate 
his  business  and  stop  the  flood  of 
"sumptuary  laws,"  we  fear  it  will  take 
more  than  a  set  of  resolutions  to  pro- 
duce him  In  the  body.

Rules  Adopted  by  State  Livestock  and 
Sanitary  Board. 

3t.  Paul,  Minn..  Nov.  lt.-(Special  to 
Thf  Herald.)— At  the  la«t  meeting  of  tho 
state  live  stock  ajid  saaltary  board,  a 
regulatlvm  governing  tulxarculosls  in 
dairy  cattle  was  passed.  It  provides 
that  all  cattle  wliioh  .show  tul)frculo4i.s 
symptotos  must  be  quarantined  and  the 
entire  herd  tested  with  lubMrcuUn  within 
thirty  doy.s.  Also,  that  wh»>n  oa.tUe  liave 
biH;n  ln.sp«H;ted  aJ»d  found  to  bo  fre<j 
from  tulHTculo-sls.  the  owner  ahall  not 
introduce  into  th<>  herd  any  tattle  whlcii 
have  not  been  inspected  and  found  to  be 
free   from    lul>erculoBi8. 

The  regulation  further  provides  tliat 
all  bArns  niu-st  Yh;  disinfect«vl  and  whlte- 
wa.sh'd  after  dieeased  cattle  have  Ix'on 
removed  frum  the^n.  Owners  who  vio- 
late tliia  roguldtlon  are  not  to  r»x^lve 
any  conipfiisation  for  any  Ciiittle  con- 
demned   by    the  state  or   loijal    boards. 

Tlio  state  live  stock  and  sanitary  bo;i.rd 
will  meet  again  on  Nov.  21  to  c^>mplot» 
the  revlsadon  of  regulations  governing  in- 
fectious  dlsecUee.

N.  D.,  Nov.  13.— (Special  to 
The  HeraJd.)— Fargo  will  .^o»3n  be  one 
of  the  sweetest  places  In  the  country, 
as  forty-five  oass  of  granulated  .sugar 
will  be  stored  iiere  within  a  short  time.

The  box  factory  belong- 
ing to  the  same  company  was  saved 
throush  the  energy  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment, aided  by  the  fact  that  it  Is  a  brick 

structure. 

Two  buildings  of  the  New  r)uhith  I>and 
company  witc  also  partially  ilestroyed. 
The  tire  was  not  entirely  ( xiinguislied 
for  several  hours  after  the  blaze  start- 
ed, and  was  still  smouldering  at  1 
o'clock  this  afternoon.  The  lumber, 
sawdust,  slabs  and  other  saw- 
mill material  furnished  ready  fuel 
and  gavi'  the  firemen  a  hard  pr<>b:erii. 
Tile  nearby  cedar  yards,  containing  about 
$100,000  worth  of  cedar  timber,  were  at 
one  time  threaten"  d.  The  loss  on  the  en- 
glnehouse  and  sawmill  la  between  11,000 
and  $1,500,  while  several  thousand  dollars' 
worth  of  lumber  has  been  destroyed.  The 
New  Duluth  Land  company's  buildings 
have  been  damaged  to  th-r  extent  of  .sev- 
eral hundre<l  dollars.  The  total  loss  is 
estimated    at    between   $12,000   and   J15,000. 

The  origin  of  the  fire  Is  not  known. 
The  watchman  employed  by  the  box  fac- 
tory found  everything  all  right  in  his 
usual  rounds  a  short  time  before  tiie 
enginehiMise  was  discovered  on  tire.  The 
Jire  bell  was  rung  and  whistles  arou.sed 
the  entire  town. 

The  New  Uuhith  department  respond- 
ed to  the  call,  and  tlie  engine  was  si»on 
playing  on  the  fire.  It  worked  only 
about  twenty  minutes,  however,  when 
soinetliing  went  wrong  with  the  ma- 
chinery, and  It  broke  down.  A  hurry 
call  had  meanwhile  been  sent  to  Duluth 
for  as.sistance.  and  the  West  Duluth  en- 
gine was  sent  to  the  scene,  making  a 
long,  hard  run.  The  West  Duluth  en- 
gine proved  of  less  value  than  the  New 
Duluth  steamer,  and  broke  down  with- 
in fifteen  minutes  after  It  arrived. 

The  steamer  at  the  Twentieth  avenue 
station  was  then  pressed  into  service, 
reaching  the  fire  after  a  most  exhaust- 
ing run  for  the  horses.  The  firemen 
were  finally  able  to  get  the  blaze  under 
control,  and  the  factory  and  cedar 
yards   were   saved. 

At  1  o'clock  the  department  was  still 
working,  but  the  fire  was  under  con- 
trol, and  there  was  no  danger  of  it 
spreading. 

The  box  factory  employs  about  forty 
people,  and  the-  will  be  thrown  out 
of  employment  until  some  arrange- 
ments can  bo  made  for  providing  power 
for   the   plant.

M»re  than  ordinary  interest  Is  being 
taken  among  liigh  sciiuol  football  t-n- 
thusiasts  here  in  the  era.me  to  be  played 
at  Ashland  Saturday  by  the  Ashland 
and  Bl-ilne  high  school  teams.

contest  will  practically  decide  the  high 
school  championship  of  the  Head  of 
the  Lakes,  which  now  lies  between 
Duluth  and  Ashland.

The  Great  Northern  Power  company  is 
supplying  its  customers  with  all  the  pow- 
er that  they  want  and  the  service  is  with- 
out   interruption. 

For  several  days  the  company  has  had 
two  units  in  operation  developing  ::5,0tH)- 
hcrse  power.  Kver  since  the  second  unit 
was  started  the  engi^s  at  the  street  rail- 
way power  house  and  at  the  electric  light 
company's  plant,  have  been  idle.  The 
power  company  is  furnishing  all  the 
power  tliat  both  thieso  concerns  desire, 
and  without  the  annoying  breaks  that 
oci'urrtd  when  the  ne>i  power  plant  was 
Hisi  in  operation. 

After  the  Hrsl  unit  wAi  started  It  was 
found  that  several  i  atljnstments  would 
have  to  be  made  Ijefore  uninterrupted 
sirvlce  could  be  glven;consuniera  ot  i>ow- 
er,  and  the  Great  Northern  Power  com- 
pany hastened  the  cviupk'tion  of  the  sec- 
ond unit  with  a  view  of  overcoining  ilie 
delays  caused  by  making  the  necessary 
changes  In  the  machinery.  By  reason  of 
the  breaks  in  the  powe>  the  stret  rail- 
way company  and  the  electric  light  com- 
pany supplied  part  of  the  power  witli 
their  own  plants.  ' 

Additional  bearings  have  been  made 
and  placed  on  theflbpkg  shafting  at  the 
IHjwer  house  of  the  Gnat  Northern  com- 
pany and  everything  is  now  running 
smoothly.  As  is  uaualy  the  case  where 
a  power  plant  of  th«i  magnitude  of  this 
one  has  been  placed  In  operation  for  the 
first  time,  there  were  some  details  of 
operation  and  of  adjustment  that  had  to 
be  made  before  the  machinery  ran  per- 
fectly. 

Iriesidea  furnishing  power  for  tl»*  street 
railway  company  to  the  Uuluth-Kdison 
lighting  and  commercial  purposes,  the 
Great  Northern  company  Is  delivering 
electricity  at  the  carbollie  plant  In  West 
i'uluth,  at  the  Uerwind- While  coal  dock 
and  to  the  8tn.'ot  railway  company  in  Su- 
perior. An  electrical  expert  from  the 
VNeslinghouse  company  Is  In  Superior 
making  arrangements  for  the  changes 
necessary  In  the  plant  at  the  Great 
Northern  Hallway  company's  big  steel 
elevator,  where  the  power  company  will 
be  furnishing  the  electrical  current  for 
operation,  within  a  short  time.

Trial  of  French  Case  Ad- 
journed Until  State 
Finds  Expert 


The  state  needed  a«i  expert  on  boose 
this  morning:  In  the  trial  of  William 
French,  who  Is  Indicted  for  runnlnK  a 
blind  plK  in  section  S.  J»-21.  north  of 
Virginia,  and  because  one  could  not  be 
procured  before  this  afternoon,  an  ad- 
journment was  taken  shortly  before  12 
o'clock. 

Deputy  Sheriff  Michael  Horgran.  who 
seised  the  kegs,  beer,  pump,  Juers  and 
bottled  iroods  in  FrenTk'^  place  of  busi- 
ness, balked  «t  takinf  a  drink  of  any 
of  the  contents  In  fBe  ^courtroom.  Mr. 
Horgan  said  he  does' nno^- drink,  besides 
he  has  a  family. 

Deputy  Sheriff  Owen  Gtately,  who  was 


also  connected  with  the  arrest  of 
French  and  selxure  of  the  goods,  look- 
ed over  the  collection,  which  the  county 
attorney  produced  in  evidence  against 
French,  and  pleaded  Incompetency  as 
a  Judge  of  the  contents  of  the  bottles 
and  jugs.  Mr.  Gately  also  has  a  family. 
A  private  detective  employed  by  the 
county  to  collect  the  evidence  against 
French,  claimed  that  he  h.-vs.  In  the 
course  of  his  peregrlnaiions.  Intro- 
duced his  stomach  to  various  decoc- 
(tions  known  under  the  name  of  liquor, 
land  that  for  a  month  he  was  employed 
^by  a  distillery  to  travel  about,  visiting 
sAloons  and  sampling  whisky  that  was 
being  sold  under  the  name  of  a  certain 
brand.  The  state  offered  to  let  the 
detective  to  eo  on  as  an  expert  witness 
to  determine  the  contents  of  the  bottles 
and  Jugs,  but  up  to  this  noon  It  had 
not  legally  been  determined  whether 
French  kept  toilet  water  or  the  real 
thing  in  the  receptacles.  William  Marx, 
attorney  for  French,  objected  to  the 
detective's  testimony  on  the  ground 
of  incompetency.

The  trial  is  a  serious  matter  for  Mr. 
French,  as  It  means  either  a  heavy  fine 
or  Imprisonment  if  he  is  found  guilty, 
but.  under  the  circumstances,  it  has  its 
humorous  side. 

By  reason  of  the  fact  that  French 
formerly  had  a  license  to  run  a  saloon 
and  the  county  board  revoked  it  sev- 
eral weeks  ago,  the  blind  pig  case  is 
rather  out  of  the  usual  run  of  such 
cases. 

French  claims  persecution  by  a  cer- 
tain lumber  company  and  asserts  that 
It  is  at  the  bottom  of  the  prosecution. 
The  state  expects  to  dispute  these 
claims  successfully  by  showing  that 
the  lumber  company,  out  of  Its  own 
treasury,  refunded  the  $500  license  fee 
that  French  had  paid  the  county  for 
the  privilege  of  selling  liquor,  the  pay- 
ment being  made  to  French  after  the 
county   board   revoked   his   license. 

The  state  expects  to  prove  that  fol- 
lowing the  revoking  of  the  license 
French  continued  to  sell  liquor  to 
divers  persons,  including  the  witness 
W^arner,  whom  the  state  employed  as  a 
special  agent  to  get  evidence  against 
him.  Warner  testified  that  he  visited 
the  place  kept  by  French,  on  several 
occasions  and  bought  and  drank  beer 
and  whisky.  His  testimony  was  cor- 
roborated by  A.  S.  Kltto,  a  scaler's 
clerk,  who  went  to  the  saloon  on  one 
occasion  with  Warner.  The  latter, 
while  getting  evidence,  passed  off  as 
a  camp  cook. 

Mrs.  French,  who  accompanied  her 
husband  to  the  courtroom  during  the 
present  trial,  recently  pleaded  guilty  to 
the  charge  of  selling  liquor  without  a 
license,  and  was  fined  $100.

not  interrupt  him  in  the  middle  of  a 
sentence. 

"I  do  not  see  how  I  can  object  with- 
lout  interrupting,"  said  Attorney 
'  Hynes,  who  is  acting  for  Mr.  Walsh. 
I  "Reserve  your  objections  until  Mr. 
I  Dobyns  has  finished  his  statement," 
I  said  the  court.  "He  is  entitled  to 
finish    his    sentences." 

The  assistant  district  attorney  con- 
cluded his  address  with  a  statement 
with  the  holding  by  the  Chlcagxj  banks 
of  the  bonds  of  the  Southern  Indiana 
railroad.

tree  lying  directly  across  the  tracks 
aiiead,  and  Immediately  stopped  the 
train. 

A  terrific  wind  storm  had  been  play- 
ing havoc  with  the  dense  forests  of 
;  that  part  of  the  range,  and  some  of 
the  gigantic  lir  trees,  some  measuring 
ail  the  way  from  six  to  twelve  feet  in 
i  diameter,  were  felled.  One  monster, 
with  a  girtli  of  twentj'-seven  feet,  fell 
in  such  a  way  as  to  impede  all  prog- 
ress of  the  trains  by  lying  direcLiy 
;  across  the  right-of-way.  Tlie  passen- 
gers climbed  from  their  coaches  and 
many  used  their  camera  to  good  ad- 
vantage. 

There  was  no  saw  In  the  neighboring 
section  house  long  enough  to  cut  the 
big  tree  Into  two  pieces,  so  a  unique 
plan  of  ridding  the  track  of  its  In- 
truder was  adopted,  much  to  the  in- 
terest of   the   matiy  passengers. 

Holes  from  ten  to  fourteen  Inches 
deep  by  two  in  diameter,  were  bored 
all  over  the  surface  of  the  big  tree  and 
each  one  tamped  full  of  blasting  pow- 
der. Then  a  series  of  dynamite  caps 
and  fuse  were  arranged.  The  passen- 
gers flew  to  places  of  safety  and  the 
workmen  loitered  behind  rocks  and 
1  oilier  big  trees. 

At  a  given  signal  the  monster  tree 
trembled  and  with  an  awful  roar  the 
big  piece  of  timber  flew^  into  a  million 
toothpicks.  The  engine  blew  a  shriek 
from  its  whistle  ^nd  the  passengers 
climbed  aboard  while  the  train  re- 
sumed its  Journey.  The  big  trees 
along  the  right-of-way  through  the 
mountains  have  been  the  cause  of 
much  trouble  to  the  Northern  Pacific, 
and  In  many  cases  have  been  destroyed 
rather  than  run  the  risk  of  them  fall- 
ing on  the  passenger  trains.
